This column, this issue, has to start by noting that City Editor 
and "Austin@Large" columnist Mike Clark-Madison is leaving. 

Not only an excellent editor and fine reporter, Mike is a pas- 
sionate, intelligent, and fair advocate on city issues. His relation- 
ships with people and understanding of and institutional memory 
about Austin politics, economics, development, history, and 
neighborhood groups are unparalleled. The amount of editorial 
information Mike is asked to vet each week before it is published 
is matched only by the number of times a name, an old bill, or 
some city incident or political event is brought to him for clarifica- 
tion or information in the consideration or preparation of a story. 

Writing on Austin-related topics means dealing with politics, 
deep-seated antagonisms, disguised special interests, and a tan- 
gled history of rivalries and relationships. No comment is ever 
taken as intended; few civic actions are ever regarded as any- 
thing but conspiratorial. Addressing complex issues becomes a 
foolhardy endeavor - especially when council regulars, letter- 
writers, involved citizens, and contemptuous politicians argue 
that there is a simple, obvious solution in every case. Yet Mike 
has never drowned in this turbulence, been compromised by 
the hysteria, or been besmirched by the excessive ill will. 
Advocating unpopular positions as often as popular ones, he 
has stayed the course. Committed to serious, long-term city 
planning, reasonable environmental regulations, and visionary 
transportation systems based on responsible growth patterns, 
Clark-Madison is civic in his concerns, far more mature than 
partisan. Accepting compromise, understanding nuance, appre- 
ciating opposing positions, he supports concrete achievements 
rather then Pyrrhic victories and unworldly, Utopian fantasies. 

Losing Mike as an easily consulted authority and a crucial 
part of this paper's editorial fabric will be very tough; replacing 
him will be nearly impossible. Instead, News Editor Michael 
King will guide his staff as they evolve, retrench, and reimagine. 
As always, we'll do the best job we possibly can reporting on, as 
well as trying to explain, what is happening in Austin. We'll just 
be lacking a longtime star player.

Quietly, the Chronicle has been going through an evolution- 
ary, somewhat subtle redesign - one that in many ways is wind- 
ing down, though not yet over.

For the past weeks, after I've finally turned this column in, 
I've felt deeply dispirited. Saying what one wants to say is rarely 
easy. The ideas don't fit together; the words are awkward and 
sentences dense, so that it feels as though I've constructed a 
convoluted maze rather than offered accessible thoughts. 

But it's more than that. Core to why I write is my belief in the 
greater community - that there are precious few outright good or 
evil people, but rather a lot of well-meaning people in conflict over 
words, methods, ideas, principles, and goals. I've always tried to 
figure out the goals and motivations of those with whom I dis- 
agree, even when it seems as though they're being deliberately stu- 
pid. Until you appreciate those individuals, you're arguing with 
yourself and not thinking about or addressing others' issues. 

You don't write a column like this to try to change the minds 
of those with whom you most dramatically disagree. Perhaps pro- 
viding reassurance is the hope of somewhat influencing or pro- 
voking those already loosely in agreement on many issues. Those 
who disagree read you to be morally outraged at your stupidity 
and/or marvel at their own superior intelligence. Ideally, columns 
like this give food for thought. The goal is often just to make clear 
an opposing view, especially in the current charged atmosphere, 
with too many acting as though their opponents are deliberately 
out to destroy America and its moral fiber. At best, you can hope 
to show that your opinions are not the straw men constructed by 
opposition pundits but reasoned responses to real problems. And 
there is the writer's need to at least go on the record. 

As the idea of principled disagreement has grown increasing- 
ly foreign, I have evolved into the kind of writer I detest. Too 
often, I write as a partisan ideologue. 

Arguing that this is a legitimate response to the party in 
power's massive, coordinated attempt to reimagine our long- 
established, two-party, constitutionally based style of govern- 
ment provides context but not authority. The brilliance of our 



democratic, constitutional republic and the genius of the people 
are apparent when one observes the performance of our govern- 
ment and the people over long periods of time. As Lincoln wise- 
ly pointed out, the people can be manipulated and democracy 
subverted even for lengthy periods; the strength of the very 
structure is that eventually the balance of power is reasserted. 

But my dread over the current administration and its nation- 
al and domestic policies, as well as its determination to funda- 
mentally alter the traditional balance of governmental power, 
has led to an almost overwhelming despair over our political 
present and future. For once, I can find no intellectual or 
instinctual support for my deep-seated, optimistic view of the 
future. My unswerving respect for the brilliance of the govern- 
ment created by our founding fathers and my passionate love 
and faith in this country are shakier then they have ever been. 

The need to make positions clear has become so intense that 
I have failed to champion nuance. Nothing has prevented me 
from writing about this range of topics except the time and 
space spent trying to articulate my opposition to the Republican 
mission. Instead I have shrunk to two dimensions, my voice 
grown shrill, as I have lost my identity and become a disem- 
bodied voice in opposition, as defined by them. 

This has polluted my writing, which may boast passion but 
has never been known for grace or linguistic skill. Even when 
trying to offer a unique thought or unexpectedly different view, 
my tone is sophomoric pontificating. I sound like one repeating 
a prayer one has known since birth, with a strong sense of social 
position but no appreciation of meaning or spirit. 

Objections to many of the current administration's policies 
arise out of concerns over the long-term consequences and are 
based on legitimate economic, social, and political reservations. 
They are not positions taken because those in opposition irra- 
tionally hate Bush, want to destroy this country, or are so naive- 
ly misguided they advocate insane positions. 

One can be against tax cuts for the rich without hating the 
rich, despising capitalism, trying to punish the entrepreneurial 
spirit, advocating class war, or embracing socialism. 

One can oppose the proposed revisions in Social Security 
because of a conviction they won't work, will be too costly in the 
short run, and will devastate the economy in the long run. 

And someone can have views in direct opposition to those of 
mine stated above and still love and care about this country. 

Dialogue best serves the long-term needs of the people in a 
democratic republic. Right now, dialogue is being consciously 
limited. Overly aggressive redistricting, placing limits on legisla- 
tive filibustering, eating away at the traditional balance of power, 
as well as ignoring long-accepted, bipartisan campaign and pro- 
cedural conventions, is ultimately more about limiting the rights 
of every one of us than it is about offering the Democrats their 
comeuppance. Even those who now agree with the party in 
power are having their long-established rights degraded. The 
system was designed to limit the impact of contemporary polit-

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ical trends in order to protect the people. Those safeguards 
are being dismantled or corrupted. 

The separation of church and state was enacted neither 
easily nor for capricious reasons. The pretense that religion- 
hating extremists have pushed this division far past the lim- 
its intended by the founding fathers has allowed the integri- 
ty of this separation to be compromised. The majority of 
this country's citizens may be Christian, but the very 
genius of this country is that it has never limited itself to 
being only a Christian country. The vision of the communi- 
ty represented is more expansive than that, deliberately not 
decided by majorities. 

This is not about one set of ideas steering for a while, cor- 
recting a ship of state gone off course, or insisting on a more 
conservative course for the future. It is about the triumph of 
one set of political ideas - not merely denying opponents' 
concerns but restructuring of the basic government and citi- 
zens' rights in a manner designed to fundamentally change 
our method of governing. 

Wrapped up in fury at this assault on the Constitution, 
outraged at this core restructuring, I have been driven by a 
need to communicate, a passion to dispute, and the core 
responsibility of any United States citizen to stand in princi- 
pled opposition to our government's doing wrong. 

Along the way, I've stopped having fun, begun to spend 
time seriously answering absurd questions of the when-did- 
you-stop-beating-your-wife variety, and lost my sense of poet- 
ry, contradiction, and irony. At the end of the day, blowing 
hot air, even in a righteous cause, is still blowing hot air. 

I'm not shutting up, but I am determined to find some joy 
in the dance, even if everything around me is going up in 
flames. After all, outrage is neither very entertaining to read 
nor does it actually retard the flames. I'm here to dance-a and 
to sing-a because, if nothing else is accomplished, at least 
there is song. ■

Child Protective Services 

Dear Editor, 

You are in error for the statement in this arti- 
cle ["Capitol Chronicle," News, Oct. 22], 
which expressly states and italicizes the word 
"confirmed" (e.g., cases of child abuse). 

The governor of Texas ordered the Office of 
the Inspector General of Texas to investigate a 
case that I had with CPS that was "confirmed," 
yet was garbage. The caseworker was out on 
sick leave and with car troubles for a week, 
never met with the police, and closed a report 
as confirmed child abuse, with no substantiat- 
ed data other than what she wrote into a report 
because she needed to catch up on paperwork 
since she was out of work for a week. 

This type of poor data management was only 
compounded more when that same casework- 
er, rather than admitting she was wrong or lied, 
later filed those same false documents as gov- 
ernment evidence. 

If you read the OIG's report closely, he does 
state that he doesn't have the jurisdiction to 
criminally charge a state employee who deliber- 
ately files fraudulent government documents (or 
lies under oath in open court), but that he has 
the power to recommend corrective action, up to 
and including criminal charges being brought. 

Slander and libel are serious issues. That's 
why an entire agency is under investigation. It 
wasn't about just not getting the kids in time, 
and away from abusers; it was also about the 
many screw-ups that caseworkers made them- 
selves, and put our kids into the hands of the 



very people that were abusing them ... just to 
cut corners.

Cannabis Has Medicinal Value 

Dear Editor, 

Regarding "The Supremes Take a Hit" [News, 
Dec. 10]. My best friend and co-author George 
McMahon is one of the patients who receive medical 
cannabis from the United States government's 
Investigational New Drug Program. He uses his gov- 
ernment marijuana to treat pain, spasms, and nau- 
sea related to years of surgical and pharmaceutical 
maltreatment, multiple injuries and trauma, and a 
rare genetic condition called Nail Patella Syndrome. 
Prior to being admitted to the federal marijuana pro- 
gram, George had been through 19 major surgeries 
and several near-death experiences, and he was tak- 
ing 17 pharmaceutical substances on a daily basis. 
For the past 14 years, George has smoked 10 pre- 
rolled government joints each day. During this time, 
he's had no surgeries or hospitalizations, and he no 
longer takes any pharmaceuticals (aside from the 
occasional antibiotic). 

Like all the patients in the federal program, George 
is living proof that cannabis has medicinal value. The 
program was opened in 1978 under the guise of 
"research," but officials have not published even a 



single study on the patients they provide the mari- 
juana to. It's almost as if they are afraid to confirm 
what they already suspect: Cannabis-based medi- 
cines can provide safer relief than many of the phar- 
maceutical alternatives. But it's too late. The genie is 
already out of the bottle.

for all to enjoy. We have fixed erosion problems and 
provided a safe, enjoyable, educational, accessible 
trail. Our work includes participating in the city's 
Long Range Watershed Master Plan, which deals with 
water quality, flooding, and erosion. Together, we've 
made breakthroughs in landscape practices to improve 
water quality for fish and other creek critters, curbed 
sewage spills with permanent fixes, restored biodiver- 
sity and fostered native plant recovery with selective 
invasive removal, clearing excess cedar growth and 
planting natives. Wildlife abounds, is prolific, and 
increasing. Life in Bull Creek is good and getting bet- 
ter every day because of the volunteers who give gen- 
erously and intelligently of their time and talents.

Austin Stories 



Life ain't perfect at the new City Hall, occupied for real this week by mayor, council, 
city manager, and other topsiders. In addition to common new-building problems - 
stuck elevators, downed phones - the plazas and ramps of the limestone-and-copper 
landmark have proven a congenial home to urban skateboarders, causing permanent 
damage to exterior finishes, city leaders report. The City Council today (Thursday) is set 
to expand its downtown skating ban to include the City Hall block. - M.C.M. 

Also on this week's agenda: A City Council go-ahead for a First Night event on New 
Year's Eve 2005. The resolution authorizing negotiations for an agreement to enable 
the alcohol-free arts-and-culture fest - a popular concept in other cities - is being 
sponsored by Jackie Goodman and Betty Dunkerley, but First Night's big City Hall 
backer is Austin's first lady, Anne Elizabeth Wynn. - M.C.M. 

The City Council today will vote to authorize the lease of a plug-in hybrid electric 

vehicle and related participation with the Electric Power Research Institute in an 
alliance project to test the potential of the new technology. The item follows a 
September council resolution supporting the city's exploration of the plug-ins' use in 
conjunction with Austin Energy's GreenChoice renewable-energy program. By plugging 
the vehicles into the GreenChoice grid at night, off-peak power usage can effectively 
be increased, utilizing wind energy when it's most abundant and hypothetical^ creating 
a fleet of wind-powered city vehicles. The Sprinter vans, manufactured by 
DaimlerChrysler, are intended for commercial and delivery fleet operations and can 
travel up to 60 miles on a single charge, using 40% less fuel than non-plug-in hybrids. 
Austin Energy will test the vans for three years as part of a 30-vehicle alliance with 
other organizations such as New York Power Authority, Southern California Edison, and 
the U.S. Army. "Energy security and reduced emissions are critical to the long-term 
economic health of our community. Participation in the plug-in hybrid vehicle analysis 
is a small but important step to achieve these objectives," say AE staff.

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The DA Makes a Deal 

THEY STOLE THE LEGE - WILL WE GET MORE IN 
RETURN THAN A SERMON? BY MICHAEL KING 



"Defendant further acknowledges that the 
basis for the Texas prohibition against corporate 
contributions is that they constitute a genuine 
threat to democracy." 

That's the penultimate sentence in the agree- 
ment signed last week between Diversified 
Collection Services Inc. and Travis Co. District 
Attorney Ronnie Earle, allowing the company to 
be conditionally cleared of the felony charge of 
illegal corporate contributions - specifically the 
sum of $50,000 - to the now-defunct political 
action committee known as Texans for a 
Republican Majority. On the face of it, it's an odd 
note to strike in a criminal dismissal agreement, 
and the lawyers to other targets of the investiga- 
tion were quick to snort their disapproval. "This 
is a very suspicious agreement," Austin attorney 
Joe Turner told the Statesman s 
Laylan Copelin, complaining about 
the "political stuff" in the document. 

Turner's suspicion is understand- 
able, as he represents the rather more 
heavily indicted former TRMPAC 
director John Colyandro, and the 
conventional sections of the DCS 
agreement note forebodingly, "The 
Defendant will cooperate with the 
State of Texas in its prosecution of any other 
indicted person for any offense related to the 
corporate contribution made by the Defendant." 
The DA further attests he's letting the company 
slide because the 50-grand payoff was apparent- 
ly "a single incident [and not] a continuing 
course of conduct," and that it was made to 
TRMPAC "on the basis of false and misleading 
information provided by the fundraiser that 
solicited the contribution." 

Reportedly the fundraiser in question was not 
Colyandro, but Warren Robold, who operated 
out of D.C. Robold's attorney, the indomitable 




Houstonian Rusty Hardin, was also quick to dis- 
miss Earle 's "personal philosophical views" in the 
matter of Texas campaign finance law. Turner and 
Hardin may have different clients, but they agree 
on one thing: that the Travis Co. DA has "a gun to 
the head" of the eight corporations (now less one) 
indicted in the TRMPAC case, and presumably the 
cooperation of said hostages to justice might 
reflect poorly upon the legal prospects of Turner 
and Hardin's respective clients. 

The D.C. and Houston connections have addi- 
tional significance, of course, in that those are also 
the home theatres of none other than U.S. House 
Majority Leader Tom DeLay, and Robold repre- 
sented not only TRMPAC but its national prede- 
cessor, DeLay's Americans for a Republican 
Majority. If you've followed these not very complex 
prosecutorial machinations thus far, 
the question inevitably becomes: If 
Colyandro and Robold (and TRMPAC 
treasurer Bill Ceverha) should fall, 
can DeLay be far behind?

There are other matters addressed 
in the brief agreement, including the 
company's assurances that it will not 
only go and sin feloniously no more, but it will 
underwrite "non-partisan, balanced, and publicly 
informative . . . educational programs related to the 
role of corporations in American democracy." 
That's a touching ambition, even for a hardball 
prosecutor; an unretouched portrait of the true 
role of corporations in American democracy, alas, 
is a good deal more than we can wish for. It will be 
plenty if Earle and Diversified - and the Williams 
Cos., and Sears Roebuck, and Westar Energy, and 
the Alliance for Quality Nursing Home Care, and 
the rest of the corporate indictees - help fill in the

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Money for Love 

THERE'S A WORD FOR THAT SORT OF THING. IT STARTS WITH AN 'F'

We all kind of knew this already, but now it's official: 
Freescale Semiconductor, the now-all-grown-up and spun-off 
former Motorola chip division, is seeking "substantial" incen- 
tives to keep the corporate headquarters here in Austin. 
"Substantial" as in the biggest Austin incentive package ever, 
reports the Statesman. (Although it's best not to take the daily's 
assessments at face value when either history or math are con- 
cerned.) No tax candy, and we're looking at CEO Michel 
Mayer's go-gettin' French backside as he flies off to Phoenix, or 
Dallas, or maybe Chicago. Or so the narrative goes. 

It's actually a bit refreshing that all par- 
ties here, from Mayor Will Wynn and the 
City Hall crew to the iiber-boosters - like 
Pete Winstead and Pike Powers and 
Angelos Angelou - working the save- 
Freescale beat for the Chamber of 
Commerce, feel no need to be less than 
honest about the game here. In direct bot- 
tom-line terms - that is, in ways you or I 
will actually see and feel - losing the LiAJiLrXj 
Freescale HQ might be a bummer but 
hardly a tragedy worth uncorking a public money gusher to pre- 
vent. But in symbolic terms, losing Freescale, one of only three 
Fortune 500 firms based in our area, would be a huge blow to 
those whose quality of life is linked intrinsically to Austin's 
prestige. As Angelou, the business elite's go-to economist, told 
the Statesman, "They need to feel like they are wanted and 
loved, and we will do whatever we can to keep them happy. 
That's what economic development is about." 

And all this time you thought it was about bringing tangible 
benefits to the average citizen! Well, now you know. Unless 
you're a big corporation, there is no Santa Claus. However, I 
have to wonder if Angelou 's pronouns are inadvertently mis- 
placed. Isn't it Austin that needs to feel wanted and loved here? 
And isn't that why people usually trade money for love? 

Giving Til It Hurts 

About that "direct bottom-line" deal. While we talk about 
potentially "losing hundreds of Austin jobs" if Freescale 's top- 
siders take their love elsewhere, we have to remember that the 
definition of "Austin job" here is somewhat elastic. Mayer him- 
self, for example, has only lived in Austin (or worked for 
Freescale) since May. In the old days, Motorola typically pro- 
moted from within, but that was then, and while Mayer has 
recruited some new senior types from other Austin tech firms, 



we're really talking about a couple hundred support positions 
that are basically interchangeable with others in the Austin mar- 
ket, and then a couple hundred executive positions that are 
filled through national recruiting, whose incumbents are more 
than likely to follow Freescale wherever it goes. 

Certainly not great news, but that's still less than 10% - 
even Freescale doesn't really know - of the company's actual 
Austin workforce of more than 6,000, which is more than a 
quarter of its worldwide headcount; more Freescalers work in 
Austin than in any other city. (About 3,500 work in Phoenix, 
which is where Motorola's chip division was first formed in the 
Sixties and then based until 1997.) Losing those jobs, or to be 
precise more of those jobs - after the layoffs of the bust - 
would genuinely suck. But that seems unlikely, particularly for 
a company that's newly public, fighting to turn around its for- 
merly anemic fortunes and to convince customers and 
investors that they're backing a winner. 

On the other hand, the shiny stuff with which some boosters 
still feel the need to veneer this deal - the notion that a big 
Austin candy bag would well position our fair city to land a few 
thousand more jobs with the next big new-generation Freescale 
plant (a "300mm fab"), if and when such is ever built - is more 
than a little absurd. (Although it's the only rationale that, using 
the city's newly adopted incentive scorecard, would draw a 
clear bright line between "Freescale" and "biggest incentive 
package ever") 

Opinions vary, of course, as to the value of having your 
executrons within driving distance of the shop floor. But 
Freescale could put its next plant pretty much anywhere in the 
world - from China to Chile to the Czech Republic. At least 
Austin is only competing with a handful of other U.S. cities for 
the home base. (The company says it got unsolicited offers from 
a host of domestic and overseas locations as soon as it com- 
pleted its IPO, but Chicago, Dallas, and Phoenix appear to be 
the only real contenders.) But anyone who thinks Austin could 
realistically compete, on the strength of incentives alone, for a 
whole new fab has no business calling himself an economic 
development pro. 

Will That Be All, Your Eminences? 

But would we be competing on the incentives alone? Well, 
sure looks that way, which brings us back to who's lovin' whom 
here. Some companies are suffused, culturally, with a deep 
enough loyalty to and identification with a place that they'll 
make what are, on the usual metrics, bad business decisions in 




order to help the hometown crowd. Despite its occasional 
querulousness, Dell seems to be one of those companies; the 
firm argues it's kept as many jobs in Austin as it thinks we can 
accommodate, and its executives aren't going anywhere. 

It does not appear that Freescale is one of those companies, 
at least not any more. The between- the-lines narrative in the 
Statesman and elsewhere basically makes Mayer sound like a 
snob who feels trapped here in Bumsquat Falls - although he 
moved here from Paris, for God's sake, so cut him some slack. 
(And it's not exactly an unprecedented sentiment among new- 
to-Austin tech poobahs, although some of them - like, say, Mort 
and the late Angela Topfer - end up coming around.) But 
Freescale PR honcho Tim Doke (a former Dellion) told The 
Arizona Republic that, in addition to the usual spoils of the 
candy hunt, the firm is looking for (in the paper's words) "clos- 
er proximity to customers; more efficient airport connections to 
Chicago, Detroit, and international locations; and a lifestyle 
attractive to highly paid executives." Ahem. 

Would it be heresy to suggest that maybe Freescale is right - 
that unless you're truly homegrown like Dell (or our third F500 
firm, National Instruments), Austin isn't such a great place to be 
an international business diva? And would it be further heresy 
to suggest that's OK - that, like the Holy Grail of the big con- 
vention trade, this is one prize that isn't really worth the cost? I 
know that's not the typical Austin booster mindset - inevitable, 
I suppose, in a town formed by the best-at-everything ethos of 
the Capitol and UT - but I have to wonder whether trying too 
hard to seduce Freescale is really playing to Austin's strengths. 
Sure, I'd be sad to see them go, too, but even a fine romance 
can come to an end. ■ 
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blanks on the true role of corporations in 
the Texas legislative elections of November 
of 2002. 

In that regard, it's useful to recall where 
we are politically. Thanks at least in part to 
the money provided by the TRMPAC 8, 
along with another $2 million or so tun- 
neled through the Texas Association of 
Business, the Republicans seized dominant 
control of the Texas House and the 
Legislature, and were able to ram through 
reactionary policies that otherwise might 
have been held at bay or at least diluted. On 
a broader scale, at DeLay's insistence they 
redrew the Texas congressional map for a 
second time, effectively disenfranchising 
millions of Texas voters, many of them 
minorities, in the process, and strengthen- 
ing DeLay's stranglehold on the U.S. House. 



(Indeed, last week House Speaker Dennis 
Hastert let it be known that he will bring no 
bill to the floor that does not enjoy majority 
Republican support, a DeLay strategy that 
effectively silences the elected representa- 
tives of at least half the population.) 

In other words, the ill-gotten rewards of 
TRMPAC and TAB's corporate assault on 
democracy remain very much in the hands 
of the perpetrators, while the rest of us wait 
to see if the prosecutors' methodical pursuit 
of the guilty results in anything more than 
earnest words and "educational programs." 

Cut to the Chase 

So it's all well and good for the DA to 
empathize with the predicament of 
Diversified, which told prosecutors it would 
suffer "disproportionate harm" if convicted, 



by losing existing and future contracts to 
collect defaulted debts on behalf of federal, 
state, and municipal agencies, "thereby 
causing layoffs and other reductions in the 
labor force employed by Defendant." That 
lamentable prospect is particularly 
poignant in light of the fact that all around 
us, thousands of state, county, and munici- 
pal workers, not to mention teachers and 
staff of beleaguered school districts, are 
already suffering the effects of plenty of lay- 
offs and constricted fortunes thanks to the 
slash-and-burn budgetary policies of the 
78th Legislature. 

That body's all-too -familiar successors 
will soon be arriving on our doorstep, with 
a mandate from the governor to slash and 
burn just a little bit more - excepting, of 
course, his personal slush fund for mendi- 



cant corporations, who need to be persuad- 
ed to do business in Texas with welfare pay- 
ments and tax exemptions, leaving plenty of 
profit left over to underwrite campaign war 
chests for Texas politicians. Considering the 
process too closely can make one more than 
a little dizzy. 

So one down, seven to go - if the 
Diversified deal, and any subsequent 
arrangement, lead to some substantial jus- 
tice in the Case of the Purloined 
Statehouse, then perhaps "the community 
would be better served by resolving the 
case through this agreement." But if the 
gun to those corporate heads turns out to 
be loaded with nothing but blanks, spon- 
sored homilies on corporate responsibility 
will be small compensation for felony theft 
of democracy. ■ 
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Candidates already on the track in the 2005 council races got 

their game on this week. The presumptive favorites in the Place 1 
(replacing Daryl Slusher) and Place 3 (Jackie Goodman) contests - 
Lee Leffingwell and Mar got Clarke, respectively - released 
lengthy lists of supporters; while both include all-star rosters of local 
progressive leaders, Leffingwell also has pledges from more busi- 
ness-y types (and from two former prospects in the Place 1 contest, 
Chris Riley and Robin Cravey). While Leffingwell, the former chair of 
the city environmental board, has done a good job clearing the field 
in Place 1, Clarke (who lost in last year's Place 5 run-off to Brewster 
McCracken) faces much stiffer opposition from, among others, 
Downtown Austin Alliance chair and Driskill GM Jeff Trigger, who 
kicked off his campaign this week, as did Texas Hospital 
Association's Gregg Knaupe - who hasn't yet decided which race 
he's running in. - M.C.M. 

City officials, nonprofit advocates, and local philanthropists this week 
announced a new comprehensive plan to improve the health of the 
woodlands along the Town Lake Trail. The "Healthy Trees for the 
Trail" effort aims to bridge gaps in urban forestry left by recent city 
budget cuts, focusing on care and maintenance of specimen trees, 
reducing non-native and invasive plant species, and combating 
weeds, pests, and disease. The effort is being led by the Town Lake 
Trail Foundation and the Lady Bird Johnson Wildflower Center. - M.C.M. 

In its 16th annual awards issue, Minneapolis-based Business Ethics 
magazine has awarded Dell Inc. its Environmental Progress Award, 
for the Round Rock-based computer giant's turnaround on recycling. 
As recounted before in these pages, only a couple of years ago Dell 
was given a failing grade by environmental groups on the issue of 
recycling used and obsolete PCs. But rather than spinning the pro- 
testers, Dell took them seriously and stepped up its efforts to estab- 
lish a serious takeback program, resulting in Dell being removed 
from the top of the activists' corporate target list. For more info, go 
to www.business-ethics.com/annual.htm.

Beyond City Limits 

On Saturday there is a special election to fill a vacancy on the Round 
Rock City Council, and as usual, turnout is supposed to be abysmal 

- which might be good news for the race's most interesting candi- 
date, 18-year-old high school senior Charles Clymer. In a press 
release, Clymer notes that Round Rock has about 8,000 eligible voters 
under age 30 - about three times the number of voters, of all ages, 
who cast ballots in the last Round Rock council race. Five candidates 
are running to replace Carrie Pitt; a run-off is expected. - M.C.M. 

The pre-2006 gubernatorial jockeying is heating up - what else do 
Texans have to do for the next two years? - and Rick Perry vs. 
Kay Bailey Hutchison sparring is in full play, with Perry touting 
poured concrete and economic development and Hutchison asking 
why the incumbent can't do anything about school finance and prop- 
erty taxes. The El Paso Times' Gary Scharrer reported last week that 
Hutchison met with a group of GOP deep pockets there last week, 
and got steamed when they suggested she back off from challenging 
Perry - because they are already getting the government they pay for. 
The senator continued to insist she hasn't decided to run, but accor- 
ding to her spokesman, Dave Beckwith, she is "appalled that people 
are being strong-armed, feel they have to hand over huge contribu- 
tions in order to be heard in the state's political process." A Perry 
spokesman replied that the governor does not engage in "Washing- 
ton-style politics of personal destruction." Meanwhile, pollsters for the 
two officeholders are beginning to issue conflicting numbers demon- 
strating that were the election held today, one or the other would be 
preferred by likely Republican primary voters. The money from those 
El Paso big shots has to be spent somewhere. - Michael King 

Not to be forgotten, Our Hometown GOP Matriarch, Comptroller 
Carole Keeton Strayhorn - recently anointed by none other than 
Boisterous Bob Novak as "the brains of the Texas Republican Party" 

- announced Tuesday that she's recommending a $3,000-a-year pay 
raise for all Texas teachers, automatic increases every two years, and 
a bonus to those teachers whose schools improve on state account- 
ability rankings. How to pay for this magnanimity? Strayhorn argues 
that teacher turnover can cost as much as $13 billion a year, so if 
higher pay cuts back on turnover, the raises pay for themselves ... 
eventually. It's a nice thought, particularly if it has legs until Novem- 
ber of 2006, but let's run it up the flagpole of the 79th Lege and 
see if anybody salutes. The agency's report on the subject, "The Cost 
of Underpaying Texas Teachers," is at www.window.state.tx.us.

The U.S. Supreme Court on Dec. 10 announced that it would hear yet 
another Texas death row appeal, in the case of Mexican national Jose 
Medellin, sentenced to die for a 1993 Houston gang rape and mur- 
der of two teenage girls. At issue in his high court appeal is whether 
authorities have a duty to inform a defendant's home country of their 
arrest and prosecution. The World Court at the Hague earlier this year 
ruled that the U.S. has violated the rights of 51 Mexican nationals cur- 
rently sitting on death row. Critics charge that government officials have 
violated a provision of the 1963 Vienna Convention, requiring the gov- 
ernment to inform a foreign national of their right to contact their 
home country's consulate or embassy. Medellin is one of 118 foreign 
nationals from 32 countries currently sitting on death row in the U.S.; 
27 are in Texas. -Jordan Smith 

U.S. Attorney Johnny Sutton announced last week felony indictments 
against outgoing state Rep. Timo Garza, D-Eagle Pass, along with 
both of his parents and other associates, in connection with the 
alleged theft of nearly $1 million from the Kickapoo Indian tribe and its 
Lucky Eagle Casino near Eagle Pass. Some of the money, prosecutors 
allege, went to fund Garza's successful 2002 campaign, in which the 
28-year-old political neophyte unseated incumbent Rep. Tracy King of 
Uvalde. Garza's father, Isidro Garza Jr., hired by (unrelated but also- 
indicted) Kickapoo tribal Chairman Raul Garza to manage the tribe's 
business operations, is alleged to be the ringleader of the scheme. 
King bounced the younger Garza, who faces a potential 25-year prison 
sentence, out of office in a rematch in this year's primary. - M.C.M. 

Everybody, it seems, wants to get on the open-government band- 
wagon. On Dec. 3, Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst announced an eight-point 
plan to make state government more open, highlighted by a call for more 
recorded votes at the Lege (see "Dewhurst Plays in the Sunshine," last 
week.) A week later, U.S. Sen. John Cornyn said he wanted to stop the 
well-known practice of federal agencies dragging ass on open-records 
requests - a problem that has become worse under Bush and Ashcroft 
- and put some teeth into Freedom of Information Act laws requiring 
timely handover of records. In short, he'd like it to be more like Texas' 
open-records laws, which are more friendly to public inquirers and 
which Cornyn was responsible for enforcing when he was Texas attor- 
ney general. And on Tuesday, current state AG Greg Abbott said he 
supports proposed legislation by Rep. Dan Gattis, R-Georgetown, and 
Sen. Robert Duncan, R-Lubbock, to demand more public scrutiny of 
state investments, such as those of the Texas Growth Fund, the private 
(but state-created) company that invests Texas Teacher Retirement 
System funds (and against whom the AG's office is still in litigation). 
One wonders: Did these GOPers get the intraparty memo declaring the 
Bush administration's love of secrecy? We'll see how well these pro- 
posals move through the legislative system. - L.N. 

Alcoa this week announced a settlement of outstanding state and fed- 
eral claims regarding the aluminum giant's contamination of Lavaca 
Bay by discharging mercury-laden wastewater for decades from its 
now-shuttered Point Comfort plant. Under the deal, Alcoa must dredge 
mercury- tainted sediment from the bay and remediate soil contamination 
at the plant (now a Superfund site), along with transferring land to the 
Aransas National Wildlife Refuge and creating new oyster reef habitat in 
the bay. Pollution from Alcoa helped destroy the Lavaca Bay oyster fish- 
ery in the Seventies; the $12 million cleanup (Alcoa's second) will also 
include new fishing piers and boat ramps in Calhoun Co. - M.C.M. 

On Dec. 13, Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott won a temporary 
restraining order and asset freeze against a Dallas-based "diploma 
mill." According to an AG press release, Trinity Southern University 

of Dallas and its owners have been churning out degrees - bachelors, 
masters, and doctorates - for between $300 and $500. The degrees 
are offered via Web site ads and are awarded based solely on a "stu- 
dent's testimony" about their educational skills and experience. In 
short, Abbott said, a degree from the unaccredited, for-profit "universi- 
ty" amounts to no more than "worthless paper." Abbott has filed suit 
against TSU under the Texas Deceptive Trade Practices Act, and is 
seeking a permanent injunction and restitution for TSU's "students." 
Authorities in Pennsylvania have also gone after Trinity Southern under 
that state's anti-spam law, after they obtained an executive MBA for a 
house cat named Colby. - J.S.

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WATER GUSHES FORTH FROM LCRA 



Nimble-footed Lower Colorado River 

Authority officials moved quickly last week 
to ink water-service contracts with a handful 
of developers - less than 24 hours after the 
utility's board of directors approved a contro- 
versial water pipeline for Hamilton Pool Road. 

The pipeline project is opposed by hun- 
dreds of Hill Country residents, area environ- 
mentalists, and at least two elected officials, 
who were left scratching their heads over the 
board's predictable yet befuddling vote on 
Dec. 7 to provide surface water to new resi- 
dential developments slated along the narrow 
two-lane road. With the water agreements, 
at least two of the new subdivisions are posi- 
tioned to begin accelerating their plans. 

And LCRA water officials are not stopping 
with last week's success. At this week's 
board meeting, the board was expected to 
approve the first step toward the utility's 
next target - Spicewood, another Hill 
Country community where new develop- 
ments could easily spring from the rocky 
terrain before a regional plan takes effect. 
The utility seeks to apply for state funding 
for a Spicewood Regional Water and 
Wastewater Planning Study. The study, 
focusing on the area along the Highway 71 
corridor between Spicewood and the 
Pedernales River, would review the water 



and wastewater needs of anticipated 
growth in eastern Burnet Co., according to 
LCRA documents. 

Leaders of the Hill Country Coalition, a 

multicommunity organization that seeks to 
preserve the rural landscape through region- 
al planning, say that while they are dis- 
mayed by the LCRA's actions last week, they 
are more curious about the utility's rush to 
seal the water deals, when the utility was 
under no deadline or legal obligation to act 
quickly. "We feel there's more to this than 
meets the eye," said Christy Muse, a Bee 
Creek area resident and coalition leader. 
"We want to get to the bottom of this. We're 
not going away." 

Opponents of the Hamilton Pool Road 
pipeline had hoped the LCRA would delay 
action in deference to three regional plan- 
ning processes under way, the largest of 
which could lead to the implementation of 
water quality regulations in this relatively 
lawless area of the county. Meanwhile, 
Gene Lowenthal, a fence-line neighbor to 
one of the developments planned along 
Hamilton Pool Road - Rocky Creek 
Ranch - said he plans to contest the devel- 
opment's wastewater permit application on 
review with the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality. The challenge to

the application could guarantee the devel- 
opment's delay by several months, he said. 
The developer, Rebecca Hudson, has 

put forth a wastewater treatment proposal 
involving effluent spray irrigation over an 
undeveloped portion of her property. 
However, Lowenthal and environmental con- 
sultants believe the spray system could 



prove environmentally disastrous because 
the region's thin, rocky soil is incapable of 
absorbing the waste from the 468-home 
subdivision. They say the irrigation system 
could prove especially hazardous to Rocky 
Creek (and other waterways that feed Barton 
Springs) during long periods of rainfall.

Johnston Tensions Land in Court 



If there's one thing Johnston High 

School needs, it's experienced teachers. 
According to the most recent Texas Education 
Agency figures, more than half the teachers 
at the underenrolled, underperforming East 
Austin high school had in 2002-03 fewer 
than five years of experience. Yet at the end 
of last year, AISD administrators transferred a 
12 -year veteran teacher from Johnston to 
West Austin's Bowie High, a high-performing 
school where teachers tend to stick around: 
65% have more than 10 years of experience. 

The Johnston teacher, Katrina Hicks, 
didn't want to go. Last week, when the AISD 
board of trustees ruled against her grievance 
request to be sent back to Johnston, she 
announced she is suing the district for racial 
discrimination. Hicks is African-American. 
Her lawsuit, which cites a number of dis- 
agreements with Johnston principal Tabita 
Gutierrez preceding the transfer, will be 
heard in state court. Whatever the outcome, 
the case points to ongoing leadership chal- 
lenges facing Johnston High, which has gone 




through about a principal a year for more 
than a decade. 

"In her suit, Ms. Hicks wants to be made 
whole," said Gary Bledsoe, Hicks' attorney. 
"But the real loser here is Johnston High." 

The details of Hicks' suit are as follows: In 
November 2003, three months after 
Gutierrez became principal, Hicks says she 
was the only one of four teachers, and the 
only African-American, not to be reimbursed 
for afterschool training in Spanish instruc- 
tion. She also complains that the school 
didn't accommodate black students' 
requests to have a Martin Luther King Jr. 
Day celebration, even though the school 
later had a large Cinco de Mayo celebration. 
The suit describes this as part of a larger 
pattern of discrimination by Gutierrez - and 
by extension, the district that backed her up. 

"There was a warm relationship between 
most of the Hispanics and African -Ameri- 
cans at Johnston, but the new principal 
decided to change that and to emphasize 
issues and matters to favor Hispanics only," 
says the suit. 

AISD officials say the other teachers were 
compensated because unlike Hicks, they 
are foreign language teachers who had 
received pre-approval to attend the class; 
and district officials say they have no record 
of Hicks requesting an MLK Day celebration. 

The suit also complains of a lack of 
African-American representation on the 
principal-selection committee that eventu-

ally chose Gutierrez. According to AISD, 
only one voting member of the 10-person 
principal selection-committee was African- 
American; one African-American AISD 
human resources employee also served 
on committee, but was not a voting mem- 
ber. Six of the other members were 
Hispanic and two were Anglo. (Two 
African-American and one Hispanic stu- 
dent also served on the committee.) TEA 
figures show Johnston's student body is 
79% Hispanic, 18% African-American, 
and 2% white. 

The last straw for Hicks was her transfer, 
which came at the end of the 2003-04 
school year. Some parents say they were 
outraged to lose Hicks. Parent Carol 
Garcia describes her as a model teacher, 
who doesn't just "teach and go home," but 
spent hours of personal time keeping par- 
ents involved with their children's education. 
Hicks headed up a Future Business Leaders 
afterschool club, and Garcia describes her 
popping by on weekends to remind her of 
bake sales, or to let her know her son was 
getting behind in his homework. She says 
Hicks was also an important influence on 
girls at Johnston. "She's a single mom her- 
self, so she could tell the girls things like 
'You don't need a boyfriend,' or 'You need to 
stay away from that boy.' She knew what a 
lot of the kids were going through, so she 
could have a personal relationship with 
them," she said. 

In addition, parent Connie Baez says 
that Hicks wasn't the only longtime 
Johnston teacher to leave last year - in her 
eyes, there was a mass exodus of the 
school's best teachers. "When you've got 
that many good teachers all leaving at the 
same time, it's clear that there's a prob- 
lem," she said. One who left was Margaret 



Houston, a veteran Anglo teacher of 11th 
grade English who was reassigned against 
her will to RE. Bledsoe believes Houston 
was reassigned to punish her for raising the 
same issues Hicks did about the makeup of 
the principal selection committee. (Houston 
declined to comment for this article, saying 
she is "over it") 

Excluding the new international school- 
within-a-school, according to district records 
22 of Johnston's 58 teachers are new to 
the school this year, and four teachers have 
resigned since the beginning of the school 
year. While AISD has yet to calculate this 
year's official turnover rate, that number 
appears to be a significant increase over the 
'03-'04 school year, when turnover was 
17%, and the '02-'03 year, when it was 
22%. One educator who left Johnston last 
year (and who refused to be identified for 
fear of retribution from a "vindictive" district) 
cites clashes with Gutierrez and says many 
teachers left for similar reasons. Gutierrez 
did not return phone calls seeking com- 
ment; it is district policy, however, not to 
comment on personnel matters. 

"Last year a number of people left 
because they felt they had worked hard, but 
that it was a lost cause. How many of those 
people made that decision based on the 
principal? That I don't know," the former 
Johnstonite said. 

However, Gutierrez is not without her 
supporters. At the recent winter carnival, 
several parents said the school is going in 
the right direction. Laura Taylor, who runs 
the Enlace Go Center at Johnston, says the 
principal has brought much-needed stability 
to the school. "I see a big difference in the 
students this year compared to last year," 
she said. "They know that, 'Hey, she's here 
for us. She's here to stay.'" And as 
Johnston is poised to serve as the pilot 
school for a districtwide high school 
redesign, strong, stable leadership is more 
important than ever. - Rachel Proctor May 
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MORE SOUTH 
CONGRESS ANGST 

Will the historic home of three original 
Austin businesses fall to redevelopment - or 
has the South Austin gossip mill just gotten 
out of control? 

Rapidly evolving South Congress Avenue 
has become a lightning rod for speculation, of 
both the economic and emotional kinds. But in 
recent years, the expressed wishes of neighbor- 
ing residents in Bouldin Creek and Travis 
Heights have not necessarily been consistent 
with the entertainment- related endeavors of a 
handful of enterprising SoCo property owners. 

Guero's restaurant owner Rob Lippincott, 
whose property speculations and crowd-draw- 
ing festivals have become fodder for many of 
these grumblings, clashed with neighbors most 
recently over the escalated influx of partyers his 
South Austin Celebration brought to the area 
during Labor Day weekend. Now, the future of 
the historic post office building (located directly 
behind Guero's) which Lippincott owns - cur- 
rently home to Eco-Wise, Vulcan Video, and 
Service Menswear - has again come under 
question. Lippincott's latest acquisition, of the 
auto dealership just north of Guero's, has 
sparked rumors of large-scale redevelopment of 
the whole block. 

Earlier this year, the Chronicle reported that 
Eco-Wise's lease with Lippincott would not be 
eligible for renewal upon termination, as shop 
owner Jim Holland said, "The neighborhood 
will lose three valuable businesses to a parking 
garage" ("Saving South Congress - for Whom?," 
Sept. 3). The next day, Lippincott posted a 
statement on the South River City Citizens 
e-mail listserv. "For those who rely on the 
Chronicle for news," Lippincott wrote, "as I told 
the reporter, Jim Holland and I have had no 
discussions one way or the other about lease 
renewal. Also, although we have been contem- 
plating a parking garage, which would conform 
to the newly adopted neighborhood plan ... it 
would not be located at the site now occupied 
by Vulcan Video, Eco-wise, and Service." 

As for the businesses, Lippincott said this 
week that "We'll probably work them into the 
larger plan for the area, but I don't have one 
yet." He said the properties' leases are still 



good for more than two years, and that he 
hoped the owners hadn't heard anything sug- 
gesting that he wanted them to leave early. 
Lippincott maintained that he and Holland had 
not communicated about the building beyond a 
conversation in passing the day Lippincott 
closed on the property; he said Monday, "I 
might tear it down, that could easily happen, 
but that's not my plan right now." 

A posting on Eco-Wise's Web site ("South 
Congress Rumor Mill Run Amok," www.eco- 
wise.com/about/news.shtml), cites the earlier 
Chronicle story, and also apparently refers to 
Lippincott's listserv comments, saying, "In 
the later rebuttal article [that is, Lippincott's 
listserv posting] in which Rob states he isn't 
evicting us, this statement is technically 
true; he's tearing the building down when 
the lease is up." The page continues, "Plans 
for the current site have not yet been deter- 
mined. It is slated to either be a parking 
garage, else apartments/condos, else retail 
space (with higher rent, of course), else a 
mixture of these things." Eco-Wise owner 
Holland says he was unaware of the infor- 
mation on the store's Web page until we 
pointed it out to him, and that he is unsure 
of the statements' origin. 

Meanwhile, neighbors continue to voice 
fears concerning the district's apparent pro- 
gression away from a primarily community-cen- 
tered shop area toward an upscale regional 
destination street characterized by expensive 
boutiques and entertainment businesses aimed 
primarily at nonresidents. Gail Armstrong, 
proprietor of Off the Wall, said additional retail 
would bring more folks and more business, but 
he's suspicious of some establishments' 
nature. "What's most worrisome is the trend 
away from variety to a more narrow cast of 
restaurants and bars," he said. "It's basic eco- 
nomics. ... They pay higher rent than mom-and 
pop-places like mine, and landlords have to 
cover their expenses." 

Holland said that he's considering relocation 
options, emphasizing that Eco-Wise is not 
going out of business. "Where can you go? 
Where's the funk?" he said, noting the current 
trend for many small Austin businesses to 
migrate to the Eastside. He predicts "domino 
gentrification" there, much like that currently 
happening on South Congress. - Daniel Mottola 



Parents Hail Johnston Makeover 



Proud parents packed the Johnston 
High School cafeteria Thursday night to 
hear their sons and daughters play in the 
band or recite poetry for the annual com- 
munity winter dinner. The program, which 
included both seasonal standards and origi- 
nal compositions (such as poetry in honor of 
English teacher Ms. DePrang), kicked off 
with the announcement by principal Tabita 
Gutierrez that Johnston would be the first 
high school in Austin to undergo a 
"redesign" to bring greater rigor and career 
relevance to the curriculum. 

"Our school, which is already the pride of 
the Eastside, will now be the pride of all of 
Austin," said Gutierrez, who like the rest of 
the teachers that night, sported a jaunty 
Santa hat. Warning that the changes in 
store would not be minor, she encouraged 
parents to participate in the process, inviting 
them to a forum scheduled for Jan. 5. 

To many of the parents gathered around 
the glitter-covered tables, the redesign 



sounded like a fine idea. Jese Torres, 

whose son attends Johnston, particularly 
latched onto the "rigor" idea. "I'm not put- 
ting the school down. I think they do a good 
job. But I don't think they're pushing him 
hard enough," he said. 

Betty Gonzales, sitting at the same 
table, agreed. "We need new programs that 
will prepare them for the real world," she 
said. "My son is an honor student and this 
is the time we really want to push him in 
the right direction." 

To Torres, positive change could be as 
simple as assigning more out-of-class work. 
"They need to bring homework back," he 
said. "When I was in school, I did homework. 
I want to see him bringing homework home." 

He thought for a moment, then gestured 
to his plate of green beans, mashed pota- 
toes, and other festive holiday delights. "And 
they need to have more of these dinners," 
he grinned.

SALT, LIGHT, YEAST... 
ACTION 

As fall moves into winter, and Democrats 
move past despair and into resignation, some 
progressive groups are trying to move into 
something resembling hope. The latter was 
the theme of Thursday's Salt, Light, Yeast 
forum at the Congregational Church of Austin, 
organized by progressive religious groups 
Austin Area Interreligious Ministries and 
Texas Impact and attended by about 30 
faithful souls who were told they need to 
accept their role as lonely voices in the wilder- 
ness. "It's the idea that a little bit of salt sea- 
sons the whole stew, or a little bit of yeast 
leavens the whole loaf," said Bee Moor head, 
director of Texas Impact. "We know that peo- 
ple of faith will never be a majority, but they 
can be one voice in the room full of noise that 
changes it for everybody." 

The star of the event was Max Sherman, 
a professor and former dean at UT's LBJ 
School of Public Affairs and a former state 
senator from Amarillo, who served in the 
Legislature back in the Seventies when 
Democrats were in charge. Armed with a set 
of notebook-sized maps showing red-and-blue 
maps of past elections, Sherman argued that 
parties have a tendency to crawl back from 
the pit of anguish. 

Waving a nearly all-red map showing LBJ's 
trouncing of uber-Republican Barry Goldwater 
in 1964 (his maps, for some reason, had the 
standard red/blue code reversed) he pointed 
out that many people at the time believed the 
Republican Party was just about to give up the 
ghost. Although these days the situation is 
reversed, Sherman expressed confidence it 
would swing back. "Now I realize what it was 
like to be a Republican when I was in the 
Senate," he said. "But what goes around, 
comes around." - Rachel Proctor May 

EVIL BEASTS 
MATE ON RADIO? 

When Fox News and Clear Channel 

Communications announced a new alliance 
last week, it was widely characterized as the 
convergence of two of media's evil empires. 
But the deal between the two conservative 
bastions won't impact Austin, according to 
local Clear Channel chief Dusty Black. It only 
calls for Fox to supply news updates to Clear 
Channel's news-talk stations. Clear Channel 
owns six stations in Austin, but none of them 
are news-talk. 

Although Clear Channel's owners are well- 
known backers of conservative causes, the 
deal with Fox raises one of the ironic twists 
of the current radio market - Clear Channel 
has been one of the biggest supporters of 
liberal talker Air America, home of Al 
Franken, et al. Clear Channel has picked up 
the network, which still doesn't have a home 
in Austin, in many cities. 

Black says Clear Channel considered Air 
America when it was contemplating the future 
of FM station 102.3, the former Z-102, before 
it was switched to the "World Class Rock" for- 
mat in October. "We looked at Air America, but 
based on our research we decided we needed 
a more music-intensive format," Black said. He 
said Air America would be "a home run in 
Austin," but it "didn't fit" right now with Clear 
Channel's Austin strategy. (For more of the 
lowdown on today's Austin radio marketplace, 
see our cover story.)

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SHAREHOLDERS SWALLOW SCHLOTZSKY'S MEAL DEAL 



Last Thursday morning, Sam Coats 
stood beneath an enormous red bow adorn- 
ing a strand of artificial garland and beamed 
like a choirboy. The occasion for his good 
cheer stemmed from the sale of bankrupt 
Schlotzsky's Inc. to a Fort Worth restau- 
rant company steeped in West Texas oil 
money. "They basically agreed to write a 
check," Coats said of Bobby Cox 
Companies Inc., which cast the winning 
bid of $28.5 million at a Dec. 7 auction in 
Dallas. A bankruptcy judge in San Antonio 
approved the sale the following day, and the 
week's events were topped off by a heated 
shareholders meeting at the Doubletree 
Guest Suites in Austin, where Coats made 
the announcement. 

For Coats, who was hired as Schlotzsky's 
chief executive in June to try to save the 
sinking sandwich chain, the sale represents 
the end of a busy six-month assignment 
that the company's directors handed him 
moments after they fired ex-CEO John 
Wooley and brother Jeff Wooley, who was 
a senior vice-president. Coats, a former air- 
line executive, looked happy to be passing 
the torch to the new owners, who have until 
Dec. 31 to close the sale. "It will be a great 
Christmas present to all of us," he told the 
crowd of shareholders, franchise owners, and 
employees of the Austin-based chain. In what 
sounded like an afterthought, Coats noted 
that Schlotzsky's would no longer operate as 
a public company. "There will be no recovery 
to common shareholders," he said. 

The shareholders in the crowd, many of 
whom appeared to be senior citizens or 
baby boomers approaching retirement, shift- 
ed in their chairs and frowned unhappily 
over the matter-of-fact declaration that their 
already deflated holdings were now beyond 
resuscitation, and that the sale of the com- 
pany would effectively wipe them out of 
every dollar they had invested in the opera- 
tion. Moreover, a judge's blessing of the 
sale had rendered the shareholders meeting 
- the first since June 2003 - pretty much 
pointless, though there were not enough 
shareholders on hand to constitute a quo- 
rum anyway. 

By then, though, more skeptical share- 
holders had already predicted that the 
week's events - from the auction, to the 
courtroom, to the shareholders meeting - 
would follow a carefully scripted company 
plan, right down to the lack of a quorum. As 
they saw it, the company timed the events 
to bring a swift end to this chapter in 
Schlotzsky's bankrupt life - just in time for 
Coats, the financial consultants, and a cast 




of bankruptcy lawyers to collect their end-of- 
the-year bonuses. 

The timing, said shareholder Susan 
Engelking, is the reason the company 
turned down a bid that was more than $5 
million higher from Serious Buns LR a 
consortium of investors that included the 
owner of La Madeleine. Serious Buns would 
not have been able to close on the sale 
until Jan. 31. Too late, Engelking surmised, 
for officials to benefit from Christmas bonus- 
es. (Schlotzsky's officials later responded 
that there had been no guarantee that the 
consortium would in fact be able to close by 
Jan. 31.) 

"You never were interested in reorganizing 
this company," Engelking told Coats, in a 
stern dressing-down of the CEO during a 
Q&A session. Coats had already attempted 
to shoo her away from the microphone, over 
protests of "Let her talk," from the audi- 
ence. So Coats let her talk. Engelking, an 
Austin public relations consultant and long- 
time Wooley friend, noted that her 9,303 
shares were worth $14,000 at the time 
Schlotzsky's filed for bankruptcy Aug. 3, and 
will be worth zero with the sales transaction. 
Her point was meant to counter Coats' con- 
tention that shareholders "were wiped out" 
before he took the helm. 

Rather, Engelking accused Coats of start- 
ing the company down the path to bank- 
ruptcy on the day he accepted the CEO 
post, despite "serious offers" from other 
entities that would have kept Schlotzsky's 
afloat as a publicly traded operation. 
Another offer, from Dallas-based Gryphon 
Master Fund LP, arrived as late as a week 



ago - too late, apparently, to keep the auc- 
tion process from moving forward. 

Once the sale to Bobby Cox is finalized, 
the proceeds will be divvied up between the 
larger creditors, namely Commerce National 
Bank and NS Associates, said company 
spokeswoman Anne Braidish. How much 
other creditors might get is still uncertain. 
An estimated $1.3 million will go to attorneys. 

Not all who attended last week's meeting 
were angered by the sale of the company. 
Several franchise owners cheered the acqui- 
sition and said it couldn't have come at a 
better time. One franchisee noted that the 
sale might have come too late for some 
restaurant owners. "I know a lot of fran- 
chisees out there who are not going to have 
a good Christmas," said Pete Morgan, who 
had driven all night from Pensacola, Fla., to 
attend the meeting. "Let's be done with it, 
folks," he said, referring to those who were 
calling for a delay to allow for another 
shareholders meeting. "Let's move on." 

The Wooley brothers stood silently at the 
back of the room. They took a few hits from 
critics in the crowd who accused them of 
causing the company's downward spiral in 
the first place. Those critics included 
Schlotzsky's co-founder Delores Dissman, 
who with her husband opened the first 
Schlotsky's on South Congress in 1971 and 
sold the popular chain to the Wooleys in 
1981. Turning to the shareholders, Dissman 
implored, "Why didn't you watch the [com- 
pany's] financials the last five years?" (As 
an interesting footnote to this story, Austin- 
based Mr. Gatti's Inc., which at one time 
considered buying Schlotzsky's from the 



Schlotzsky's investor Susan Engelking 
ripped into CEO Sam Coats for selling 
the company at auction, with no 
benefits going to holders of the 
company's now worthless stock. 

Dissmans, was also sold last week to a local 
private equity firm, Blue Sage Capital.) 

Schlotzsky's directors, a slate of high-pro- 
file personalities who were handpicked by 
John Wooley, sat quietly through much of 
the meeting. Afterward, director Pike 
Powers expressed sadness over what he 
viewed as a necessary journey through 
bankruptcy, but added, "I really hope the 
new owners do beautifully." 

Wooley, the company's largest sharehold- 
er, who with his brother loaned the sand- 
wich chain $5 million prior to their firing, will 
receive nothing for what he put into the 
company over 23 years. Needless to say, 
Wooley would have written an altogether dif- 
ferent version of this chapter in Schlotzsky's 
history had he been given a say in the mat- 
ter. But he said he harbored no ill will 
toward the new owners. Based on what he's 
heard from others in the industry, the Cox 
restaurants are solid business operations, 
he said. 

The new owners control a wide range of 
business entities, with restaurant holdings 
outside of Austin including Rosa's Cafe, 
Taco Villa, Texas Burger, and Rosa's Cafe & 
Tortilla Factory. Cox, described in news 
reports as a self-made Odessa business- 
man, also owns 36 franchised Blockbuster 
Video stores. Under the new Schlotzsky's 
structure, Cox will preside as company 
chairman, while Odessa restaurant owner 
and real estate developer Bob Barnes will 
serve as president. Ronny Jordan, a senior 
official at the Cox Fort Worth headquarters, 
will become the chief financial officer of the 
sandwich chain. 

In the long run, Schlotzsky's observers 
could see a change in the company's corpo- 
rate culture. The Austin-centric organization 
under Wooley carried a progressive flavor, as 
evidenced by its board of directors, which 
included Sarah Weddington and John 
Sharp. Cox, on the other hand, gave gener- 
ous financial support to Sharp's last oppo- 
nent, David Dewhurst, along with other 
GOP winners in the 2002 elections. And 
Barnes, who mounted an unsuccessful GOP 
challenge to former state Sen. Teel Bivens, 
R-Amarillo, is a leader in Texans for 
Lawsuit Reform, an anti-tort group that 
endorsed Barnes' bid for the senate seat.

WHERE THE DOPE DON'T GROW 



On Dec. 10, the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration denied a 3- 

year-old application filed by a University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst researcher 
seeking approval to grow marijuana for use 
in federally approved research. Lyle 
Craker, director of the university's 
Medicinal Plant Program, filed an applica- 
tion with the DEA in June 2001, in order to 
pursue medi-pot research that could, con- 
ceivably, lead the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration to approve use of the drug 
for medicinal purposes. Currently, marijuana 
is listed as a Schedule I drug under the 



Controlled Substances Act - meaning it has 
no currently accepted medical uses. 

The FDA has received petitions seeking to 
reschedule the drug, all of which, to date, 
have been unsuccessful - in part, the feds 
have opined, because more research is 
needed before any determination about 
marijuana's medicinal benefits can be 
made. However, the necessary research 
can't be done without legal, consistent 
access to marijuana plants - access to 
which is controlled by the DEA. Currently, 
researchers must rely on marijuana grown 
on the National Institute on Drug 




Abuse-contracted farm in Mississippi, 
which some researchers argue is only inter- 
mittently available, reports the Marijuana 
Policy Project. In short, 
researchers seeking access to 
marijuana for research find 
themselves in an endless 
bureaucratic loop. 

Still, Craker's proposed cul- 
tivation -for- research plan is not 
"consistent with the public inter- 
est," wrote DEA Deputy Assistant 
Administrator William Walker. Further, the 
FDA had not yet received a "new drug appli- 
cation" stating Craker's intention to develop 
a "prescription drug containing marijuana or 
a constituent of marijuana," Walker wrote.

And since that process "can take many 
years," the "DEA should not register another 
marijuana manufacturer ... on such a spec- 
ulative basis," Walker opined. The feds 
have the duty to regulate marijuana 
manufacturing and have done so for 
36 years by confining fed-grown 
pot to the Mississippi farm, which 
has produced an "adequate and 
uninterrupted supply" of the 
herb. While U-Mass "is free to 
compete" with Mississippi for 
the NIDA dope-growing contract, the DEA 
has concluded that "there is no basis ... to 
add an additional producer." Craker plans to 
seek an appeal hearing, in accordance with 
DEA rules. - Jordan Smith 
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CAMPO GETS TOLL 
ROAD WEARY 

Toll road opponent Sal Costello finally 
might have something to say, but it's getting 
harder to find anyone on the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization's 

Transportation Policy Board who is willing to lis- 
ten to him. 

Costello fought aggressively when he organ- 
ized the Austin Toll Party. He rallied the 
troops. He gathered intelligence to allege politi- 
cal malfeasance. He got in the face of the 
Austin media, waving the banner to recall City 
Council members sitting on CAMPO. In 
essence, Costello made himself some ene- 
mies, or at least got those who voted in favor 
of the toll road plan to dismiss him as an 
extremist or, worse, one of those NIMBY guys 
who has little substantive to say. 

But Tuesday night should have been his 
moment of triumph. Finally, CAMPO was mov- 
ing to remove the most controversial project - 
the William Cannon bridge on South MoPac 
- from the Central Texas toll plan. But after 
months of bickering with the community and 
among themselves, board members appeared 
listless and bored. They got little in the way of 
thanks from the 50 speakers, who spent much 
of the night haranguing board members for 
considering toll roads at all. 

Costello, for his part, tried to make some rel- 
evant points related to the Central Texas toll 
road plan. "No city in the country has shifted 
its daily highways to tollways," Costello told the 
board on Monday night. "Wouldn't it make 
sense to say to the CTRMA and TxDOT, let's 
see if your radical concept does something for 
congestion relief? Let's spend $500,000 of 
that $1.5 million you spent on marketing for 
some studies to see if it works?" 

On that point, Costello is right. While 
Oklahoma and Kansas have funded entire high- 
way systems between cities with tolls, Texas 
has usually funded toll roads that are alterna- 
tives to other routes. Dallas and Houston use 
toll roads to connect existing major freeways. 
Austin would be using toll roads to expand cur- 
rent roads, although many speakers appeared 
to be misinformed as to the extent of tolling. 
New capacity on existing highways will be tolled; 
existing capacity on highways will remain free. 

Costello had a 15-point proposal to present 
to the board members and the media, and he 
did raise a number of points that might be 
worth discussing. He talked about gas tax 
trends and the possibility that the Legislature 
could consider an increase in that levy. He 
spoke about cost containment for the construc- 
tion of Texas roadways. He talked about Texas 
Transportation Commission Chair Ric 
Williamson's mandate that all tolling backed 
by the state be electronic. 

But Costello's comments were not met with 
a lot of reaction, except from Council Member 
Brewster McCracken, who posed some 
questions about whether shifting highways to 
tollways simply shifted the cost of maintenance 
from the state to the local government, creat- 
ing an unfunded mandate for Central Texas. 
Council Member Daryl Slusher also remained 
skeptical of some aspects of the toll road plan. 
A number of key members - Reps. Mike 
Krusee, Jack Stick, Terry Keel, and Eddie 
Rodriguez - were represented by proxies on 
Tuesday night. Few speakers broke new ground 
on the topic of toll roads or even toll policy. 
When they did make suggestions or offer rele- 
vant questions, CAMPO's chair, Sen. Gonzalo 
Barrientos, was quick to seize on the com- 



ments. But after two hours of nonstop white 
noise about getting rid of toll roads, a council 
aide in the audience turned around and said 
with no small amount of frustration, "Don't 
they know that we took that vote in July?" 

The subtext of that comment is that CAMPO 
is ready to move on, or at least move on to the 
specifics of the projects within the toll road 
plan. The votes aren't there to "take back" the 
toll road vote, and the Austin Toll Party has yet 
to file its recall petition. Now it's time to see 
whether Costello and his group will become 
part of the process. - Kimberly Reeves 

SHOWING RHIZOME 
THE MONEY 

Big changes are in store over at Rhizome 
Collective, the bustling progressive activism 
and "urban sustainability" complex housed in a 
couple East Austin warehouses. 

"I used to be a career anarchist. Now I'm a 
federal contractor," says Scott Kellogg, the 
project director for the collective's sustainability 
project. He got the new job title when the col- 
lective was last week awarded a $100,000 
EPA grant to turn a 9.8-acre brownfield 
(vacant, contaminated urban land) into an 
environmental education park. Their application 
was one of just 180 selected out of 1,300 
applications nationwide. 

To the 12 collective members, and their 
larger community of like-minded volunteers, 
winning the prestigious grant is a dream come 
true - but a hell of a lot of work. The 5,000 
cubic yards of debris currently covering the site 
pose a formidable enough challenge that the 
previous owner chose to donate the land to the 
collective for the tax write-off rather than pay- 
ing to clean it up. 

But that's what the Rhizomians intend to do. 
In keeping with the group's emphasis on find- 
ing utility and beauty in what others have 
thrown away (a philosophy that in practice 
becomes "building with trash"), the group will 
use much of the debris to build the infrastruc- 
ture of the park. Tires will be filled with earth 
and mounded into kiosks explaining green- 
building and permaculture principles, and offer- 
ing low-tech suggestions for living cheap and 
gentle on the land. Lumber will become wood- 
mulch trails for educational strolls among the 
kiosks, as well as to connect the Montopolis 
neighborhood to the adjacent Colorado River 
Park. Other trash will be more conventionally 
recycled, such as by carting off shingles to a 
facility that can turn them into roadway. 

The park will help the Rhizomians pursue a 
second goal - playing trial-and-error with cut- 
ting-edge, largely untested, urban-sustainability 
techniques. For example, the group has been 
way into mushrooms lately - no, not that kind, 
but edible fungi that hold potential to "micro- 
remediate" contaminated land by breaking 
down pollutants into their constituent parts. 
That is, the mighty mushroom seems to be 
able to rip apart molecular chains, thereby 
turning nasty ol' hydrocarbons into benign 
hydrogen and carbon molecules. The group 
wants to find out more; they'll devote part of 
the land to a series of careful pilot projects to 
see which mushrooms grow best in Austin's cli- 
mate and which do the most to remediate soil 
contamination.

Tech Toys for Texas Tots 

The Texas House Committee on 
Public Education on Wednesday held a 
hearing on the future of technology in public 
education. Conveniently, it was part of an 
"EdTech Expo" where vendors could display 
the many snazzy products on which Texans 
can spend their public education dollars. 
The committee then heard testimony from 
some of the many happy consumers of said 
products - representatives of school districts 
participating in a variety of state- and locally 
funded technology immersion initiatives. 

Kristin Pearson, a math teacher in 
Forney ISD near Dallas, testified she was 
"amazed" by how quickly her sixth-grade 
students were engaged by online content. 
"My students right now have all the skills 
employers want," she said. That included 
opening e-mail programs, adding attach- 
ments, making PowerPoint presentations, 
and even adding transitions between slides 



in PowerPoint. "They taught me and they 
taught each other," she said. "I have stu- 
dents who can insert music into PowerPoint 
presentations. I still can't do that!" Whether 
the students were any better at math, 
though, went without mention. 

Most who testified agreed that the 
Legislature needs to appropriate $300 per 
student per year for technology, or $165 
million per year. This is the amount suggest- 
ed by the Texas eLearning Initiative, a task 
force formed by committee Chairman Kent 
Grusendorf, R-Arlington, to study the 
issue. And if Grusendorf's enthusiastic reac- 
tion to the testimony is any indication, there 
will be some happy, happy vendors come 
the spring session. - Rachel Proctor May 

Money Smells Like Horses 

In its latest "Lobby Watch" report on 
efforts to legalize slot machines (excuse 
us, "video lottery terminals") at race- 



tracks - specifically at the proposed Austin 
Jockey Club in Pflugerville - the watchdog 
group Texans for Public Justice followed 
a trail of money, or horse droppings, to lob- 
byists with close ties to Gov. Rick Perry. 

And perhaps the lobbyist closest to Perry 
is Mike Toomey, who served as the gover- 
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nor's chief of staff until his resignation last 
fall. Toomey is among a team of lobbyists 
representing a new player in the Lone Star 
gambling arena, Big City Capital LLC, a 
Nevada-based outfit controlled by Billy Bob 
Barnett, former owner of Billy Bob's Texas 



in Fort Worth. Like the Jockey Club, Big City 
Capital is keen on getting racetrack slot 
machines legalized in the state, according to 
the TPJ findings. 

The watchdog group's hunch is that Big 
City, Billy Bob, Toomey, and others are work- 
ing offstage to promote slot machines for 
the Jockey Club. "Big City Capital and AJC 
clearly have amassed serious political capi- 
tal to pursue what they are after," the TPJ 
report states. (The Jockey Club's lobbyists, 
from the Gardere Wynn Sewell law firm, 
include Carl Richie, who serves on the 
Travis Co. Hospital District board of man- 
agers.) Moreover, Big City was among the 
list of late donors to Austin state Rep. Todd 
Baxter, who received $10,000 from the 
gambling group and $2,000 from Toomey 
on the same day. TPJ also points out that 
Big City gave $1,000 to Rep. Elliott 
Naishtat.

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MANY UNANSWERED 
QUESTIONS IN 
OFFICERS 7 DEATHS 

This week the Austin Police Department is mourning the loss of 
two officers killed in a motorcycle wreck last weekend on Highway 71 in 
Spicewood. Next week, APD Internal Affairs detectives will begin an 
inquiry into the fatal accident in an attempt to determine exactly what 
happened in the hours leading up to the wreck. Late Wednesday, Travis 
Co. medical examiner Roberto Bayardo reported that the two victims 
each had high blood alcohol levels. 

On Saturday, Dec. 11, at about 7pm, APD Cmdr. Shauna Jacobson, 
46, and her husband, retired APD Detective Malcolm "Kurt" 
Jacobson, 42, were killed when the motorcycle they were riding struck a 
guardrail on Highway 71 near Bee Creek. The Texas Department of Public 
Safety is investigating the accident; DPS spokeswoman Tela Mange said 
it may be another three weeks before the department issues an official 
word on the cause. Meanwhile, the tragedy has raised numerous ques- 
tions about responsibility - the responsibility of both the drivers and of 
onlookers, many of whom were apparently Austin police officers. 

On Saturday afternoon, Bobby Joe Bailey was working at his restau- 
rant, Cedars Bar and Grill on Highway 71. Bailey's establishment was 
scheduled to be the last stop on a "poker run," a popular charity event 
during which motorcyclists make five sequential stops - typically at bars 
and/or restaurants - retrieving a playing card at each stop, in an attempt 
to build the best five-card poker hand. APD officers organized the Dec. 

11 run through western Travis Co. as a fundraiser for a colleague suffer- 
ing from multiple sclerosis. According to APD sources, Kurt Jacobson 
was happy to take part in the run - at least in part, they say, because 

12 years ago he too had been diagnosed with MS, a degenerative dis- 
ease that affects the central nervous system. By midafternoon, Bailey 
said, the bar and grill he opened nearly five years ago was filled with 
poker-run participants. 

Bailey's restaurant had been a stop in previous runs, and on Saturday 
he'd agreed to be the run's food stop, donating a barbecue dinner and 
hiring a band to entertain the more than 100 riders that passed through 
Cedars' doors that day - most of them off-duty police officers. 

Some time around 5pm, the festivities took a wrong turn. According 
to Bailey, he was preparing to leave the restaurant when one of the 
poker riders, Kurt Jacobson, rode his motorcycle into the restaurant and 
did an extended burnout - engaging the bike's front brakes, popping the 
clutch and revving the engine in order to race the rear wheel - right in 
the middle of the dining room. "It was bad with the burning rubber," 
Bailey recalled Tuesday, so bad that many patrons fled for fresh air and 
the band "quit playing and wouldn't come back." Indeed, the rear-wheel 
burnout ate through the restaurant's floor, down to the concrete, and 
left a black slick of burnt rubber. 

Bailey asked Kurt to "take it outside." Kurt took the bike back out to 
the parking lot, Bailey said, and that's the last he saw of him. He does- 
n't know whether Kurt returned to the restaurant; he says he didn't fol- 
low him outside and couldn't keep tabs on the 100-plus similarly 
dressed riders. Shortly thereafter, just after 5pm, Bailey left the restau- 
rant, and the dining room of poker riders, in the hands of his employees 
- among them bartender Candi Summers. Two hours later, the 
Jacobsons died after Kurt's motorcycle slammed into a highway guardrail 
less than two miles from Bailey's restaurant. When police arrived at the 
scene, sources say, the motorcycle's smashed speedometer read 90 
mph. Neither the driver, Kurt Jacobson, nor his passenger and wife, 
Shauna, had been wearing a helmet. 

What remains unknown - at least publicly - is what happened before 
the couple arrived at Bailey's restaurant, what happened after Bailey 
told Kurt to take the bike back to the parking lot, or what actually 
caused the fatal crash. For now, no one is saying much in response to 
several open questions. Had Kurt had an MS-related episode while 
driving? Did his impromptu burnout degrade the bike's rear tire to the 
point that he lost traction and, ultimately, control of the bike? Was 
Kurt drunk? Had he been drinking at the four poker stops before arriv- 
ing at Bailey's? Did he drink at Cedars? And if he had been drinking, 
or was drunk, did any of his fellow riders, his brothers in blue, try to 
stop him from driving?

Some of these questions are beginning to be answered, including 
confirmation that the Jacobsons were indeed legally intoxicated at the 
time of the accident. According to medical examiner Bayardo, Kurt's 
blood alcohol level was .24 (three times the legal limit of .08), and 
Shauna's was .33 (more than four times the limit). Bayardo added that 
he found no evidence of drugs, including no evidence in Kurt of medi- 
cines that might be prescribed for multiple sclerosis. 

According to Mange, DPS investigators are still in the process of 
reconstructing the accident, completing mathematical computations and 
assessing any possible "contributing factors" - everything from how fast 
the couple were traveling, what kind of tires the bike had and whether 
the burnout caused loss of traction, to whether the couple had been 
drinking. Toxicology results are pending, she said, and the investigators' 
accident reconstruction will likely take several weeks. In addition to the 
DPS inquiry, Texas Alcoholic Beverage Commission officers are 
conducting their own investigation, "incorporating everything," said Capt. 
David Ferrero of the TABC law enforcement division. "Not only the 
folks involved in the accident," and whether they were intoxicated, he 
said, "but also back to the [alcoholic beverage] license holder" - that is, 
Bobby Joe Bailey. 

In fact, just over five hours after the accident, TABC officers arrested 
bartender Summers and charged her with on-the-job intoxication, Bailey 
said. Bailey bailed her out the next day. "TABC says she was drunk, but I 
don't believe them," he said. "She'll have a beer, but she's not a sit- 
and-suck." (In fact, he said, several witnesses, including members of 
the band that were playing at Cedars' that afternoon, have agreed to 
testify on Summers' behalf.) Ferrero would not comment on the details 
of the agency's investigation nor on Summers' arrest, but said that infor- 
mation will be released to the public some time after the Jacobsons' 
funeral, which takes place today (Thursday). 

Meanwhile, APD has its own investigating to do - and, in the end, the 
department will have to answer the investigation's most troubling ques- 
tions. That is, if any APD officers were drinking and driving while partici- 
pating in Saturday's poker run, and if alcohol consumption played any 
role in the Jacobsons' accident, the department will have to account for 
the action - or inaction - of any officers who participated in Saturday's 
fatal run. On Monday, detectives from APD's Internal Affairs will begin an 
"administrative inquiry" into the matter, said APD spokesman Kevin 
Buchman. However, he said, the inquiry is neither an IA case, which 
investigates alleged policy violations, nor a case for the Officer Involved 
Unit, whose officers investigate alleged criminal conduct of fellow offi- 
cers, because there are no "criminal or policy violations" involved in the 
Jacobsons' death. Instead, he said, the department is undertaking an 
inquiry "simply so that [the department] can put to rest the rumors cir- 
culating about what happened with these officers or at this event."

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ABSTINENCE MAKES 
THE HEAD GROW SOFTER 



While the amount of federal money earmarked for absti- 
nence-only sex education has more than doubled in less 
than four years, a report released this month by U.S. Rep. 
Henry Waxman. D-Calif., reveals that the majority of the 
most popular ab-only curricula contain "false, misleading, or 
distorted information about reproductive health." Federal 
funding for abstinence-only sex education has "expanded 
rapidly" from approximately $70 million in fiscal year 2001 
to nearly $170 million in FY 05 - yet oversight of the edu- 
cational content of the various ab-only curricula is nonexistent. 

The U.S. Department of Health & Human Services 
awards grant money (through several programs) to public 
and private entities - including religious organizations, 
health care districts, and public school districts - to provide 
ab-only instruction. As a part of the deal the grantees must 
"agree not to provide ... any other education regarding sex- 
ual conduct in the same setting" - including any discussion 
of the use of contraceptives, except to point out their failure 
rates. (Indeed, grantees must follow the feds' eight-point 
definition of sex ed in order to qualify for funding, including 
a mandate that curricula teach that sex outside of marriage 
can lead to mental health issues.) Grantees are required to 
submit a table of contents for curricula, but the actual cur- 
ricula are not reviewed for accuracy. 

As a result, the Waxman-requested report reveals, 80% of 
the curricula used by two-thirds of grantees awarded money 
through the government's main ab-only funding program 
contain a plethora of inaccuracies and distortions - includ- 
ing false data on contraceptive efficacy and the risks associ- 
ated with abortion. "Serious and pervasive problems with 
the accuracy of abstinence-only curricula may help explain 
why these programs have not been shown to protect adoles- 
cents from sexually transmitted diseases," reads the report. 
It may also explain "why youth who pledge abstinence are 
significantly less likely to make informed choices about pre- 
cautions when they do have sex." 

According to the report, prepared by the Minority Staff 
Special Investigations Division of the House Committee 
on Government Reform, 11 of the 13 most popular ab- 
only curricula contain serious errors. The 11 curricula - with 
titles like "Sexual Health Today," "Why kNOw," and 
"Choosing the Best Life" - are used in 25 states by 69 
grantees that received approximately $32 million in funding 
during FY 03. In total, in FY 04, over 100 grantees received 
$75 million in federal grant money through the government's 




largest ab-only grant source, a program known as Special 
Projects of Regional and National Significance (up 

from 33 grantees receiving a total of $20 million in FY 01) 

- all without any educational accountability. And, the report 
contends, the lack of oversight shows. 

Several of the ab-only curricula teach students that HIV 
and other STD pathogens can "pass through" latex condoms 

- despite the Centers for Disease Control's finding that 
the condom provides a nearly "impenetrable" barrier. One 
curriculum, the so-called WAIT Training, teaches that con- 
tact with "sweat" or "tears" leads to an increased risk of 
contracting HIV. Additionally, the Sexual Health Today cur- 
riculum, used by 10 grantees, teaches students that "touch- 
ing another person's genitals can result in pregnancy." 

The report also reveals that a number of curricula provide 
"erroneous" information about risks associated with abortion 

- including claims that abortion causes sterility in up to 
10% of women, and that women are "more prone to sui- 
cide" after having an abortion - claims that have been 
debunked by medical research. The researchers also found 
that some programs mix religion and science. One claims 
that fertilization and conception are one and the same - 
"This is where life begins," teaches one middle school cur- 
riculum; another describes a 6-day-old fetus as a baby 
"snuggling" into the "soft nest" of the mother's uterus. 

In all, Waxman said, most popular ab-only programs are 
both scientifically and medically inaccurate. "Something is 
seriously wrong when federal tax dollars are being used to 
mislead kids about basic health facts," he said. According 
to information compiled by the Texas Freedom Network, 
at least $5.2 million in ab-only grant money has been 
awarded to at least 20 Texas groups - including Dallas 
ISD, which received $225,000 in FY 02. (At press time, a 
DISD spokesman had not returned a call requesting com- 
ment.) In FY 03, Fort Bend ISD was awarded ab-only 



grant funding; the Pampa-based nonprofit Worth the 
Wait, which provides instruction to public schools in 
Amarillo, Pampa, and Highland Park, received approximate- 
ly $372,000 in FY 01. (According to HHS, Worth the Wait 
also received funding in FY 03; at press time the exact 
amount was not available. The name "Worth the Wait" is 
also used by two other Texas-based ab-only programs - 
one run by Scott and White out of Temple, and a 
Pentecostal program based in Pearland.) 

Conversely, the government does not offer any similar 
grant funding for balanced sex-ed programs that are 
abstinence-based, but which also offer information on safe 
sex and contraceptives, said Heather Paffe, political director 
for the Texas Association of Planned Parenthood 
Affiliates. Paffe said that Planned Parenthood provides 
educational programs for a variety of groups - including 
churches, Boy and Girl Scout groups and public schools - 
but that they receive no federal assistance. And according 
to Tracy Diggs, student health services coordinator for 
Austin ISD, the district's sex ed program is "abstinence- 
based," but also teaches about contraceptive use - includ- 
ing "reality rates" for contraceptive failure - but is not eligi- 
ble for and therefore receives no federal funding for the 
health education programs. 

Responding to the report, U.S. Senate Majority Leader 
(and physician) Bill Frist, R-Tenn., said that "of course" the 
ab-only programs should be reviewed. "That's in part our 
responsibility to make sure that all of these programs are 
reviewed," he said on ABC's This Week. Waxman and the 
other minority reform members will likely ask the 
Government Accountability Office to do further research, 
said Karen Lightfoot, spokeswoman for the reform commit- 
tee minority office, but so far no plans or pledges to reform 
the ab-only grant program have been publicly floated.

NO HOMELESS IN OUR TIME? 



On a brisk, wind-bitten Dec. 10 in down- 
town Austin, the Community Action Net- 
work's Homeless Task Force, in conjunction 
with the Austin/Travis Co. Health and 
Human Services Department, released 
a far-reaching 10-year plan to end chronic 
homelessness. Defined as those "continu- 
ously homeless for a year or more, or [those] 
who have had at least four episodes of home- 
lessness in the past three years," around 
600 of Austin's estimated 3,789 homeless 
meet the criteria for chronic homelessness. 

However, this approximate 15% of the 
homeless population consumes more than 
half its allocated resources, a figure cited 
repeatedly by the consortium of politicians, 
homeless advocates, and business leaders 
speaking that morning. "In 2001, the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development took on the challenge of end- 
ing chronic homelessness nationwide within 
10 years," said Mayor Will Wynn. "We in 
Austin, we're actually a little bit ahead of 
that curve." Wynn noted that the city's 
homeless initiative of the late 1990s led to 



increased emergency shelter, expanded 
housing, and funding for substance abuse 
treatment. Now, with a "federal mandate, 
[and] federal help" via HUD, Wynn pro- 
claimed "Austin will, in fact, be one of the 
leading cities as we start this nationwide 
effort to end chronic homelessness." 

Speaker Sally Shipman, former Austin 
City Council member and now Region VI 
coordinator for the U.S. Interagency Council 
on Homelessness, summarized the effort as 
a "national problem with local solutions." 
Overall, Austin is the fourth city in Texas, 
after El Paso, Dallas, and Corpus Christi, to 
adopt such a long-range plan. Drafted by 
the Chronic Homelessness Working 
Group and CAN'S Homeless Task Force, 
the city's four recommendations begin with 
"planning for outcomes," via further 
research and fact finding, the bulk of this 
work being borne by an Ending Chronic 
Homelessness Organizing Committee. 

The ECHO Committee's aim is to enact 
the city's recommendations, with groups 
delegated to each of the plan's four steps. 



Steps two and three - metaphorically char- 
acterized as "closing the front door" while 
"opening the back door" - seek to prevent 
future homelessness and help currently 
homeless leave the streets. Improving dis- 
charge services - ensuring that those 
released from jail, rehabilitation centers, 
mental health facilities, and the like have 
somewhere to go - is vital to homelessness 
prevention, according to Mary Rychlik, 
homeless services coordinator for the city. 
Assisting those exiting homelessness is to 
be similarly accomplished by increasing 
affordable housing, employment, and men- 
tal health and drug treatment. 

Lastly, "building an infrastructure" to com- 
bat the roots of chronic homelessness was 
described by Rychlik, as an overarching 
commitment to "address the systemic prob- 
lems that lead to poverty and homeless- 
ness" across government, community, and 
nonprofit sectors in the city. Indeed, the par- 
adigm shift of ending, rather than managing, 
homelessness was a popular topic. "I don't 
have to be political - yet," said Driskill man- 
ager Jeff Trigger - incoming chair of the 
Downtown Austin Alliance and candidate 
in next May's City Council races - of his 



inaugural chairmanship of the ECHO com- 
mittee. "I'd be happy if we never built 
another emergency shelter in Austin. They 
don't work for anybody." 

Though this reflects the accepted belief 
that such facilities treat the symptoms but 
not the causes of homelessness, the DAA 
also supports proposed "quality of life" city 
ordinance changes that effectively criminal- 
ize aspects of homelessness, such as sleep- 
ing outdoors. Hopefully, Trigger's service to 
ECHO will highlight a true business commit- 
ment to ending homelessness (and not the 
DAA's solution ad interim). 

After the conference, Richard Troxell, 
president of local group House the 
Homeless, spoke positively of the 10-year 
plan, but also of the urgent need to locally 
establish a fair living wage. "We're working 
from the federal level, to create that from 
the top down," he said of an increased min- 
imum wage, "but we're trying to also say, 
this needs to happen from the bottom up, 
right here. So we're asking Austin's business 
community to step up to the plate, and say, 
This is a priority for us.' ... We can't wait." 
With winter barreling down on Austin, neither 
can the city's homeless. - Wells Dunbar

"Support Our Troops," shout the magnetic 
yellow ribbons that you see on cars and trucks 
anywhere in America - and it's certainly a sen- 
timent that I embrace wholeheartedly. 

Our volunteer soldiers, as well as the con- 
scripted Reserves and National Guard, are 
putting their lives on the line every day for 
George W.'s ill-conceived and ill-prepared Iraq 
war - and every day some more of those sol- 
diers are killed. I believe that every one of the 
solders sent over there by Washington politi- 
cians deserves the fullest support available 
from those of us sitting safely and comfort- 
ably back here at home ... but they are not 
getting it.

One of the greatest music joints in Austin - 
or anywhere else - was Liberty Lunch, which 
regularly featured up-and-coming local musi- 
cians, as well as such national talents as Taj 
Mahal. This bar, cafe, and music yard was 
inexpensive, adventuresome, laid-back, 
unique, and ... well, it was Austin. 

I say "was" because it's gone. A few years 
ago, our mayor gave taxpayer subsidies to 
lure something called CSC Corporation to 
town, giving it the spot of city-owned land 
that Liberty Lunch had rented for years. So 
now we have a cold, six-story building hous- 
ing a high tech military contractor that has no 
roots in Austin, is not in character with our city, 
and offers nothing to our way of life. [Ed. note: 
And they're still doing it - see "Austin® Large," 
p. 20.] What we do not have are the good 
eats, good sounds, and good spirit that 
emanated every night from that spot, drawing 
thousands of enthusiastic customers and 
helping define Austin for people everywhere. 

Austin is hardly alone in suffering a steady 
erosion of homegrown businesses to imper- 
sonal corporate giants, big-box stores, and 
cookie-cutter chains. It's probably happening 
where you live, too. No one voted for this, but 
these giants get public subsidies, wield mas- 
sive advertising budgets, and have deep-pock- 
et financing and the political clout to bully 
their way in, remaking our communities in 
their own bland, self-serving image.

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AUSTIN RADIO STATIONS SCRAMBLE TO KEEP THE MONEY FLOWING IN A STRANGE NEW MEDIA WORLD

Throw a nickel in the air in a crowded 
room and odds are it will hit someone 
who thinks Austin radio sucks. Take, for 
example, Ryan Goeller, a one-man focus 
group for Austin radio. He's 25, a graph- 
ic designer, reasonably hip, and enjoys a 
wide variety of music - all in all, a perfect 
candidate for decades of happy radio lis- 
tening. Instead, when asked about radio 
he sounds vaguely annoyed. "About 75% 
of the time I listen to 93.3, which is just 
a really crappy hip-hop station," Goeller 
says. Given a choice, he'd rather listen to 
Internet radio or one of the college radio 
stations. "If I had a better CD player in 
my car," he shrugs, "I would never listen 
to radio." 

When I mention this nagging percep- 
tion - that radio sucks - to Dusty Black, 
who runs six stations in Austin for Clear 
Channel Communications, he doesn't 
sound worried. These cynical, CD-loving, 
Toby Keith-hating, iPod-toting malcon- 
tents are a "small minority," Black said. 
"Radio is as strong as it's ever been." 

Yet, behind the scenes, these are 
tumultuous times for Austin radio. Under 
assaults ranging from satellite radio to the 
new, righteous, bullwhip-wielding FCC, 
Austin radio execs are reeling, trying to 
adjust to this strange new media world. 
Formats appear and disappear. Disc jock- 
eys are on the air one day and gone the 
next. With corporate profits slipping, sta- 
tions are jockeying for position, looking 
for that money train, creating an Austin 
radio dial with no oldies station, only one 
hip-hop station, two quasi-classic rock 
stations - and the hottest format in the 
biz is something called "Bob." 

This week Clear Channel will launch 
an initiative in Austin that strikes to the 
very core of the radio industry. As part of 
a nationwide plan, Clear Channel will 
attempt to reduce the number of on-air 
commercials and self-promotional ads its 
stations air. At the very least, the move is 
an unusually blunt acknowledgement 
that listeners may not be enjoying those 
fun and wacky commercial blocks, which 
can fill as much as 23 minutes an hour on 
some Clear Channel stations. 

That may fall into the "well, duh" 
category, but the concept of cutting the 
number of ads is radical thinking for 
the modern radio business. If nothing 
else, it suggests that Austin radio execs 
are, in fact, a tad worried that a genera- 
tion is growing old thinking radio 
sucks. "We know we're going to take a 
hickey," and see a short-term drop in 
revenue, Clear Channel's Black said of 
the so-called "less-is-more" program. 
"But our intent is to stay competitive in 
this business 10 years from now. The 
landscape has changed."

Painting Landscapes 

Everybody in radio these days is talk- 
ing about the damn landscape. The pop- 
ular storyline is that radio is doomed. 
Between satellite radio and the Internet 
and phones that can walk your dog, 
radio seems like an irritating dinosaur. 
Stock prices for the big public radio com- 
panies have plummeted, as Wall Street 
smirks at slumping advertising sales and 
the huge debt run up by the fast-growing 
radio companies. A few years ago, during 
the go-go days of the new millennium, 
shares of Clear Channel - by far the 
largest radio company in the United 
States with more than 1,200 stations - 
were trading around $90 a share; now 
they're closer to $30. 



But radio is still a rocking business - at 
least on the local financial charts. Austin 
stations generated $82 million in ad rev- 
enue in 2003, down only a small fraction 
from the glory days of the dot-com boom, 
according to data compiled by the 
accounting firm of Miller, Kaplan, Arase 
& Co. Although national ad revenue is 
wallowing, local revenues are up. Austin 
is the 42nd largest market in the country 
in terms of population, but it is number 
32 with a bullet on the revenue charts. 
"Radio is still a very, very profitable busi- 
ness," said John Hiatt, general manager of 
four Austin stations for Infinity 
Broadcasting, which is owned by Viacom, 
the media conglomerate.

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Around the country, Austin is seen as a 
hot market, primarily because it is growing. 
Wall Street loves growth, and it's a rare com- 
modity for radio companies these days. 
"Austin is hotter than hell," said Pat 
McNamara, an Austin rep for America 
Media Services, a station broker. "Anytime I 
hear a sniffle that a station may be available 
in Austin, people are all over it." 

In many ways, Austin radio is healthier 
than it's ever been, radio executives insist. 
Although some may pine for the old days of 
doobie rock on KLBJ-FM and the alt. coun- 
try of KOKE-FM, when commercial radio 
could occasionally produce outrageous 
moments of style and spontaneity, there are 
more radio signals available in Austin today 
than ever before, offering listeners more 
choices, radio executives argue. Spanish- 
language radio is also booming, serving a 
community that the radio industry general- 
ly ignored years ago. In September, Border 
Media Partners, a Houston-based company 
focusing on Hispanic radio, bought three 
Austin stations as part of a $70 million, 
seven-station package, proving that Austin 
radio still had that ka-ching buzz. 

As a radio market, Austin is, for lack of a 
better word, weird. According to Arbitron's 
data, the region is 26% Hispanic but only 
8% black, an unusual mix for a big city. 
Austin is also renowned as a strong city for 
public broadcasting; KUT-FM is routinely 
one of the top-rated stations in town, pro- 
viding powerful competition for the com- 
mercial stations. "Austin is a very young, 
tech-sawy, fast-paced kind of market," said 
Tracy Arrington, senior media buyer for 
advertising firm GSD&M. 

Into this mix toss KGSR-FM, the beloved, 
widely respected patron of what could best 
be described as Austin music. Dubbed one 
of "10 Stations That Don't Suck" by Rolling 
Stone magazine, KGSR is one of a kind, a 
completely unique station on the national 
radio scene, playing a blend of new and old 
folk, country and rock tailored to the com- 
munity. 

In that sense, KGSR is a freak of radio 
nature, an anomaly. Inside the industry, 
KGSR is bluntly classified as an "album adult 
alternative" or "Americana" format. 
Although it routinely finishes in the top five 
stations among listeners 25-54 - the key tar- 
get demographic for most stations - KGSR, 




for all the adoration, rarely cracks the top 10 
in overall listeners, trailing such ratings 
monsters as country station KASE-FM and 
the "soft rock" of KKMJ-FM, Majic 95.5. 
"KGSR's strength as a station is that it targets 
people in higher-end ZIP codes," said Ben 
Morris, partner in MQ&C Advertising. 

KGSR is also the product of another gen- 
eration, a legacy case. It was founded in 
1990, when the station was owned by the 
family of former President Lyndon Baines 
Johnson. But in 2003, Emmis Communi- 
cations of Indianapolis paid $105 million 
to purchase a 50.1% controlling interest in 
LBJ Broadcasting and its six stations, offi- 
cially signaling the passing of the last sig- 
nificant family-owned radio company in 
Austin. Between them, the big three of 
Austin radio - Emmis, Clear Channel, and 



Infinity - now control 16 stations, official- 
ly marking this as a corporate radio town. 
"It used to be handshakes and lunch, now 
it's e-mails and phone calls," said Eileen 
Keller, president of Blitz Media Labs, an 
advertising agency. 

Keller would probably fall into the group 
that pines for the old days of radio. She sees 
the radio dial packed with the Mix, Kiss, 
Majic, and Jammin' - tight formats targeting 
specific demographic groups, each a proven 
winner in other markets - and believes 
something is missing. "We're different than 
the rest of Texas," Keller said. "You can't just 
take formulas from some other place and 
think it will work here. 

"We used to define and set standards for 
the rest of the country. Now we're just cor- 
porate mush." 



Less x More = ? 

On the door of his office in Emmis' 
Austin headquarters, KGSR program direc- 
tor Jody Denberg has a bumper sticker that 
reads, "Corporate Radio Sucks." "I don't 
consider myself part of corporate radio," he 
said. "Emmis doesn't really represent corpo- 
rate radio to me." A few days earlier he had 
met top Emmis executives in person for the 
first time and was reassured of their support 
for the station. "They told me I'm the artist 
and I can keep on painting as long as I 
want," said Denberg, who has been with 
KGSR since the beginning. "Who expected 
to hear that?" 

As corporate giants go, Emmis is a rela- 
tively small player, with only 25 U.S. radio 
stations, 16 television stations, and a menu 
of other media holdings, including Texas 
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Monthly. Saddled by debt and what executives 
like to call the "challenging" advertising mar- 
ket, its stock price slid in the last year from $28 
to about $18 a share, reinforcing the need for 
the Austin stations to perform. 

In June, soon after the company reported a 
$75.8 million loss, due primarily to a $97 mil- 
lion charge for debt restructuring, Emmis low- 
ered the budget axe on KLBJ-FM, the rock icon. 
Among the casualties were midday disc jockey 
Peg Simmons, who had been with the station 
for 22 years, and afternoon co-host Patty Lotz. 
Johnny Walker, voted Austin's best deejay five 
times in The Austin Chronicle s annual readers 
poll, was moved to part-time, and the station 
started prerecording his nightly show. Walker is 
now working part-time at a car dealership. 

Scott Gilmore, Emmis' Austin manager, knows 
the KLBJ moves look bad, like a classic corporate 
radio cost-cutting move. But he says he doesn't 
feel budget pressure from the new corporate par- 
ent in Indianapolis. And he notes that Simmons 
is back working weekends at the station. 
"Honestly, it's not that different" from the LBJ 
days, said Gilmore, who was part of the team 
that launched KGSR in 1990. "The pressure has 
been to put the best product on the air." 

Emmis owns two of the biggest hip-hop sta- 
tions in the country - Power 106 in L.A. and 
HOT 97 in New York City - and soon after tak- 
ing over the six stations in Austin it dropped the 
"contemporary hits" format from KXMG - 
which had already burned through country and 
jazz formats in recent years - and rechristened it 
KDHT-FM, Hot 93.3. The move was a bitch slap 
to Infinity's KQBT-FM, the Beat, which at the 
time dominated the so-called "urban" market in 
Austin. And then in August Emmis dumped 
Oldies 103.5 and its on-air staff - the only true 
oldies station in Austin - to make room for 
"Bob," a catchy new format which promises to 
play "anything," as long as "anything" was a hit 
sometime in the last four decades. Oldies are 
usually a decent moneymaker, but Emmis hopes 
Bob will appeal to a broader audience. "We feel 
like it can pull listeners from a lot of different 
places," Gilmore said. 

All of the Big Three are tinkering with their 
formats, desperately trying to find the right 
combination of music and target demographic, 
and there is little patience for underperformers. 
In October, Clear Channel rechristened its clas- 
sic rock station, 102.3, as "World Class Rock," 
promising a new direction that seemed to veer 
into KGSR's territory, featuring the likes of 
Norah Jones and Lucinda Williams. But tune 
in now and the station sounds like a solid clas- 
sic rocker, with a playlist featuring a safe blend 



of Doors and Eagles hits. Like Bob, it is still 
jockless - both stations plan to add live disc 
jockeys in the next few weeks. "We're tweaking 
[the format]," Black said of 102.3, "expanding 
it more, trying to give it room to breathe." 

In many ways, this game of format juggling 
is nothing new, but Austin insiders talk of a 
new urgency, a new push to maximize rev- 
enues in the short term - preferably by the next 
quarterly call with stock analysts. Historically, 
Clear Channel stations are charged with grow- 
ing profit by 15% a year, Black says, a tough gig 
in a "flat" market. 

In this climate, Austin media buyers speak 
of a new world of radio sales, full of really nice 
PowerPoint presentations, complicated pack- 
ages, and nonstop attempts to raise ad rates. 
"There are a lot more presentations," Arlington 
said. Buyers say a typical 60-second ad these 
days may cost about $100 per rating point for 
a key demographic (that means, for example, a 
60-second spot on a station with a three rating 
in the target demographic would cost $300), 
although prices typically slide when advertisers 
buy in bulk. 

But it can be tough to negotiate with stations. 
"They know what the other stations are charg- 
ing - they own them," Keller said. If an adver- 
tiser doesn't want to deal with Clear Channel for 
country KASE, for example, the primary alterna- 
tive is country station KVET, which is also 
owned by Clear Channel - lovingly known with- 
in the industry as the "evil empire." 

In the past, if a station couldn't get adver- 
tisers to agree to price increases, the alterna- 
tive approach was to simply increase the num- 
ber of commercials, which is why Clear 
Channel's new "less-is-more" concept is shak- 
ing the industry. It appears to acknowledge 
that there are so many ads on the air, com- 
mercial time is fast approaching the value of a 
candy bar. "Less is more" is based on the fair- 
ly extraordinary idea that Clear Channel sta- 
tions will be able to generate more income 
even while cutting the number of spots by as 
much as 30% on some stations. 

So far, Clear Channel's initiative has pro- 
duced a general smirk from the local advertis- 
ing community. In addition to reducing the 
number of ads, Clear Channel wants to drop 
60-second spots in favor of 30 seconds, 
which means advertisers will have to produce 
extra, shorter ads. And Clear Channel is not 
simply charging half as much for a 30-second 
spot as for a 60-second ad; it is looking to 
simultaneously bump up the price of the 30- 
second spots.

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Not surprisingly, advertisers are under- 
whelmed. "Our position as an agency has 
been that we are not going to accept a 100- 
percent increase in costs," said GSD&M's 
Arrington. Within the industry, many 
remain skeptical about how Clear Channel 
will implement the reductions. If the sta- 
tions simply cut the number of ads on the 
midnight~to~2am shift on weak stations, 
and only slightly cut the number of valuable 
morning drive- time ads on popular stations, 
listeners - the theoretical beneficiaries of all 
this new air time - may not even notice. 

Clear Channel's Black acknowledged 
there is "a lot of angst" in the market. But he 
makes it clear that nothing is set in stone 
and talks about "incentivizing" advertisers 
to participate. "This is a negotiated busi- 
ness," he said. 



rary R&B) format. Although Hot 93.3 had 
grabbed a majority share of Austin's 
Snoop Dogg fans, raising real questions 
about whether there were enough "urban" 
people in Austin to support two R&B sta- 
tions, the Beat was still successful and 
routinely finished among the area's top- 
rated stations. 

"We were number one in 18-to-34 
women and we flipped it," said Infinity's 
Hiatt, shaking his head, still incredulous. 
"But there was a motive within the compa- 
ny that made sense." That motive was 
Infinity's desire to find new outlets for an 
unhappy Howard Stern, their biggest star. 
So say good-bye to the Beat and hello to 
KOYT-FM, the Coyote, an all-comedy sta- 
tion with Stern as the morning show. Even 
the Austin American-Statesman s staid edito-

The big question, at this point, is whether 
or not the other companies will follow suit. 
"I think we all run too many commercials," 
Infinity's Hiatt said. But there has been lit- 
tle formal action from Clear Channel's com- 
petitors, who are clearly waiting to see what 
happens with the "less-is-more" plan. 
"They're talking the talk but they're not 
walking the walk," Black said. 

Spinning the Dial 

In August, Infinity did something that 
not long ago would have been considered 
insane within the industry - it actually 
dropped the profitable "Beat" (contempo- 



rial board seemed shocked that Infinity 
would leave the town with only one hip-hop 
station. "While Austin's music scene con- 
tinues to thrive, local radio stations could 
do a better job of accommodating it," they 
wrote. The ironic twist, of course, is that a 
few weeks later Stern announced he was 
jumping to satellite radio. 

The last year has left the local industry 
wondering, what's next? "Those that still 
have their jobs are scared to death they're 
going to lose their jobs," said one veteran 
disc jockey. With Stern leaving, some won- 
der about the long-term prospects for the 
Coyote, which may be roadkill without him. 




Earlier this year Clear Channel announced 
plans to convert 25 of its stations around 
the country to Spanish-language, fueling 
speculation that Clear Channel's 102.3, 
"world class rock," is a likely candidate to 
turn into "world class Tejano." 

Across the dial, stations are making 
moves that would have been unthinkable a 



few years ago. Emmis' big- tent approach 
with the new "Bob" format flies in the face 
of radio's unspoken rules, which dictate 
that stations go after carefully defined nich- 
es, spiced with catchy slogans like "The best 
hits of the Seventies and Eighties." "You 
would have looked like an idiot if you 
continued on p.36 



MY SATELLITE RADIO JONES 



I have always been a radio junky. When I was younger, my 
fix was Seventies gold from my mother's clock radio and 
archived recordings of George Burns and Gracie Allen. Micro- 
stations and AM talk kept me well-fed through my 20s. 

Now, it's satellite radio. 

For a true junky, there's no better fix. Many people I know 
think this is daffy - why, they ask, would you pay for some- 
thing you can already have for free - the same quizzical won- 
dering that accompanied the arrival of cable television in the 
Seventies. The answer is simple: Satellite radio is better. 
Don't get me wrong, I still listen to local radio; among my 
favorite local stations is 88.7 KAZI, like my home-growing 
colleague Rachel Proctor May. The difference is that instead 
of an hour of reggae or lounge tunes, sat-radio gives me 
24/7 reggae and lounge, along with some 60-plus additional 
commercial-free music channels. With satellite radio you can 
listen, track to track to track, without car dealers yelling at 
you or the plague of chain-restaurant jingles. From the some- 
times painful, sometimes blissful sounds of unsigned artists 
(XM Channel 52), to a brace of songs from homegrown 
Austin artists (featured consistently on Channel 12), to jam 
bands and live performances on XM Music Lab (Channel 
51), to old-school hip-hop on the Rhyme (Channel 65). 

On satellite, I can isolate what I don't want to hear from 
what I do want to hear - I roll the dice instead of waiting to 
see what the deejay will throw. 

But XM Radio - and its competitor, Sirius (the only com- 



panies currently licensed to operate sat-radio) - is more 
than just music. In addition, sat-radio offers a diverse assort- 
ment of news and entertainment feeds. This is great if, like 
me, you're into talk radio, but find the local offerings one- 
sided and, generally, pathetic. 

Since the introduction of sat-radio - born in the Nineties, 
launched in 2001 - the nascent companies have been 
involved in a tug-of-war for industry dominance. Sirius signed 
a $100 million contract with Howard Stern and also broad- 
casts the NFL; XM snagged former NPR morning host Bob 
Edwards to anchor their public radio channel with an original 
one-hour talk show, and carries NASCAR and baseball. Sat- 
radio's growth - and, therefore, market success - may also 
depend on how things pan out with deals that each company 
has with auto-makers (Ford, Daimler-Chrysler, GM, and 
Toyota) to include sat-radio as standard and/or add-on 
equipment in new models. 

Ultimately, the competition benefits listeners (in the five 
months I've had the service, XM has loaded nearly a dozen 
new channels), because with satellite radio what really 
counts is diversity and freedom. Although seemingly oxy- 
moronic, it is the dizzying freedom the subscription service 
offers that makes sat-radio so tantalizingly attractive. Sat- 
radio is completely removed from the broadcast world, 
where one nipple triggered an avalanche of specious moral 
righteousness. Instead of the feds deciding what I can lis- 
ten to and when I can listen to it, I decide. And there's just

Subscriptions to either XM Radio or Sirius run from 
$9.95 to $12.95 a month; XM offers multiple-year dis- 
counts, while Sirius offers one flat fee (around $500) for 
a lifetime subscription.

something so right about driving with the windows down on 
a sunny day while listening to completely uncut and uncen- 
sored standup bits from local comedian Tom Hester (XM 
Comedy Channel 150) - expletives, sexual innuendo, and all. 

- Jordan Smith 
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launched Bob five years ago," said Morris of 
MQ&C Advertising. 

Morris, who has been following Austin 
radio for decades, believes the radio busi- 
ness is entering an era of massive "decon- 
struction." All the old concepts will be bro- 
ken down. After years of playing the hits and 
nothing but the hits, now they will play 
more variety to appease schizoid iPod geeks. 
And the mantra of "more music, less talk," 
a standard catchphrase, will be replaced by 
a new-found love of personalities. "The old 
ways aren't going to work any more," Morris 
said. "Anybody can play 12-in-a-row coun- 
try favorites." 

Unfortunately for radio executives, the 
need to spice up their acts coincides with a 
new wave of puritanism, led by an FCC 
eager to make examples of any sinning sta- 
tions. The public companies are particularly 
sensitive to the stigma of scandal, and all on- 
air personnel have been strictly warned 
about stepping over the imaginary fairy line 
created by the FCC's indecency stance. The 
local Infinity stations had to buy time-delay 
equipment and hire extra board ops to guard 
against any scandalous slip of the tongue 
after sister company CBS was slapped down 
for allowing Janet Jackson to expose her nip- 
ple during the Super Bowl halftime show. 

As Stern's defection to satellite radio 
vividly illustrates, the FCC's crackdown 



positions commercial radio as the boring 
church picnic compared to the bacchanalia 
of satellite and the Internet. Before Stern, 
the XM satellite service signed "Opie and 
Anthony," who lost their jobs on New York 
radio for encouraging a couple to have sex 
in St. Patrick's Cathedral. By the end of the 
year, the two main satellite services expect 
to grow their base to more than 3.5 million 
subscribers, in part by offering consumers 
the smut they so clearly crave. 

Broadcast radio executives tend to mock 
the idea of satellite radio. They refer to 
Sirius and XM as "paid subscription radio." 
They note that the satellite services are los- 



ing hundreds of millions of dollars a year. 
Last week Sirius' stock slid more than 20% 
after two analysts expressed skepticism 
about its valuation. "I'll be retired" by the 
time satellite has a real impact on commer- 
cial radio, Hiatt said. (See "My Satellite 
Radio Jones," p. 35.) 

Yet, radio executives seem to know the 
world has changed. Satellite radio is avail- 



able in cars, traditionally the exclusive 
domain of commercial radio, one of the few 
industries to actually benefit from traffic 
jams. In the future, broadcast radio may 
require some "reinventing," Hiatt said. 
Digital radio, when it arrives some time in 
the next decade, will help, allowing broad- 
casters to offer a variety of programming 
over one frequency. Commercial radio will 
also provide a community focus the other 
formats can't match. "That's what will save 
us - the localism," Hiatt said. 

This fall, Hiatt and Infinity attempted a 
mini-revolution, hoping to change the basic 
structure of commercial radio. The compa- 



ny refused to sign a new contract with 
Arbitron, citing the notoriously flawed 
diary system. It was a showdown over 
radio's lifeblood, a chance to create real 
change in the ratings system that shapes 
every element of the business. The boycott 
continued for weeks. Local Infinity staffers 
were forced to sign statements promising 
not to utter the name Arbitron. Advertising 



agencies talking to Infinity reps were 
warned to avoid any mention of the ratings, 
for fear of breaking Arbitron's confidentiali- 
ty agreements. 

But then, Infinity blinked. The company 
re-signed with Arbitron. Nothing changed. 
It was back to business as usual. 

That Sucking Sound 

As we discuss the future of radio, one 
local executive tells me about his recent 
conversation with a new convert to satellite 
radio. His friend raved that he now spends 
90% of his time listening to satellite radio 
and only 10% to conventional radio. "See," 
a radio executive standing nearby respond- 
ed triumphantly. "He still listens to radio." 

Radio executives say they get it. "If we 
have compelling product on the air, we will 
be fine; if not, we lose," Gilmore said. Yet, 
despite all the big moves, there is little indi- 
cation they are really sure how to make 
radio not suck. The Austin dial is still awash 
in perky deejays, syndicated shows, and 
tightly controlled playlists. But they do 
seem to accept that the days of easy money 
and three-banana daiquiri lunches are over. 

"There is a realization that we have to 
look at this thing from a new perspective," 
Gilmore said. "Has radio gotten compla- 
cent? Yes. But I think there has been a huge 
wake-up call." ■

Does the host of your favorite satellite radio channel dig 
up and play a recording of "In the Mood" as sung by a 
flock of chickens, just because you asked him to? Or 
refrain from playing William Shatner's "Lucy in the Sky With 
Diamonds" because you requested a moratorium on the 
damn thing? Or throw a New Year's Day cocktail party in 
the studio to celebrate his show's 10th anniversary? Didn't 
think so. Yet these are some of the many valuable, and well- 
nigh irreplaceable, services provided by River City citizen 
and radio host Jay Robillard. 

Robillard hosts the Saturday morning Lounge Show, which 
celebrates its 10th birthday this month, along with K00P, the 
battle-prone community station that shares 91.7 with the UT 
student station KVRX. The show illustrates the enduring 
greatness of a quaint little idea: community radio. 

Robillard plays a delightful melange of "premium Hi-Fi 
kitschy fun" - mambos, cha-chas, TV themes, and what-have- 
you. Rest assured: There's simply no better accompaniment 



to Saturday morning pancakes than Esquivel's space-age 
melodies, or cheesy crooning in French. But almost as good 
as the music itself is knowing that it's handpicked by this 
guy down the street, who has gotten his butt out of bed 
every Saturday for a decade to play me some nifty ditties 
from his record collection. It's not insignificant that Robillard 
inherited many of those 10,000-odd titles when his dad's 
small-town Louisiana radio station gave up battling the big- 
ger station up in Shreveport. (I bet a dollar those Shreveport 
big boys are somewhere in Clear Channel's gullet by now.) 

Now, I admit there's a certain appeal to being able to get 
my Afro-pop fix any time of day I please (Ngoma on XM102). 
And, as my esteemed colleague Jordan Smith assures me, 
there's an entire lounge channel on XM. But call me roman- 
tic - or even Jurassic - I like my radio like I like my tomatoes: 
locally grown. There's a difference between "niche-marketed 
up the wazoo" and "diversity," and it has to do with ownership 
and control. A world with 6 zillion channels run by a couple 



of big, big, big boys just isn't as nice - let alone as human- 
scale - as a lot of little wackos doing their wacky little thing 
in all the wacky little community radio stations in the coun- 
try. I mean, are we about keepin' it weird here, or what? 

Of course, Robillard is not all that's great, or weird, about 
K00R My Sunday waffles wouldn't be the same without Art 
Baker and Jim Bradford, perhaps the world's greatest reggae 
geeks (Jamaican Gold). And K00P isn't the only gig in town: 
KAZI (88.7) boggles the mind, and bounces the booty, with 
its exuberant mix of hip-hop, gospel, soul, and talk. Granted, 
there's plenty that's not great about KOOP, like its long his- 
tory of gory internecine warfare over what the "community" 
should sound like. Still, you'll still have to pry the shiny 
brass dial on my antique Fisher receiver out of my cold, 
dead, bloody fingers before I'll go satellite.

'THE PLAY OF DANIEL REVIVES THE BIBLICAL 
PROPHET JUST IN TIME FOR ... CHRISTMAS? 



The connection between Christmas 
and the Old Testament prophet Daniel 
may not be immediately obvious, but 
if you speak with Christopher 
LeCluyse, who'll be performing the 
title role in the Texas Early Music 
Project's upcoming production of The 
Play of Daniel, you'll feel like you 
always understood it in the back of 
your mind. LeCluyse is that articulate, 
knowledgeable, and engaging. 

Austin Chronicle: Why this play at 
Christmastime? 

Christopher LeCluyse: Daniel is a 
precursor of Christ because he is 



three-level dais, which gives us three 
levels to play on, and we use the whole 
space. This play came out of the liturgy, 
so there's lots of processing back and 
forth. When we're on the dais, we use 
one level for Balthazar's throne, anoth- 
er level for the writing on the wall, 
another for the lion's den. 
AC: Anything that makes this play stand 
out from other plays, ancient or modern? 
CL: It's entirely sung. And not operatic 
singing - it's chanted in Latin with a 
few words of French here and there. 
There's no spoken dialogue at all. 
There are parts that are chanted or sung 
without instruments, but we have a 




thrown to the lions, and his facing the 
lions and overcoming them is similar to 
Christ being laid in the tomb and com- 
ing out unscathed. Like Christ, Daniel 
is presented as being innocent and 
framed because of his piety. Also, the 
Book of Daniel contains some of the 
earliest prophecies of the coming of the 
Messiah. It's the first book of the Bible 
that talks about the Son of Man. In 
addition, after he survives the lion's 
den, Daniel predicts the coming of a 
savior and - bang! - Christ is born. 
AC: This play was written in the 12th 
century? 

CL: That's right. It originated at 
Beauvais Cathedral, so it's appropriate 
that we're staging it in a church. The 
church at University Presbyterian has a 



small medieval orchestra that provides 
accompaniment: vielles, which are 
ancestors to the violin; a rebec, which 
is a bowed instrument, kind of pear- 
shaped and still played in the Middle 
East; an oud, an Arabic instrument that 
evolved into the lute. We have 
recorders and shawms, which are like 
all-terrain ballistic oboes. The shawm 
was an instrument of war. It was made 
to be heard on the field of battle. 
AC: Does God put in an appearance? 
CL: No. But we've got an angel in the 
choir loft. ■

It isn't every day an organist gets an award from 
the archbishop of Canterbury. But then Gerre 
Hancock isn't just any organist. This graduate of the 
University of Texas has spent more than 30 distin- 
guished years in the field of church music, has pub- 
lished more than two dozen choral works and more 
than a dozen works for organ, has written a popular 
textbook on mastering the art of improvisation, and 
is widely thought to be the finest organ improviser in 
the country. There are reasons the archbishop chose 
Dr. Hancock as one of last month's 11 recipients of 
the Cross of St. Augustine, an award given to clergy 
and lay people who have made notable contributions 
to the churches of the Anglican Communion. And 
they're likely the same reasons that his alma mater 
chose him and his similarly accomplished wife, 
Judith, to establish a program in sacred music at UT. 

Since September, the Hancocks have been part of 
the School of Music faculty, which means that they 
now get to play on UT's mighty Visser-Rowland track- 
ing organ, one of the largest such instruments in the 
land. In fact, this week they'll be making merry with 
it in their very own holiday concert at Bates Recital 
Hall. Judith Hancock will be performing Dupre's Noel 
Variations, a Telemann concerto with trumpeter Ray 
Sasaki, and a piece by Boston composer Daniel 




Pinkham with cellist 
Bion Tsang, as well 
as two sonatas by 
Pasquini in a duet 
with her husband. 
He'll be performing 
works by Messiaen 
and J.S. Bach, top- 
ping them all off 
with an improvisa- 
tion on Joy to the

of the athletic virtuosity that prompted The New York 
Times to dub him the "Michael Jordan of the organ." 
The concert will end with an invitation to join the 
Hancocks in singing carols.

ANN HAMPTON CALLAWAY TAKES THINGS 'SLOW BUT 
IS MORE ALIVE LIVE THAN EVER BY ROBERT FAIRES 



In the two years since Ann Hampton Callaway last appeared in Austin, the New York-based 
cabaret singer-songwriter has been on a fast track: packed concert schedule, tour of Europe, 
new show with her gifted sister Liz, tons of songwriting, Manhattan cabaret award for her CD 
Signature, new record label, and, not insignificantly, a new romance. But as eventful and fun as 
all this activity has been, there came a moment when the pace was too much. 

In search of a CD by one of her musical heroes, Carole King, Callaway went to the Virgin 
Records iiberstore in Times Square - a mob scene on the best days but this day a mosh pit mas- 
querading as a record store. Battling her way free only to be confronted with Broadway at its most 
breathless bustle, Callaway was seized with an urgent desire to ... slow ... the world ... down. 

That need for a break from the relentless pace, a respite, a refuge of calm and relaxation, 
became the impetus for her new CD, in which she slows ... things ... down. The result is a very 
personal work for Callaway, with more of her own songs, including one penned with Carole King, 
and more from her own heart. It's a grouping of ballads so intimate and romantic that couples 
could find it very stimulating mood music, what was known in the day as a make-out album. 

But while "slow" may be Callaway's new credo (and her new CD's title), it doesn't mean she's 
any less lively in performance. On the contrary, she's adapted one of her signature concert bits 
- improvising a song from audience suggestions - into a more ambitious exercise - improvising 
a song based on an audience member's life - that proves her more alive than ever. She spoke to 
the Chronicle in anticipation of her third visit to town with Austin Cabaret Theatre.

Austin Chronicle: I'm intrigued by this idea 
of this being your version of a "make-out 
album. " It got me wondering, What is the state 
of the make-out album in 2004? 
AHC: There aren't that many people making 
quote-unquote "make-out albums," and I 
think in these crazy times we need more ref- 
uges. We need more musical oases, because 
the world just keeps spinning and getting 
more crazy, and I think it's essential to slow 
down from time to time and submerge your- 
self in something beautiful and something 
that helps you get in touch with your heart. 
Otherwise, it's very easy to become alien- 
ated from yourself and other people. One of 
the things that became apparent, the reason 
that I wanted to make the CD, is I recognize 
the need for that in my life. I think if it's 
happening in my life, it must be happening 
in other people's lives as well. 
AC: Were there particular albums that stand 
out as the make- out albums of your youth? 
AHC: Oh, my youth. Well, I'm too embar- 
rassed to say my favorite make-out albums of 
my youth. I really don't want to go public on 
that. But my favorite adult make-out album 
is Shirley Horn's Here's to Life. Every song is 
so gorgeous and delicious and beautiful and 
soulful. I also love fohn Coltrane and Johnny 
Hartman. That's a great make-out album. 
I have very sophisticated make- out album 
tastes. Some people like "boom-shaka-laka- 
laka, boom-boom." That's not my taste. 



AC: Your tastes are much more classic and 
timeless than mine were. 
AHC: Well, what was your favorite make- 
out album? 

AC: John Klemmer's Touch. I don't know if 
anyone remembers John Klemmer anymore. 
He was a saxophone player in the Seventies. 
What was then kind of soft jazz. And every 
cut was slow and cozy, and you could put it 
on and know that the mood wasn't going to 
be broken for the next 40 minutes. Or 20 
minutes, since in those days, you had to flip 
the album over. 

AHC: Right, and 20 minutes about did 
it when you were an adolescent anyway. 
[Laughs] There should be an article about 
good make-out albums, because there aren't 
that many albums that do create that seam- 
less mood. 

AC: Did you know where you wanted to go 
with the album, what music you wanted? 
AHC: I knew that I wanted it to be a cel- 
ebration of my love. I've been in a wonder- 
ful relationship for a year and nine months. 
I've been so happy, and I really wanted 
to celebrate that and just sing delicious, 
beautiful songs. And I'd been writing a lot 
of songs in honor of my relationship, so I 
knew I wanted to include some of those 
songs. But when I had this epiphany with 
the word "slow" after this hellacious trip to 
Virgin Records, it was just a gift from God. 
It's funny how so many of my favorite expe-

riences in music feel like gifts. They're not 
necessarily things I consciously discover.

I felt it was time to explore some newer 
standards. On "Will You Still Love Me 
Tomorrow," I made such a discovery for 
myself. I found depth in that song that I 
never dreamed that I would. Carole King, 
when she was hearing it in the studio, was 
just weeping. She was very surprised at 
what I found in it. It's a fun challenge to try 
and create something fresh and new with 
things that are traditionally pop songs. 

It's interesting. One of the things that 
I've noticed in the feedback of my live 
performances that feature a lot of the Slow 
material is people saying that they're hear- 
ing these words for the first time, or they 
feel like they're hearing these words for the 
first time. I think that pop singing tends 



to be more about music and a sound than 
about lyrics, and the discipline and style 
of music I sing - for pop songs that are 
well-written, it's a wonderful style because 
they're going to get a lot more lyric reading, 
they're going to get more subtlety, and the 
emotional exploration is going to be deeper. 
Songwriters should look forward to having 
more of us singing these songs. There are a 
lot of really wonderful [pop] chestnuts that 
deserve more attention than they got in the 
first place. 

AC: Has this new approach changed your live 
performance work at all? 
AHC: Obviously, I can't do a whole evening 
of ballads, so I haven't been doing only 
material from Slow, but I have been doing 
romantically themed shows. One of the 
things that's changed in my show is that I'm 
now doing improvisations where I'm invit- 
ing people up on stage to interview them 
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and get a portrait 01 them, and then I write 
a song based on what they say. It's been an 
incredibly powerful experience. For instance, 
Fran Drescher came up in L.A., the last show 
there, and she talked about what she was look- 
ing for in love. And some of the things she said 
were very funny, and some of them were very 
poignant, since she just survived cancer, so 
the song that came out of that was so much 
deeper and more powerful than a "let's write 
an L.A. love song." So I'm trying to get a little 
more daring with how much substance I put 
in these songs. I'm still having a lot of fun and 
being spontaneous and playful, but I'm trying 
to really share who I am today. I think that's 
one of my hopes as I perform: This is who I 
am right now. 

AC: Are you content to let these songs appear once 
and fly away, or are you recording the shows so 
you can have some record of them? 
AHC: That's a very interesting subject. 
Everybody I know is saying, "Why aren't you 
recording these things? They're too special to 
let go." I wrote a song once that I've never 
performed called "Painting in the Rain." You 
know those people on the sidewalks and they 
do those incredible chalk paintings based on 
Renaissance paintings and then it rains and 
they're gone? When I offer to do something 
in the moment, if you know you can hear it 
again, you're not going to listen with as much 
attention. If you know that this is the only time 
you're going to hear this, there's a deeper sense 
of "Oh my god, this is it." Or at least I hope 
there is. However, it's really ridiculous that 
I don't have these things recorded. Because 
some of my greatest writing, some of my most 
surprising inventions have come from this way 
of singing and writing. In L.A., all of my songs 
were recorded, and I'm so glad because they're 
really special. And if I want to, I can go back 
and edit them and turn them into songs that 
will last. 

But the other thing I want to do is an entire 
performance of improv, because I think people 
think, "Oh, this is just a little trick." But to me 
it is just an amazing, mystical experience. I'd 
love to do a whole CD of it, but I don't know 
what record company would let me do that. 
I think I'm one of the only people in music 
who's doing this, and I think it's exciting. 
AC: There's a sense of tapping into some level of 
your own creativity that isn't always easy to do 
when you're performing familiar material. 
AHC: You know, one of the things I feel about 
doing it in this time is that when people go out, 
there are so many things they can do with their 
time, and if they go to hear a live performer, it 
should really be live. So much of what is in our 
society and is getting heard and what is get- 
ting played is so produced and so thought-out 
and so airbrushed, and so many of the singers 
who are famous and making millions of dollars 
don't even sing. They're all pitch-corrected and 
edited within an inch of their lives. There's not 
a lot of from-the-heart, immediate, spontane- 
ous communication going on. That's why I 
think the more daring and in-the-moment my 
performances are, the more they address a time 
that is becoming less [spontaneous]. It's like 
wanting to have wild strawberries as opposed 
to those perfect-looking strawberries that look 
so beautiful and have no taste. ■

TREE: A NEW VISION OF THE 
AMERICAN FOREST 

by James Balog

Pimping nature photos in the name of 
environmentalism can be a dicey exercise, 
what with the perils of off-putting pious- 
ness and awkward futility and perhaps the 
superficial irony that such glossy tomes 
don't really work on recycled paper. But if 
the photographs are remarkable enough - 
as are those in both Tree and Untamed, in 
different ways - none of that matters. 
Untamed is culled from wildlife photogra- 
pher Steve Bloom's 10-year quest to shoot 
fauna on every continent, and its strength 
lies in his patience and experience rather 
than in technical prowess or stylistic flair. 
Bloom's eye for animal "expressiveness" 
and brilliantly hued, big-format shots turn 
what could be a cloying collection into a 
simple, moving experience: Emperor pen- 
guins toboggan on impossibly blue glaciers, 
water buffalo mass in swirling herds out of 
Bosch or Goya, and giraffes startle in those 
nocturnal, glowing-eyed watering-hole 



shots that always look like black- 
mail photographs or Paris Hilton 
videos. It's possible purists will 
find a tad too much digital 
enhancement here, and Bloom's 
prosaic calls to save the planet 
cry out for an editor as well. Still, 
Untamed documents a disappear- 
ing environment in a way that dis- 
ables cynicism and will no doubt 
delight children - thereby fulfilling 
the two noblest goals of the 
amazing animal photograph. 

Balog's approach is both subtler 
and more artful - no surprise, 
given that he made a name for 
himself bringing to wildlife photog- 
raphy a conceptual sensibility 
Bloom lacks. His Survivors: A New 
Vision of Endangered Wildlife drew 
and commented upon fashion-pho- 
tography traditions by posing wild 
animals against a stark white 
background; his latest project doc- 
uments North America's grandest 
trees in equally innovative fashion: 
A Christo-like wrapping silhouettes a magnif- 
icent Texas Live Oak; the "Wye Oak" in 
Maryland stands stranded on a traffic 
island; we meander through the cotton- 
woods of Hygiene, Colo., and ponder a hog- 
battered American Beechnut in Waynesville, 
N.C. There are bleak landscapes, textural 
close-ups, and heartbreaking color studies, 
most in collage form; the text references 
(rightfully) Braque and Hockney, but there's 
also some Walker Evans here: sober and 
rich depictions of the landscape of 
American life. Most sensational are the 
mosaics of our largest redwoods and 
sequoias; Balog and crew rappelled down 
neighboring trees, shot hundreds of sec- 
tions, and assembled collages that are both 
painstakingly representational and some- 
what abstract. The driving passion behind 
Tree is environmental preservation, but 
Balog displays an unusual appreciation for a 
singular aesthetic. "Old forests have charac- 
ter, the imprint of time, biologic complexity 
and architectural elegance," he writes. 
"Regrowth doesn't. ... A response to aes- 
thetics should guide a sane society and not 
be an afterthought." It's a message worth 
felling a few (newer) trees for.

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ALL I DID WAS ASK: 
CONVERSATIONS WITH 
WRITERS, ACTORS, MUSICIANS, 
AND ARTISTS 

by Terry Gross

It's hard to imagine why you'd want to read 
Terry Gross' new book when you can listen to 
her show instead. Gross' voice alone, with its 
distinct combination of distance and intimacy 
and neutrality and curiosity, is half the joy of 
Fresh Air, while the other half is the pleasure 
of eavesdropping on someone else's seemingly 
candid conversation. Just hearing two voices - 
without having to compute the facial features, 
gestures, hairdos, and outfits that normally 
accompany them - makes you realize how 
much personality is packed into the sound of 
air passing through a larynx. But what the book 
loses in that 
sound it gains in 
access to the 
thoughts of the 
enigmatic Gross, 
in finely edited 
interviews sim- 
mered down to 
their very best, 
and in the privi- 
lege of getting 
to reread and 
mull over your 
favorite pas- 
sages. While 
Fresh Air often 
features politi- 
cians or profes- 
sionals addressing timely issues, the book 
focuses just on artists - writers, actors, musi- 
cians, and such - with the idea that the shar- 
ing of life experience and craft is timeless. It's 
surprising, in fact, how seamlessly Gross can 
transition from, say, an interview in 1990 to 
one in 2002. Rather than organizing the mate- 
rial chronologically or by themed sections, 
Gross follows a kind of instinctual, meandering 
path. An interview with memoirist Mary Karr 
touches on how she became a Catholic 
(prompted by her 5-year-old son's announce- 
ment, "I want to go to church"), while the fol- 
lowing one with writer Andre Dubus focuses on 
how Catholicism helped him through the after- 
math of the tragic accident that put him in a 
wheelchair. This organization creates a natural 
string of "aha" moments, as if Michael Caine 
or Isabella Rossellini are addressing something 
you've just recently had on your mind, and if 
you've already heard some of these interviews, 
you're still unlikely to want to skip around. The 
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book provides the illusion of one long, satisfy- 
ing conversation (with the likes of Johnny Cash, 
John Updike, Grandmaster Flash, and Conan 
O'Brien), and you'll probably feel much like 
Gross did when she began working on the 
book. "In reading the [interviews] gathered 
here," she writes, "I've learned things from 
them that went right by me in the studio."

August Kleinzahler is an award-winning poet, 
but he does something astonishing in this book 
of nine autobiographical essays: He takes the 
form and makes it seem his own invention. The 
slender volume 
documents 
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Kleinzahler's life 
from boyhood to 
manhood from a 
seasoned, wry 
perspective that 
is intimate and 
candid but never 
mawkish or sen- 
sational. The 
portraits of his 
mildly crazed but 
impeccably 
mannered par- 
ents early in the 
book are riotous, 
but the things really take flight with "East/West 
Variations." As a personal geography of places 
he's called home, Kleinzahler captures with 
astonishing clarity the "spasms of memory" 
that propel all writers, dreamers, and other out- 
siders to leave what they know in search of 
what they are to be. In this, and especially in 
"Eros & Poetry," Kleinzahler reveals himself as 
a man of letters and an avid observer of the 
world. But it is his depictions of individuals, 
from his parents, one-time lovers, surly bar- 
tenders, and finally, his stunning essay about 
his adored brother in the book's title essay, 
that Kleinzahler makes an indelible mark. 
Lovely, elegiac, hilarious, and oh so stylish, 
Cutty, One Rock is an exquisite read.

Based on the remarkably simple premise 
that people like to make fun of other people,

Reading it is like hav- 
ing your bluntest, 
most irreverent friend 
beside you - the one 
with the balls to say 
what you only wish 
you could. Sure, we 

can claim innocence, but even the most angel- 
ic among us are guilty of the occasional snarky 
aside. Sure, the humor is petty, offensive, and 
frequently downright stupid, but it's a brilliant 
brand of derision that somehow condescends 
while avoiding pretension. Its extremity winds 
up a parody of the intellectual and fashionable 
snobbery so many of us practice. Perhaps the 
book's appeal lies in its egalitarian approach to 
mockery. No one is safe from Vice's all-seeing 
eye, not even newborns. The magazine is guilty 
of more political incorrectness than Eminem 
and South Park combined, yet The New York 
Times called it "pure, undiluted magazine 
genius." If you're unsure what to make of that 
contrast, you'll just have to pick up a copy for 
yourself and all the loveable assholes on your 
gift list. Be warned, though: It just might make 
you snarf your Tecate. - Jess Sauer 

JONATHAN STRANGE & 
MR. NORRELL

This bestselling behemoth posits what 
Regency-era England, the same period of the 
Napoleonic wars and thousands of romance 
novels, would have been like if humans had 
the ability to conjure faeries, raise the dead, 
summon ghost armies, and travel into the 
kingdom of the Raven King, a parallel universe 
where magic rules. At the heart of the book is 
the story of rival wizards: the bookish Mr. 
Norrell, a scholar who revives the use of "prac- 
tical magic," which he uses to enhance his 
social status, and his former student, the fop- 
pish Jonathan Strange, who is fond of dramatic 
gestures and risks exploring the magic realm. 
Clarke works 
hard to make 
her alternate, 
magical version 
of English his- 
tory plausible. 
Factoids and 
backstory are 
delivered in the 
copious, enter- 
taining foot- 
notes, while 
numerous his- 
torical figures, 
such as Lord 
Wellington and 

the poet Byron, make cameos. At this length, 
the effect is quite convincing. In spite or per- 
haps because of its very wordiness, the book is 
also somewhat stilted, peopled with wooden 
characters playing the stock roles of villainous 
plotter, devoted wife, faithful servant, et al. 
That's okay: Truly literary fantasy novels are 
rare. Believable ones are rarer still. This is an 
ambitious book that you'll find is riveting - 
mostly for its vivid passages blending fact and 
fiction - but is also long-winded, so much so 
that you might find yourself having to fight 
through to the finish.

I've been a devoted fan of Pat Conroy's 
fiction since being inspired by The Water Is 
Wide while I was studying elementary edu- 
cation at UT many years ago. As I 
devoured each eagerly awaited book, I 
learned that Conroy's fiction is often 
enriched by the emotional experiences of 
his personal life. When his fictional charac- 
ters began to demonstrate a passion for 
food and cooking, I suspected we might be 
kindred spirits. I already knew we were 
both Southerners, but Conroy appeared to 
be revealing a profound love of food and 
the pleasure of sharing it with others - 
something else we certainly have in com- 
mon. My suspicions were confirmed with 
the arrival of Conroy's cookbook, which he 
describes as his "autobiography in food." 
Once it arrived, I couldn't put it down, vic- 
ariously spending an entire weekend with 
the author and all the folks with whom he 
loves to cook and eat. Conroy makes the 
point that a "recipe is just a story with a 
good meal at the end," and goes on to 
serve up hilarious stories, poignant anec- 
dotes, and revealing vignettes sauced and 
garnished with mouth-watering recipes. 
"Why Dying Down South Is More Fun" 




leads to pickled shrimp, a unique maca- 
roni, and country ham with bourbon glaze. 
The touching story about Conroy preparing 
the bridesmaids' luncheon for his daughter 
Megan's wedding brings forth cucumber 
soup, swordfish salad, and an heirloom 
pound cake recipe. There's everything from 
low country oyster roasts to Roman home 
cooking, all from the pen of a master sto- 
ryteller. Read this book, cook from it, savor 
it. It's a wonderful read, and it eats every 
bit as good as it reads. I am once again 
totally smitten. And, Mr. Conroy, if you go 
before I do, I'll be proud to come to your 
funeral and bring pickled shrimp.

Wine Spectator has such an important 
place in the world of wine that they can 
make or break a winery with a simple 
score. All that power makes them a con- 
venient target for industry grousing, but the 
fact remains that they are the primary 
source of wine information for the general 
public. The eighth edition of their guide 
covers more than 11,000 wines from all 
over the world, giving descriptions, pricing, 
and that all-important score. The book is 
very useful as a way to get a few ideas for 
wines to try to taste, but I would encour- 
age you to avoid the trap of using the

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scores to make your shopping list. Your 
best strategy is to develop a relationship 
with a wine seller you trust, and then use 
the book to come up with a few wines 
whose description and price appeal to you, 
then ask your seller about them. Then, 
maybe, try a bottle. When it comes to the 
book, ignore the score. 

Give a person a fish and you've fed 
them for a day; teach them to fish and 
you've fed them for life. The Ultimate 
Guide fits into the former category, and 
The Wine Spectator's Ultimate Wine 
Tasting Kit fits into the latter. It teaches 
you all you need to know about how to 
taste wines and make your own evalua- 
tions. The box includes Harvey Steinman's 
book Essentials of Wine, a valuable 240- 
page overview covering the basics; Wine 
Spectator's Pocket Guide to Wine, a quick 
guide to wine tasting; two notepads with 
tasting sections preprinted; 10 reusable 
bottle bags so no one knows what they 
are tasting (very important); and several 
other goodies. Go to your favorite wine 
seller, give them a budget, say $30-40, 
and tell them you want three bottles of 
wine made from the same grape but from 
different parts of the world. Take the wine 
home, put the bottles in the bags, and 
mix them up so no one knows which wine 
is in what bag, then follow the tasting 
guide. Do this a couple of times a month, 
and, by this time next year, you'll know so 
much about wine you won't pay attention 
to scores anymore. - Wes Marshall 



FOODS OF THE AMERICAS: 
NATIVE RECIPES AND 
TRADITIONS 

by Fernando & Marlene Divina 
Ten Speed Press, 208 pp., $39.95 

Released by the Smithsonian's National 
Museum of the American Indian as a trib- 
ute to the Native contribution to American 
cuisine, Foods of the Americas compiles 
recipes representing tribes and communi- 
ties from all regions of the Americas. 
While the recipes are adapted to the mod- 
ern American kitchen and palate and 
include ingredients not available to ancient 
American cultures, they are nonetheless 
interesting and appetizing. In my opinion, 
the adaptations of some of Diana 
Kennedy's Mexican recipes seem redun- 
dant, and I was rather disappointed to see 
"habanero" wrongly spelled with an "n" on 
a book of this caliber. However, I found 
the Hawaiian recipes like pickled mangoes 
and poke (an appetizer made from raw 
fish marinated in lime juice) and Alaskan 
recipes such as Dungeness crab and scal- 
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lop chowder rather compelling, especially 
since these groups are often left out of 
the general notion of "Native Americans." 
My favorite part of the book is the short 
essays by American Indian writers, most 
of them involved with the museum or 
other American Indian cultural organiza- 
tions, that accompany every chapter. 
These offer personal insights into a variety 
of indigenous food traditions of North

Many of the recipes were donated in honor of and 
dedicated to members' beloved pets, and the sweet headnotes 
add a whimsical touch to the book. Look for this collection of 
vegetarian treats at the Animal Trustees Spay/Neuter Clinic at 
5129 Cameron Rd., Urban Living, West End Grooming, 
Mother's Cafe & Garden, Mr. Natural South, Bark 'n 
Purr, and the Westlake Farmers Market at Sunset Valley.

Jane Lilly Schotz has self-published a collection of recipes 
from her days as proprietor of the West Austin gourmet catering 
shop Lilly & Company Delectables. "The Lilly" was quite the 
popular spot in its day, with hungry folks dropping by the charm- 
ing old Clarksville cottage to grab a black-pepper brownie, get 
some food to take home for dinner, or make arrangements for a 
catered event. The book is all about entertaining: Chapters are 
arranged according to eating styles - finger foods, fork foods, 
menus requiring knives and forks, and finally soups.

From this multifaceted 
expertise, she's written a 
compelling and readable 
account of the history, 
anthropology, and complicat- 
ed politics surrounding this 
most popular of flavorings. 
Topics include the peculiar 
botanical attributes of the 
vanilla orchid; its uses in 
medicine, aphrodisiacs, and 
perfumes; the 17th-century Jewish vanilla 
traders of the Caribbean; and Thomas 
Jefferson's introduction of vanilla ice cream 
(via France) to the United States. Rain inter- 
sperses sweet and savory vanilla recipes 
that illustrate the text.

CENTRAL MARKET COOKS 

edited by Mary Cummings

H.E. Butt Grocery Company & Favorite 
Recipe Press, 192 pp., $24.95 

For some of us now completely spoiled, 
it's hard to remember what grocery shop- 
ping was like BCM (before Central Market). 
Did we really not know what a fingerling 
was? Were fresh shittakes really not always 
available? Visiting out of state (for Central 
Markets have sprung up all over urban 
Texas), it's a rude shock to be faced with 
grocery shopping at soulless supermarkets 




filled with tasteless produce, plastic 
encased meats, and fish with freezer burn. 
To celebrate its 10th anniversary, Central 
Market has issued its first cookbook, a col- 
lection of recipes from partners, "Foodies" 
(food information specialists), and cooking 
school chefs. It's impossible to know how 
long the book was in the making, but it has 
the look and feel of a project that may have 
been rushed along. Cover art is limited to 
the Central Market logo found on all paper 
and plastic bags at the store. The photogra- 
phy is fine, but it's printed on flimsy paper. 
And while the collection of recipes is a nice 
sampling of the glorious food available at 
the store, a far better collection can be 
found on the Central Market Web site. In 
the introduction, preface, and dedication, 
much is made of the people who make up 
the Central Market experience, but we 
can't help noticing one glaring omission: 
Roger Mollett. Mollett was with Central 
Market at the beginning, serving as its first 
Foodie, heading up the cooking school, 
and instituting the "Good Cooks" series, 
which allowed students to learn all aspects 
of basic culinary expertise. All this and no 
signature recipe? - Barbara Chisholm

With his latest, Aidells explores all 
things porcine in a style that is accessible to 
the amateur, yet still appealing for the pro- 
fessional. He uses his past travels and expe- 
riences to put together a collection of robust 
recipes that span the globe, using every cut 
of pork imaginable. Each method of cooking 
(braising, roasting, grilling, sauteing, etc.) 
comes with a master recipe that encourages 
individual creativity while teaching the 
basics. He explores the chemistry of brining, 
the art of the rub and the marinade, and 
takes care to match the cut of meat per- 
fectly with the technique involved. Aidells is 
an ardent fan of the old breeds that have 
true flavor and retain their marbling (free- 
range Berkshires are the best). He dispels 
the fear of trichinosis that was caused in 
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the old days by poor husbandry (eight single 
known cases in the U.S. since 1997), a fear 
that still causes us to grossly overcook our 
pork (165 degrees is what most think is cor- 
rect; 145 degrees is perfect). The sum of 
the content provides the reader dishes 
packed with old-world flavor while avoiding 
pedestrian taste. On top of the tantalizing 
recipes that are clear and simple and 
loaded with supplementary headnote infor- 
mation, there is a whole section on preserv- 
ing. If you've ever wanted to make your own 
sausages, pates, terrines, rillettes, bacon, 
and hams, you'll find all you need to know.

THE WHOLE EQUATION: 
A HISTORY OF 
HOLLYWOOD 

by David Thomson 
Knopf, 416 pp., $27.95 

In Rosebud, David Thomson 
wishes away Orson Welles' unfin- 
ished and/or lost films from future 
screening, lest projection spoil the 
show flickering in his imagination. 
On the other hand, in his new his- 
tory of Hollywood, The Whole 
Equation, he freely confabulates 
meetings and conflicts that never 
were between historical figures, 
fictional characters, and stars who 
played both. An idealist in the best 
and worst senses, Thomson writes 
film criticism from the deep 
recesses of Plato's cave, more 
aroused by a movie's suggestion 
of what lies outside, behind, or 
bestride its frame than by what's 
in it. Projection is mere pretext for 
the dream. 

It's what makes much of 
Thomson's work such a provoca- 
tive and personable read, like 
hours spent at coffee with a 
raconteur of tremendous synthet- 
ic powers. But as research 
branches into streams of memo- 
ry, desire, and on into hallucina- 
tion, well, you might suspect the 
dubiousness, even the danger, of 
his history. 

Taking its title from a phrase in 
F. Scott Fitzgerald's (not coinciden- 
tally) unfinished, final novel, The 
Last Tycoon, The Whole Equation 
aims at nothing less than to set 
forth a single-volume history of 
Hollywood filmmaking in its entire- 
ty: "By the whole equation," he 
dares, "I mean not just the history 
of American movies, but America 
in the time of movies." And it aims 
to do it in fewer than 400 pages. 




Thomson rightly questions the 
value of film scholarship too spe- 
cialized to face the torrent of fiscal, 
artistic, political, and social vari- 
ables that go into the vast equa- 
tion of movies' making and recep- 
tion. But at this unwieldy length - 
too long for essay or manifesto, 
too short on necessary detail, and 
too cavalier in its chronology to get 
away with it - the book sometimes 
reads like the excised footnotes 
and tangents from that proposed 
mammoth history of the form, 
rather than the thing itself. 

Then again, what footnotes! His 
asides are astute as ever, many 
connections do stick, or stick in 
your craw, and he's right that we 
could use more Howard Hawks in 
our movie culture. Which is to say, 
I can't tell you not to read it. But 
beyond the frame, I might imagine 
The Whole Equation as an instruc- 
tion manual for reading Thomson's 
more illuminating and comprehen- 
sive, if equally frustrating, New 
Biographical Dictionary of Film. So 
I can do my own damned math.

HISTORY OF SOCCER: THE 
BEAUTIFUL GAME

You can count on one hand (okay, maybe 
one finger) the number of sports documen- 
taries that have had much appeal outside the 
pre-existing fan base. And, okay, this is no 
Olympia. It is what it says, and if you have 
absolutely no interest in soccer or sports cul- 
ture, I'm not here to say that this is the 
epiphany that'll change your life. Within its 
genre, though, this is about as good as there 
is - on a par with Ken Burns' Baseball, and 
... well, the cupboard's a little bare after that. 
The true football fan will absolutely love it, of 
course, but this seven-volume set (12 one- 
hour episodes, plus some four hours of DVD 
extras) is a lot more than just a highlight reel 
of great plays and players. 

The producers have assembled an astound- 
ing collection of archival material - from 1897's 
first-ever moving pictures of soccer to footage 
of virtually every major star in the game's histo- 
ry to every goal from every World Cup Final. But 
what's even better, they elicited remarkably 
candid interviews from many of the game's 
leading figures from various generations: Pele 
and di Stefano, Sirs Bobby Charlton and Alex 
Ferguson, Ronaldo and Zidane. And, as usual, 
it's the bad boys who are the most interesting. 
An utterly unrepentant Diego Maradona speaks 
frankly about his ego and his drug use: "I start- 
ed taking drugs in 1983, and I kept playing in 
world championships. ... But in the eyes of 
society, I'm the bad example for kids. ... They 
say, 'My son, he follows Maradona,' and I say, 
'Shut up, fool! That's your problem, if your son 
follows in my tracks. If you don't know how to 
bring him up, that's not Maradona's fault.'" 

And then there's George Best, the brightest 
playboy superstar of the Carnaby Street era, 




who burned out just as spectacularly as he had 
shone. His appearance is stunning - he looks 
like they dragged him out of a homeless shelter 
for his interview - but he's still sharp as a tack, 
and doesn't seem to have many regrets: "I 
spent a lot of my money on booze, birds, and 
fast cars. The rest I just squandered." 

Overall, The Beautiful Game is good history, 
informative without being the least bit dry. It's 
also a good travelogue, taking us from the leg- 
endary stadiums of the world to the dusty fields 
of African club soccer, and myriad points in 
between. (One thing I now have to see before I 
die is the ancient annual "folk soccer" game in 
Ashbourne, England, where the entire town 
divides into two teams - the sea folk against 
the farmers - and the game is played through 
the town streets between goals that are three 
miles apart.) And it's even good sociology - 
tying the trends in the game into their larger 
cultural, political, and especially economic, con- 
text. Seriously, if you're only planning to watch 
one soccer documentary this year, this should 
be the one. - Nick Barbaro

If any further proof were needed that some Americans 
are sorely lacking a sense of humor these days - and 
we're not talking about Ralph Nader's people here, either

providers the Late Train (www.thelatetrain.com) have got it 
in spades. The company's broadly humorous microfilm 
"What's the Story?," which parodies gut-level red-state 
reactionism in the form of a bogus television news story, 
has got conservative Web surfers in a downright tizzy. The 
film's recent posting at popular AtomFilms (www.atom 
films.com) netted the Late Trainers a deluge of shrill e- 
mail protestations suggesting they haul their unpatriotic 
nonconformist butts off to Afghanistan if they dislike the 
Red, White, and Blue so much. But that's just not the 
case, says co-founder Jeff Rose. "We're not normally 
political by nature, and so we didn't feel we were making 
much of a political statement, but it did get a lot of peo- 
ple upset obviously." No fooling: One agitated surfer 
wrote "Apparently elitist, narcissistic, whining lemmings 
got a hold of a camera," while others offered thinly veiled 
death threats and various unique suggestions on exactly 




where the Late Train might better insert their cameras. 
"It's been hard for me to really determine if people are 
joking or not," adds Rose, "but when someone says that 
the nice thing about intellectuals is they make such good 
targets, then clearly we've touched a nerve." Which, of 
course, only serves to bolster the concluding statement 
of the film's faux-announcer: "Apparently, ignorant, gun- 
toting, god-fearing trolls make up 51% of this nation's 
voting populace."

Perhaps it was lying in wait for DVD all 
along. Could any film be more agreeably 
hostile to a scholarly commentary track 
than Luis Buhuel's LAge D'Or? Pity Robert 
Short (author, The Age of Gold: Surrealist 
Cinema), who knowingly walks into this 
ambush: One can't help but sound like an 
asshole discussing the film's "alchemical 
marriage of shit and gold" over images of 
its fun couple wallowing in filth and each 
other, or shrimping away at a statue's toes. 
However illuminating the analysis and his- 
torical context, to be right about that 
alchemical marriage is to get covered in 
shit appraising the gold (and you can man 
the hose if you think I don't realize I'm hip- 
deep myself). 

Banned by governments and clergy, sup- 
pressed even by the patron who commis- 
sioned it, LAge D'Or probably won't incite 
riots at the video store now the way it did at 
Parisian cinemas in 1930, though its 
shocks and hilarity remain sufficiently potent 
to shame most of today's overcrowded field 
of cinematic provocateurs. If more sugges- 
tive of pornography than literally porno- 
graphic, it might still be the dirtiest movie 
ever made, or at least possessing the dirti- 
est mind, in addition to being one of the 
most forthrightly blasphemous. So perhaps 
Kino's postelection timing of the film's 
debut on disc couldn't have turned out bet- 
ter, making it the perfect immoral values gift 
of Christmas 2004. 




Actually, perfection would be to wrap it up 
with Buhuel's first picture, Un Chien 
Andalou, also newly released on DVD, with 
documentary extras charting the director's 
collaboration, friendship, and falling out with 
co-scenarist Salvador Dali over the course 
of the two films. Plus, it extends the Python- 
esque absurdity of scholarship, authority, 
and classicism applauding their own top- 
pling into an open sewer. In any event, 
they'll give perverse pleasure enough while 
we wait for Criterion to really step in it.

Casting V heavyweights Riki Takeuchi and Sho 
Aikawa as yakuza and cop might have been 
crushingly conventional in less talented hands, 
yet the first film is the most subversive, keep- 
ing in character yet slowly ratcheting up the 
insanity and bodily fluids until devolving into 
ultraviolent magical realism by film's end. The 
inexorable force binding Takeuchi and Aikawa 
powers Dead or Alive 2, where, in a sunnier 
alternate reality, the two are reunited not as 
enemies but long-lost childhood friends turned 
do-good ing contract killers. Miike employs text, 
childhood footage, and gobs of goofy humor to 
ruminate on friendship and abandonment, 
before the two literally earn their wings. A mul- 
ticultural melange of subtitles and dialects, 
"Final" finds the pair in a dystopian future, 
again on opposite sides of the law, Aikawa an 
amicable replicant and Takeuchi the conflicted 
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cop. Before their final battle leaves them closer 
than ever, a trilogy montage suggests, as does 
the series' stream of allusions and in-jokes, 
that, like JackTorrence and Overlook Hotel, the 
two have always been together. - Wells Dunbar

Before Jaws announced himself with a Great 
White "nuh-nuh," before Norman Bates sig- 
naled danger with his shrieking-strings knife 
slash, there was 
Peter Lor re 
whistling Grieg's 
Peer Gynt as 
prelude to a 
murder. In Fritz 
Lang's first 
sound film, the 
masterful M, we 
hear the whistle 
before we see 
the man, see his 
shadow before 
we see his face, 
and when we 
finally see that 

face (all bug-eyed and doughy), we think: This 
guy? For real? And therein lies the genius of 
Lang's inspired-by-true-events thriller about a 
child murderer in Weimar-era Berlin: The killer's 
just a sad sack, a "prisoner of his own patholo- 
gy," and Lang's film dares to go beyond bald 
condemnation and to explore the psychology of 
the man. Included in Criterion's typically top- 
shelf release are an interview by American 
director Billy Friedkin with an ornery Lang just a 
month shy of his death, a raft of production 
stills and storyboards, and loads of trivia-junkie 
finds. (Lang used real-life criminals as extras in 
his underworld scenes; the French release 
included a reshot final monologue with Lorre 
chewing scenery in vigorous French, as well as 
a tacked-on happy ending of children at play - 
a far cry from the original's stern admonish- 
ment that "we have to watch our children bet- 
ter.") The only dud in the bunch is Claude 
Chabrol's "M le Maudit," a 13-minute-long 
homage to M, recast with French actors, which 
plays embarrassingly like some film-school 
snob's thesis project.

HOME MOVIES: SEASON ONE 

Shout! Factory, $34.99 

"I was fortunate to do Dr. Katz, before," says 
Jon Benjamin, leaning back in his chair, during 
an interview on disc three of this Cartoon 
Network series' first- 
season set. He's 
referring to Comedy 
Central's squiggly 
revelation of the 
Nineties, the one 
starring comedian 
Jonathan Katz as an 
ineffective therapist 
and the accommo- 
dating father of 
Benjamin's alter- 
nately incompetent 
and opportunistic 

Ben. In Home Movies, which, after a quickly 
canceled UPN run in 1999, aired amid much 
turbulence as part of Adult Swim from Septem- 
ber 2001 to April 2004, Benjamin voiced sev- 
eral characters, most notably the garrulous 
soccer coach John McGuirk. McGuirk - whom 
the creators deem a father figure, and the ani- 
mators, interestingly, a villain - is a mystery, a 
burly alcoholic as understated as he is over- 
stated, and as iconic an animated creation as, 
say, the continual bulldog foil of Looney Tunes 
fame. As for the interview - one of many above- 
average extras on the three-disc, 13-episode 
collection (10 commentary tracks, four interviews, 
three animation galleries, two storyboards, and 
two short films) - the Pilot Season vet Benja- 
min's rare moment of earnestness evaporates 
as quickly as his impression of McGuirk emerges 
(which is a bit unsetting, actually, since it's less 
transition, less pitch, than tic). He shifts slightly 
to his left and points at Brendon Small, straight 
man and co-creator. "And you were very fortu- 
nate to get the job on Home Movies." The other 
co-creator, Loren Bouchard, who with Katz pro- 
ducer Tom Snyder launched this squiggly quasi- 
sequel, laughs warmly. Benjamin smirks. Small, 
apparently, is taken aback. "What do you mean 
by ... that?" It's a question that his character, 
8-year-old underground (literally) filmmaker 
Brendon Small, would ask of his sublimely ren- 
dered playmate-collaborators: the bemused 
muse and lead actress, Melissa (Melissa Bardin 
Galsky); the hygienically challenged (cradle cap 
and incontinence) character actor, Jason 
(Benjamin); and, occasionally, the Ramone-y 
composer, Duane (Small), whose Kafka rock 
opera challenges Brendon's vision in the mem- 
orable episode No. 6; or of his struggling single 
mother (briefly Paula Poundstone, then Janine 
Ditullo). Comically oversmart kids, comically 
oversmart shit. So, the question itself is a 
stalling and savvy one, and it's what improvisa- 
tion - the motor behind this low- budget joyride 
- is all about. It keeps it going. And, during the 
interview, it eventuates two conversational con- 
dolences with the realization that Home Movies 
didn't keep going: Those characters have child- 
hoods that will, and we're fortunate to laugh 
warmly watching them. - Shawn Badgley 




CALL OF DUTY: FINEST HOUR 

PlayStation2, Xbox, and GameCube 
Activision, $48 

The PC-based hit has now migrated onto console format, and it's yet 
another World War ll-themed first-person shooter. In Finest Hour, you 
fight with the Russian, British, and American armies, which allows for a 
wide array of settings and scenarios, including sniper fire, tank battles, 
open-field engagement, and entrenched urban combat. Finest Hour 
boasts a high degree of realism: Particulars like reload times, weapon 
pick-ups, and practical physical positioning (standing, crouching, or 
prone) will affect your success. The outdoor scenery is fairly nicely real- 
ized, though many of the interior spaces are drab and lack detail. In 
most circumstances you get helpful support from Al squad companions. 
Fortunately you don't have to give them orders, and though you can 
heal them with your own medical kits, this selfless gesture is not gener- 
ally rewarded. Screw band-of-brothers sentimentality and hoard the 
medical kits for yourself. The play is brisk and intense, but a variety of 
easily corrected problems mars the experience. I find it almost impossi- 
ble to kill anyone with a grenade. They can't be thrown at varying dis- 
tances and seem to explode without effect unless they directly hit their 
intended target. There is a certain amount of repetitiveness in the objec- 
tives (protect an ally while he repairs a vehicle, take out a machine gun 
nest), and some of the sequences run way too long without a check- 
point, so you end up repeating introductory, relatively easy segments 
numerous times until you learn how to survive long enough to reach the 
next save point. Still, there's no denying that this eagerly awaited 
release has come through with some serious excitement. - Jeff Hanson

As the Spurs dominate all competitors 
with a solid defensive mindset, Tim Duncan's inside presence and MVP 
abilities, and the gutsy team-first play of Manu Ginobli and Tony Parker, 
so, too, does NBA Live 2005 with strong, realistic graphics, a satisfying 
Dynasty mode, and the best game play on the market. The improved 
Dynasty mode is the way to go here. General manager, owner, coach, 
and player are the positions you fill here, and all must work in tandem 
to bring your hometown the coveted NBA Championship trophy. See how 
well you can handle the salary cap and re-sign free agents as you lead 
your squad into the future. While not quite as addictive as EA Sports' 
ultra-successful Madden franchise, this hoops game will keep you red- 
eyed and bleary all through the night.

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THE NEWS IS OUT THERE

Amid much fanfare, NBC news anchor Tom 
Brokaw retired earlier this month, with Dan 
Rather of CBS announcing he will do the same 
early next year. Prior to all this, ABC's Barbara 
Walters went into semiretirement after a week- 
long shower of hearts and flowers on her day- 
time talk show, The View, and an entertainment 
special. It will be interesting to see what kind 
of send-off Ted Koppel receives. His late night 
news program, Nightline (ABC), has suffered 
from lack of viewers, and it is reportedly on its 
way off the air, also early next year. 

As far as farewells go, expect a quieter, per- 
haps more thoughtful sign-off tonight. After 30 
years as a broadcast journalist, Bill Moyers, 
host of Now With Bill Moyers, is retiring from 
the series after three years. David Brancaccio, 
series co-host and senior editor of NPR's 
Marketplace, replaces Moyers. 

I have to admit that I was not impressed 
with Moyers until Now. Though his previous 
"deep-think" projects on subjects from mythol- 
ogy to modern dance struck me as interesting 
and well-informed, they often lapsed into 
navel-gazing. But my perspective has changed 
over time, and times have changed in a big way. 
I would have never guessed that Moyers would 
be the host of one of the last, if not the only, 
place in free broadcast television that offers a 
thoughtful, multilayered look at the pressing 
issues of the day. And while Brancaccio is a 
suitable replacement, I can't help but wonder: 
Is this the end of an era? If a door is closing, 
doesn't the proverbial window open some- 
where else? If so, will it be a breeze or a stench 
that wafts through? 

For those who have long given up on TV 
news, the answer is obvious. 

"We don't have a vigilant, independent press 
whose interest is the American people," says 
Moyers in an AP article by Frazier Moore pub- 
lished on Dec. 9, and reportedly in his parting 
words in his last episode. "I think my peers in 
commercial television are talented and devoted 
journalists, but they've chosen to work in a 
corporate mainstream that trims their talent to 
fit the corporate nature of American Life." 

But working outside of commercial networks 
is not free of challenges. Federal funding for 
public TV and radio has been a 
favorite target by overzealous leg- 
islators who seek to limit content 
on the public airwaves. So, while 
70-year-old Moyers leaves the air 
for a well-deserved retirement 
(he's off to write a book), it 
comes at a time when public TV 
and radio sit on shaky ground, 
and alternative views on main- 
stream news sources are invisi- 
ble. It stinks, but that doesn't 
mean there aren't other windows to open. 

"We have got to nurture the spirit of inde- 
pendent journalism in this country," says Moyers 
later in Moore's article. And the spirit is there: 
online, in print, and even on TV In addition to 
Now, Amy Goodman's Democracy Now! on cable 
access Channel 16 provides a much-needed 
alternative voice. But it's one thing to watch and 
listen. It's another to "nurture" independent 
journalism. What does that mean to you?

CAPITAL GAINS AND LOSSES 

As students depart and the music scene enters its brief 
winter hibernation, local club owners are cautiously opti- 
mistic about both the passing year and the one ahead. 
"We've managed to keep the bills paid and everybody 
working," says Emo's owner Frank Hendrix. "We're still 
here, so I guess that's good," echoes Red River neighbor 
Woody Wiedeman at Room 710. 

If 2004 wasn't exactly a watershed year for live music 
attendance, most people agree it wasn't any worse than 
2003. "It's a hard call to make," says the Back Room's 
Tammy Moore. "Our crowds thinned out in October and 
November, but have picked up the last couple of weeks." 

Hendrix says business has rebounded considerably since 
Emo's weathered "the worst summer we ever had," which 



he attributes to anxiety over the then-impending election. 
Postelection, the slumping economy continues to take its 
toll on the club scene, according to Moore, as higher ticket 
prices and less discretionary income force fans to be more 
selective about the shows they attend. "I just don't think 
people have the same kind of money they did at one 
time," she says. As a way of temporarily skirting the lack- 
of-funds problem, Hendrix says Emo's has seen a 20% 
increase in credit-card use this year: "That allows them to 
see that show they really can't afford and just deal with it 
when the bill comes." 

Bucking the break-even trend is Headhunters, whose 
2004 sales doubled last year's. "We're solid every day 
now, and it used to be just weekends," says owner Steve 
Ricci. "All the bands say they have a lot of fun here - 
that's really the bottom line." But where Headhunters has 
found success in offering several different types of music, 
across the street at Elysium, just the opposite holds true. 

"Part of our success is catering to the never-ending 
demand for the Eighties," says owner John Wickham. 
Wickham's next-door neighbor, Randall Stockton of 
Beerland, says that although his club saw a little growth 
over 2003, there's plenty out there to concern him. "I'm 
more worried about pending legislation than dwindling crowds." 

For Austin nightclub owners, storm clouds are gathering 
on a couple of fronts. Anti-smoking groups have begun cir- 
culating petitions that could put smoking in bars and 
music venues to a vote in next May's election. Further- 
more, in the legislative session that starts next month, 
state lawmakers may consider raising the gross receipts 
tax on mixed beverages from an already steep 14% and 
revoking the sales tax exemption given to places that 
serve mixed drinks. If both happen, clubs could wind up 
paying nearly a quarter of their income to the state; more 
likely, many places would simply stop serving liquor. "Our 
margin is so slim that it wouldn't behoove us to keep 
liquor on," affirms Stockton. 

Slim margins are a fact of life in the live-music business. 
Club owners are used to it, but that means having to get 
by with almost no wiggle room. Long-term success or fail- 
ure often comes down to how well they do during those 
few hours each day their doors are open. "We're all work- 
ing poor down here," says Room 710's Wiedeman. "We're 
always just focused on being able to open tomorrow." 

DAMAGED 

When word of former Pantera guitarist "Dimebag" 
Darrell Abbott's murder filtered down last Thursday, 
Austinites reacted with varying degrees of shock, grief, and 
numb disbelief. Bartenders at Club de Ville put Pantera's 
Cowboys From Hell on continuous loop that night; Elysium 
regulars, led by bartender Frap, downed numerous toasts 
to Abbott Friday at the club's Eighties prom; and Human 
headlined an impromptu memorial Saturday night at the 
Back Room. "It was pretty emotional," Exit the Sun gui- 
tarist/singer Dan Johnson says. "A bunch of grown men 
crying at the Back Room - you don't see that too often." 

Austinites acquainted with Arlington native Abbott, who 
was shot multiple times while performing with his new band 
Damageplan Dec. 8 in Columbus, Ohio, remembered him 
as friendly and down-to-earth, despite his fearsome metal- 
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"If you think we're nervous, you're right," 
laughed 8V2 Souvenirs guitarist Olivier Giraud, 

shown with singer Chrysta Bell, during the exot- 
ic swing sextet's first show in more than four 
years at the Cactus Cafe Monday night. Giraud's 
father flew all the way from France to be part of 
the packed house that saw the Souvenirs revisit 
their old-world repertoire, including "Happy Feet," 
"Black Trombone," "L'Amour Toujours," and 
Serge Gainsbourg's "Comic Strip." "I forgot 
how much fun this was," Bell said. So did we. 
The group continues their reunion minitour at 
Antone's tonight (Thursday) and the Continental 
Club Friday; unlike the Cactus, there should be 
plenty of room on the dance floor at both.

dude appearance. "I had the honor of meeting Dimebag 
about a year ago," says Redrum manager Mike Boudreau. 
"I found him to be a kind man and a warm spirit." 

"It was always a treat to see the Abbott brothers around 
town, acting like normal people and having a good time," 
Powderburn guitarist Ken Lockman posted on the band's 
Web site. "They were always extremely nice to talk to." 

"He was humble as he could be," says KLBJ-FM deejay 
Johnny Walker. "You'd tell him how great his band was, 
and he'd just nod his head and say thanks." Among other 
things, Abbott's murder has members of Austin's metal 
community rethinking their opinions of club security. "For 
the first time, it's made me think getting patted down at 
every club you go to is a good thing," Johnson says. "I hope 
they stiffen up security at shows," adds Terrible Palsy 
guitarist Johnny Hollywood. "If they don't, they're stupid." 

Abbott's death is bound to have far-reaching implica- 
tions, from the hoped-for increased security to possible 
higher insurance premiums for clubs, but the biggest by far 
is that musicians must now face the unsettling reality of 
simultaneously being performers and potential targets. "It 
worries me a little," admits Johnson. "I've got some crazy 
people in my life. You never know what they might do."

Crooked Rain Crooked Rain: 
LA. 's Desert Origins (Matador) 

1994 's Crooked Rain Crooked Rain crystal- 
lizes a time when bands could get by just fine 
playing for beer money and sleeping on floors, 
just before the alternative revolution turned 
this world inside out. It brushed Pavement up 
against the mainstream - the first and only 
time they did so - thanks to minor radio hit 
"Cut Your Hair" and Stephen Malkmus' lyrical 
jabs at Smashing Pumpkins and Stone Temple 
Pilots, but within the ever-insular college-radio 
community, it was an unqualified smash. More 
cohesive and accessible than debut LP 
Slanted and Enchanted, it lives on in patches 
of Wilco's Yankee Hotel Foxtrot and 
Radiohead's "National Anthem," which cribs 
its buzzing riff wholesale from "Hit the Plane 
Down." (It also struck a huge diminished 
chord locally, inspiring a long list of bands, 
including Fivehead, Okkervil River, Moonlight 
Towers, and Zykos.) Malkmus is Oscar Wilde in 
a CBGB shirt, a heavy-lidded poet of band life 
for whom no detail is too minor, no aside too 
superfluous. His perpetual bemusement with 
music-industry machinations drives the album. 
Raucous "Unfair" is a sarcastic small-town 
take on the LA. scene, "Cut Your Hair" a pris- 
tine send-up of indie stereotypes, and "Gold 
Soundz" glitters on the memorable line, "So 
drunk in the August sun, and you're the kind 




of girl I like." No matter what they're playing at 
any given moment - moseying country on 
"Range Life," despondent fuzz on "Fillmore 
Jive," assertive jangle -rock on "Elevate Me 
Later" - Malkmus' laid-back bandmates are 
reliably in the pocket. (Check groovy Dave 
Grusin fan letter "5 - 4 = Unity.") The second 
disc of bonus tracks - all 36 of them! - is 
predictably unpredictable, gems like "Raft," 
"Kennel District," and "Fucking Righteous" 
strewn among outtakes, alternates, and goofs. 
"It's a brand-new era, but I came too late," 
drolls Malkmus on the whispery "Newark 
Wilder." Almost. Now, as then, Crooked Rain 
Crooked Rain arrives just in time.

THE KINKS 

Are the Village Green 
Preservation Society 
(Sanctuary) 

When the rest of 
rock & roll had sympa- 
thy for the devil, the 
Kinks were asking God 
to save "china cups 
and virginity." In 1968, Electric Ladyland and 
Beggars Banquet amped toward burning guitars 
and Altamont, but Ray Davies turned away from 
the power chords of "You Really Got Me" and 
produced a flop, making the deliberately non- 
commercial Village Green Preservation Society. 
Writing Village Green during his four-year ban 
from America, Davies contradicted the literal 
British invasion by paying anthemic homage to 
"the last of the good old fashion steam-powered 
trains," Davies' own anti-Industrial Revolution 
coming in wryly scattered memories of "Big Sky" 
nature and unforgotten friendship ("Do You 
Remember Walter?"). His songwriting is 
"Sherlock Holmes English-speaking vernacular" - 
British humour and peculiarity unguided by any 
American laugh track. At a time when it's in style 
to be out of fashion, Sanctuary Records has reis- 
sued what's now considered the Kinks' definitive 
project via a 3-CD package, including the original 
mono 15-track release, a stereo mix of it, and 
many outtakes that did not make the original 
cut, like "Days" and "Lavender Hill." This hefty 
set mainly for the Kinks collector arrives just in 
time for the popular Kinks renaissance, when 
even Green Day's new album alludes to Davies 
and director Wes Anderson promises another 
revival of the vivid quirk and comic-book fantastic 
that makes Village Green so definitively Kinky. 
Village Green is an allegorical tale of cartoonish 
nostalgia, resembling the picturesque spirit of 
Harry Nilsson's The Point It's a musical "Picture 
Book" of an imaginary "Animal Farm," a yester- 
day looking prettier through green-colored glass- 




es. No one wrote songs like Ray Davies. His 
characteristic irony - the coupling of lyrics about 
loss with chirpy playground music - is something 
modern-day bands like Belle & Sebastian can 
only attempt. "What more can we do?" Be your 
own Kinks Preservation Society. "Flock to tour 
the Village Green." It's a pretty scene.

THE AVENGERS 

The American in Me (DBK Works) 
PENELOPE HOUSTON 
WITH PAT JOHNSON 

The Pale Green Girl (DBK Works) 

Key figures in the development of left-coast 
punk, the Avengers' take-no-prisoners template 
rings loud and clear in Penelope Houston's brash 
vocals, emulated by spiritual descendants like 
Kathleen Hanna. Unfortunately, the San Francisco 
quartet left little recorded history. The closest 
thing to a definitive item remains the band's 
posthumous 1981 self-titled LR which is out of 
print (CD-Rs can be ordered at www.penelope.net). 
The American in Me features four unearthed stu- 
dio recordings from 1978 and eight songs from 
the band's third-to-last show the following year.

Hearing the primal, Oedipal utterings of 
Malcolm Mooney, it's easy to imagine the 
onstage nervous breakdown that led to the 
singer's exiting Can after only one album. 
1969's Monster Movie is a razor-sharp, fren- 
zied assault that stands as Can's most typical- 
ly rock & roll work in a career spent redefining 
the convention. The German fivepiece featured 
a former free-jazz drummer, Jaki Liebezeit, 
whose unyielding lock-groove rhythms firmly 
tethered the dissonant compositional impulses 
of keyboardist Irmin Schmidt and bassist 
Holger Czukay, both disciples of modern clas- 
sical anarchist Karlheinz Stockhausen. Second 
album Soundtracks comprised pieces written 
for obscure German arthouse films of the peri- 
od. It was recorded shortly before Mooney left 
the band (including his career highlight "She 
Brings the Rain"), and in the wake of his 
departure. Improbably, these pieces represent 
the closest Can ever got to pop song struc- 
ture. "Mother Sky" is arguably the group's 
magnum opus, and it resides here in its full, 
15-minute glory. Damo Suzuki's stoned vocals 
border on narcoleptic, setting the mood for 
Karoli's screechy guitar fills, not to the men- 
tion the epic battle between Schmidt's abra- 
sively dissonant synthesizer and Czukay's run- 




away freight-line bass. The following year's 
Tago-Mago is the altar to which a generation 
of art-rockers can only bow to. Liebezeit is a 
force of nature throughout, steadily propelling 
the back-masked indigo groove of "Oh Yeah" 
and the spasmodic "Mushroom." Even Miles 
Davis never achieved the flights of fancy found 
on 17-minute Afrocentric space-funk master- 
piece "Hallejuwah." The lengthy "Aumgn" and 
"Peking 0" are hypercreative burnt offerings to 
the Teutonic space gods. 1973's Ege Bamyasi 
brought a more tense, pronounced jazz influ- 
ence, as well as a German chart-topping sin- 
gle in "Spoon." Tighter perhaps, but Ege 
Bamyasi was also more playful, and just as 
restlessly creative. These remasters have been 
a long time coming, and Super Audio compat- 
ibility is an added bonus.

The raw, unsweetened 
versions of American 
anthems "We Are the 
One" and "The 
American in Me" hold 
their own with the origi- 
nal versions without 
eclipsing them. The live 
recording is from a 
poor-quality soundboard tape, but the sense that 
the band is unraveling is preserved. There's a 
distinctively mournful tone in Houston's voice as 
she soldiers through gut-bombs like "Misery 
(Finger on the Trigger)" and "Time to Die," offi- 
cially released here for the first time. While not 
quite essential listening, the dearth of Avengers 
recordings makes every scrap count. With any 
justice, The Pale Green Girl should draw more 
attention to Houston's post-Avengers work. 
Utilizing a languid, electric folk pastiche vaguely 
reminiscent of the Byrds, Houston and instru- 
mental e-man Pat Johnson negotiate the com- 
plexities of love and pain with a directness that 
could only come from Houston having cut her 
lyrical teeth on punk rock. The soundtrack for a 
film that hasn't been made, these songs 
approach relationships with a battle-scarred 
pragmatism, refusing to fall into co-dependency 
("Hole"), acknowledging that splitting up doesn't 
herald the apocalypse ("Bottom Line"), and 
exalting in moving onward and upward ("Flight 
609"). Houston's rendition of John Cale's 
"Buffalo Ballet" is a magnificent closing senti- 
ment. The Pale Green Girl's slightly unfinished 
veneer leaves that much more room for listeners 
to build their own unique impressions.

THE CLASH 

London Calling:

When it comes to 
crafting a career-mak- 
ing, era-defining rock 
masterpiece, an album Rolling Stone called the 
best of the Eighties despite its November 1979 
release, it helps to hire a complete maniac as 
producer. Such was the case when the Clash, at 
loose ends after the tight but stiff Give 'Em 
Enough Rope, stumbled across Guy Stevens, 
Who consort, London scenester, and certified 
raving lunatic. Stevens' preferred method of pro- 
ducing, as seen on the DVD's The Last 
Testament documentary, was flinging ladders, 
destroying chairs, raving incoherently, and other- 
wise intimidating these four neighborhood kids 
into making the album of their lives. First, they 
spent the summer holed up in a room above a 
former rubber factory called, of all things, Vanilla 
Studios. Then, London's enduring legacy of class 
frustration and musical miscegenation came 
pouring out, spawning well-sculpted screeds 
"Hateful," "Rudie Can't Fail," "Clampdown," 
"Death or Glory," and "I'm Not Down," to name 
but a few. Amazingly, out of 19 songs, only two 
or three feel less than whole. That wasn't always 
true. "The Vanilla Tapes," disc two of Sony's lav- 
ish three-disc repackaging (London Calling was 
already reissued once, in 2000), plots the 
album's genesis via instrumentals, rough drafts, 
and toss-offs like Hank Williams homage 
"Lonesome Me." Sketchy sound quality, to be 
sure, but its rawness makes the final product 
that much more impressive. "Lost in the

If Grant McLennan and Robert Forster have 
lost a step and half-step on 2000's The 
Friends of Rachel Worth and 2003's Bright 
Yellow Bright Orange, their recombination has 
only reinvigorated the Go-Betweens brand. 
Brisbane, Australia's rootsy pure pop hops are 
newly revisited at the heart of the group's cat- 
alog, LPs four, five, and six, each with an 
attendant second disc of bonus materials that 
relive the salad years of Aussies like Hunters 
& Collectors, the Church, and the Hoodoo 
Gurus. The Go-Betweens' Cure influences 
were wearing off, but still in effect on 1986's 
Liberty Belle and the Black Diamond Express, 
the upbeat strum of steel strings cascading 
over Robert Vickers' Motown basslines and 
Lindy Morrison's long run drums. Opening 
cleanser "Spring Rain" sets the Liberty Belle 
standard, even if the ample hooks of the 
band's best fall at intervals instead of one 
constant downpour. The moody sangfroid of 
"Twin Layers of Lightning" charges the echo- 
ing, New Wave romanticism of "In the Core of 
a Flame." The second disc doesn't correct 
Belle's slight deficiencies, but the sterling pop 
mockery of "Don't Let Him Come Back" and 
CD-ROM videos are true bonuses. Tallulah 
(1987) is tight, confident - the sound of a 
band hitching its trousers - but essayists 
Robert Christgau and Carola Dibbell's loving 
claims aside, she's still a bit thin. Violin/oboe 
siren Amanda Brown's added warmth grounds 
another perfect opener, "Right Here," witty 
video et al., but there's simply not enough "I

"Kerouac" beats the LP edit by a mile. 16 
Lovers Lane returns the boys and girls back to 
Sydney the following year, songs dipped in the 
wistful happiness/melancholy at the close of 
an era and dawn of another one. Mojo's 
Andrew Male provides equally rousing liner 
notes about this "indie Rumors" and its pair of 
band romances providing the marinade for a 
rich brew of ebullience and ache.

"Wrong 'Em Boyo" demonstrates the durability of 
the Stagger Lee myth, "Spanish Bombs" and 
"The Card Cheat" the group's grasp of rock 
grandeur, and "Train in Vain" that Mick Jones 
could write a great, rootsy pop song. If, as Joe 
Strummer sings, "He who fucks nuns will later 
join the church," London Calling takes the Clash 
from fornicators to clergy in about 65 minutes.

It's easy to drop a 
pencil on post-punk's 
ground zero, where 
heavy metal met disco, 
and draw a line outward: Almost any trajectory 
will take you to a Ministry project. That's the 
point of Rykodisc's Early Trax, a compilation of 
the band's Eighties-era 12-inch singles. The 
brainchild of Cuban-born, Chicago-based Al 
Jourgensen, Ministry began as a synth-laden stu- 
dio outfit and almost immediately spun off the 
Revolting Cocks into the industrial avant-garde. 
On Early Trax, you'd be hard-pressed to distin- 
guish "Every Day Is Halloween" from any stan- 
dard dance club mix, but there it is: mid-Eighties 
Ministry sounding as innocuous and perky as 
late-Seventies Boney M. Still, it's a delight hear- 
ing Ministry's Eighties singles ("I'm Falling," 
"Overkill") picking up momentum and weight 
until songs like 1984's "He's Angry" and "Move" 




deliver their menacing counterpunch. The com- 
panion disc, Side Trax, highlights Jourgensen's 
side projects. Some, like Austin's short-lived 
Buck Satan & the 666 Shooters, vanished in a 
heroin haze. Others, such as Pailhead (with 
Fugazi's Ian MacKaye), 1000 Homo DJs (with 
Trent Reznor and Jello Biafra), PTP (with Chris 
Connelly), and Acid Horse (with Cabaret Voltaire) 
sound like Ministry with guest vocalists. Potent 
stuff. Jourgensen's expansive vision makes 1000 
Homo DJs' "Apathy" as vital as Acid Horse's "No 
Name No Slogan," and PTP's "Show Me Your 
Spine" (from RoboCop) as arresting as 
Pailhead's brutal "No Bunny." What's most 
intriguing is that Jourgensen, one of the extraor- 
dinarily gifted composers and producers in the 
rock pantheon, seems to have an endless cata- 
log of past, present, and future projects. And 
he's still busy connecting the dots.

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CD/DVD Sandbox isn't a "greatest hits," but 
rather a travelogue through Sandman's musical 
vision. Compiled by his Morphine bandmates 
Dana Colley and Billy Conway, all 31 previously 
unreleased tracks are connected by his smooth 
baritone. It's a voice that was adaptable to lus- 
cious cocktail jazz, beat noir rambles, country 
rock, and raw blues, and Sandbox does a mar- 
velous job of spotlighting his many sides. Besides 
tracks recorded with Morphine and Treat Her 
Right, the set includes his work with lesser- 
known groups like the Pale Brothers, which 
included well-known Boston based mandolin 
player Jimmy Ryan, and Sandman's solo work as 
well. Not everything is memorable, but "Mona's 
Sister" and "Some Other Dog" stand out as typi- 
cally shadowy blues from Treat Her Right, along 
with the anthemic country of the Pale Brothers' 
"Patience," Morphine's driving "Tomorrow," and 
the solo and somber "Imaginary Song." Fans of 
any Sandman project are sure to find this collec- 
tion a treasure trove, while the uninitiated will be 
enthralled at his multifaceted talent. The DVD 
collects performances at a variety of Boston 
clubs, some special moments offstage - includ- 
ing a bit that features him walking in Austin - 
and a section on Sandman's artwork.

BOBBY DARIN 

Aces Back to Back! (Hyena) 

Tis the season for Bobby Darin. One of sever- 
al products concurrent with Kevin Spacey's new 
biopic of the crooner, Aces Back to Back isn't 
the place for Darin neophytes to start. That said, 
this piecemeal CD/DVD is a fascinating and 
sometimes dazzling souvenir of Darin's final 
years. The majority of Aces is comprised of per- 
formances from Darin's NBC variety show, which 
premiered in 
1972 as a sum- 
mer replacement 
for The Dean 
Martin Show. 
Despite the anti- 
septic television 
mix of these 
recordings, Darin 
and his band 
squeeze more 
energy than you'd imagine out of contemporary 
hits like Frankie Valli's "Can't Take My Eyes Off 
You," Neil Diamond's "Song Sung Blue," and 
even Gilbert O'Sullivan's bathetic "Alone Again 
(Naturally)." Petula Clark also drops by for a duet 
of "All I Have to Do Is Dream." It's a testament 
to Darin's vocal versatility that none of these 
gaudy, showroom -styled covers fall flat. Darin's 
own classic "Beyond the Sea" gets the full-on 
ham treatment here, diverging into a silly but fun 
medley at the end. Different versions of "If I 
Were a Carpenter" and the antiwar "Sing a Song 
of Freedom" are culled from a deleted 1969 live 
recording. The latter represented a somewhat 
bold assertion for Darin, who relied on well- 
starched high-rollers - not left-leaning youth - to 
pay his bills. The lazy country grooves of "Jive" 
and "Long Time Movin'" offer a rare and com- 
pelling glimpse at Darin's so-called "lost" years, 
while the demo version of "Dream Lover" recasts 
the hit in a more heartfelt, vulnerable light. The 
accompanying DVD features variety show footage 
along with raw film from an unfinished documen- 
tary about Darin's 1966 return to the stage after 
a three-year sabbatical. Sure, it's ego-laden 
schmaltz, but in the hands of an expert with 
more than enough weapons to back it up, you 
won't mind a bit.

JEFF BUCKLEY 

Grace: Legacy Edition (Sony) 

Jeff Buckley's relationship to music wasn't a 
casual love affair, but rather an all-encompassing 
obsession that probably made the 30-year-old 
musician a difficult person to be around before 
he drowned in 1997. 
That passion blankets 
his only proper studio 
album, Grace, which 
showcased Buckley's 
ear for epic, lush 
arrangements and an 
operatic vocalization 
that defies genre. On 
this, Grace's three-disc, 10th anniversary 
"Legacy Edition," the singer's abiding devotion to 
his art is even more evident thanks to the care- 
fully chosen tracks spanning time and genre so 
as to reveal all the dimensions of his love. The 
bonus disc opens with "Forget Her," a desperate, 
broken track so powerful it's shocking it didn't 
make it onto the final cut of the original release. 
It's a deeply personal, moving song that under- 
scores the tragedy of his passing. There are 
more than a few covers in here, too, running the 
genre gamut from Hank Williams to Bukka White 
and Nina Simone, all of them revealing his joy 
for different musical styles. The disc closes with 
the ethereal "Dream Brother (Nag Champa 
Mix)." Mostly instrumental and accented with 
tabla and harmonium, the song features 
Buckley's voice floating over the track, like the 
smoke drifting from the tip of an incense stick. 
The only sour note can be found on the DVD, 
which features five videos, only two of which are 
proper videos; the others are merely bits cobbled 
together from behind-the-scenes tour video and 
promotional film clips. It cheapens the reverent 
feel of the release. Fortunately, the music is 
powerful enough to rise above.

NICK DRAKE 

Made to Love Magic (Island) 

Like Jeff Buckley, UK folk martyr Nick Drake 
was barely a blip on the pop-culture radar when 
he died in 1974 at the age of 26. Nevertheless, 
his desolate influence has infiltrated the work of 
contemporary artists like Elliott Smith and Josh 
Ritter, not to mention the wallets of those who 
buy Volkswagens. 
It's not just com- 
modity culture 
spawning Drake's 
cult of personality, 
though. His angelic 
beauty and breathy 
vocals are enough 
to inspire lifelong 
devotion, and his 
haunting, ethereal 
lyrics are arresting. The sad fact is that Drake 
was a very sad young man, no more so than on 
his song "Magic," from which this collection of 
rarities, remixes, and one recently discovered 
song ("Tow the Line"), derives its title. "I was 
born to love no one, no one to love me, only the 
wind in the long green grass ... I was born to sail 
away, into a land of forever," he sings on 
"Magic." It's deeply saddening, given the way he 
drifted out of life, yet the whimsy of the string 
and wind arrangements draw attention away 
from the depressing subject matter. "River Man" 
is an intimate performance reminiscent of his 
third and final LR 1972's killing Pink Moon, and 
evokes the feel that Drake is in the corner play- 
ing just for you, telling the story of his life in 




The Centennial Collection 



The primary reason for purchasing any of 
the six titles in Bluebird/BMG's Centennial 
Collection is the DVD half of these two-disc 
sets. That's not to say that the music by these 
half-dozen influential jazz and popular artists - 
three of whom have centennial birth dates this 
year - isn't enjoyable and/or important, it's 
simply that the vast majority of it has been 
routinely repackaged and reissued over the 
years. We often forget there was a time when 
jazz, in particular, swing, was the popular 
music of America and these individual sets are 
certainly worth an investment as excellent 
primers to our pre-rock-&-roll culture. Indeed, 
there are some musical jewels here - even for 
the cognoscenti. Most precious are two previ- 
ously unreleased live 1941 radio broadcasts 
from the Blanton -Webster edition of Duke 
Ellington's Orchestra. There are also unre- 
leased live tracks on the Glenn Miller set. 
The Fats Waller medley from an obscure 
1938 NBC broadcast is a pure delight, and 
the Gene Krupa All-Stars on the Benny 
Goodman disc swing with a vengeance. 
Saxophone giant Coleman Hawkins is well- 
represented on a 1929-64 sampling of his 
canon bookended by two versions of his mas- 
terpiece, "Body and Soul." The real attraction 
is the virtually unseen DVD clips, which are 
endlessly fascinating for both their musical 
content and kitsch appeal. Most were culled 
from Hollywood -produced feature films and 
shorts, the latter being the equivalent of 
today's music videos. The Ellington segments 
are fabulous, featuring the orchestra's viva- 
cious singer Ivey Anderson, twirling lindy-hop- 
pers, and, in a cameo, the teenaged Billie 
Holiday. To actually see Fats Waller perform is 




to understand why he was so popular in his 
day. Benny Goodman is the best represented 
with clips spanning 1939 Hollywood to the tel- 
evised 1963 Belgium Jazz Festival, while the 
Artie Shaw DVD has an interview from 2001. 
In terms of musical integrity, the three 
Coleman Hawkins videos are priceless. Taken 
from Fifties TV (two extremely rare, short-lived, 
Newark-produced TV programs and CBS' 
nationally televised The Sound of Jazz), the 
clips capture the smoky ambiance of an 
authentic jam session. Hawkins is a regal 
presence, clearly in his element, stretching 
out and blowing with his all-star colleagues, 
most memorably trading licks with prime com- 
petitor Lester Young. Unlike the more dazzling 
Hollywood sessions that are clearly for mass 
entertainment's sake, these videos put you 
uptown at a front table of Minton's.

This track and "Mayfair," a similar 
account of life in London, were recorded in 
Robert Kirby's Cambridge flat in 1968. An early 
collaborator of Drake's, Kirby retro-fitted the 
string arrangements for "Magic" and "Time of No 
Reply." The disc ends with the last song Drake 
ever recorded, "Tow the Line," which sounds like 
what we've come to expect from a Nick Drake 
tune, darkness lurking on the margins. It's a 
shadow cast by a talent lost, and the sadness is 
hard to shake, no matter how good it hurts.

GEORGE JONES 

50 Years of Hits (Bandit) 

In a year where a no-talent like Kenny 
Chesney was awarded Entertainer of the Year at 
the Country Music Awards and goofballs Big & 
Rich attempted to unite rap and country with a 
nasty guffaw, it's 
heartening to troll 
through the 3-CD 50 
Years of Hits. Like the 
liner notes assert, 
"This collection will 
remind you what 
great country music 
is all about." If any- 
one alive can achieve 
that task, it's "01 Possum" - George Jones - 
regarded by most as the finest vocalist in coun- 
try's recorded history. With one song from each 
of the 50 years Jones has been recording, the 
singer's label Bandit has done a magnificent job 
of cross-licensing the catalog, although they 
acknowledge they weren't able to work out a 
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deal for Jones' late-Sixties hits. Instead, re- 
recordings of "Walk Through This World With 
Me," "She's Mine," "I'll Share My World With 
You," and "A Good Year for the Roses" have been 
substituted for the originals. Their absence is 
regrettable, but the remakes are strong and the 
originals are hardly missed. The rest is glorious, 
from 1955's hillbilly "Why Baby Why" to a rous- 
ing version of "Amazing Grace" from last year's 
The Gospel Collection and all hits in between. 
Some think Jones' career peaked around 1980, 
after "He Stopped Loving Her Today," making 
roughly half of what's here superfluous. But he 
continued to have moments of brilliance on 
duets with Merle Haggard ("Yesterday's Wine") 
and Randy Travis ("A Few Ole Country Boys"), as 
well as the title track to the masterpiece "The 
Cold Hard Truth" from 2000. The Jones box set 
from 1994 does a more complete job of explor- 
ing his musical legacy, which makes this collec- 
tion less than essential, but it's an admirable 
overview of the man's greatness nevertheless.

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Garcia Band. Evolving out of early Seventies col- 
laborations with keyboardist and fellow Bay area 
dweller Merle Saunders that included the free- 
wheeling Legions of Mary, the JGB coalesced by 
the middle of the decade and continued with its 
revolving personnel until Garcia's untimely death 
in 1995. JGB provided an avenue where the gui- 
tarist could escape the bright lights of the Dead's 
massive popularity and afforded him the luxury of 
playing in more relaxed, intimate settings. This 3- 
CD-long concert from early 1980 is a sterling 
example of what the JGB was all about: Jerry 
Garcia, backed by a simple rhythm section (his 
longtime bassist John Kahn being one-half of 
that tandem), jamming on some of his favorite 
tunes at a slow-medium tempo. There's only one 
song here associated with the Dead, a 15- 
minute long "Sugaree" to open the show and 
another original he co-wrote with lyricist Robert 
Hunter. The rest are choice covers by the likes of 
Dylan, Allen Toussaint, Peter Rowan, and Jimmy 
Cliff, songs that appeared on his various solo 
albums and remained active in his repertoire. In 
that regard, Garcia was like a jazz musician who 
retains an affinity for certain tunes while continu- 
ally exploring their harmonic structure and con- 
stantly reinterpreting them in live performance. 
This is best exemplified on a lengthy, brilliant 
extrapolation of J.J. Cale's anthem, "After 
Midnight," replete with a beautifully seamless 
instrumental rendering of "Eleanor Rigby" tucked 
neatly inside along the way. On a good night and 
under the right conditions, Garcia could be sim- 
ply magical. This was one of those nights.

JOHNNY WINTER 

Second Winter: Legacy Edition 
(Columbia/Legacy) 

Originally released in 1969 as a three-sided 
double LP - yes, the fourth side was blank - 
Second Winter is a blues landmark of the era. 
Less psychedelic than what passed for blues- 
rock at the time, i.e., Hendrix and Cream, it's 
referred to as "power blues" by Austin bassist 
Tommy Shannon, later of Double Trouble. Truth 
be told, it had more in common with bands like 
Ten Years After and Mountain, where attitude 
seems more important than taking the music to 
new places. Back then, Beaumont, Texas-born 
Johnny Winter and Alvin Lee appeared to be in a 
race to see who could get the most notes down 
on tape without regard to whether said notes 
actually spoke to anyone. Flash forward 35 years 
and Legacy has spiffed up Second Winter in a 2- 
CD set with remastered sound. It still sounds a 
little thin, though Winter's inspired take on 
Dylan's "Highway 
61" remains the 
album's standout 
track. Also added 
are a couple of 
inconsequential 
cuts left over from 
the original 
recording dates. 
The real news 
here is the inclusion of Live at Royal Albert Hall, 
a previously unreleased recording from April 
1970. Now this is blues-rock! While repeating 
none of the tracks from Second Winter, save for 
Chuck Berry's "Johnny B. Goode," Winter and the 
same band from the album, including his brother 
Edgar, lay everything in their wake to waste. 
Winter original "Black Cat Bone" finds Johnny at 
his signifying best on slide, while "Tell the Truth" 
demonstrates his high energy soul side with 
exhilarating results. It's important to note that 
the live disc includes of the first recording of 
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Edgar Winter's "Frankenstein," which illustrates 
the instru mental's beginnings as a showcase for 
the group's many talents and is a very different 
monster than the classic rock staple.

WIRE 

Wire on the Box: 1979 (Pink Flag) 

After chopping punk rock down to its artsy 
bones on 1977's scalding Pink Flag, Wire went 
in the other direction on the following year's 
Chairs Missing, adding sinew, gristle, and 
melody, building unexpected sonic layers from 
the ground up. Wire on the Box: 1979, the first 
in a series of archival releases on Wire's own 
Pink Flag label, catches the band in a perform- 
ance months after Chairs Missing, though in typ- 
ical fashion the 
band had already 
moved on to the 
material from their 
third LR 154. The 
performance, cap- 
tured here on both 
audio and a frus- 
tratingly unchap- 
tered DVD, is a 
wonderful historical document from Valentine's 
Day 1979 on the German Rockpalast television 
show. An added bonus is a quirky/contemplative 
20-minute group interview by Alan Bangs. 
Unfortunately, the performance itself proves the 
ever-restless group's motto: You can never go 
back. Without the bold psychedelic flourishes of 
the Mike Thome-produced Chairs Missing, which 
heralded the likes of Joy Division as well as the 
entire New Wave, this rather skeletal set rings 
hollow. "I Feel Mysterious Today" isn't so myste- 
rious without the atmospheric incantations. Set 
opener "Another the Letter" smokes furiously, but 
the Kraftwerkian synth barrage is noticeable in 
its absence. On the plus side, the performance 
brims with punch and fire (akin to 2002's La 
Zona Rosa clinic), and with decent fidelity to 
boot. Primary frontman Colin Newman sounds as 
though he's going to explode on "Practice Makes 
Perfect." Bassist Graham Lewis barks sharply 
back to Newman, and throws in his own more 
pensive vocals for good measure. "Mercy," with 
its reversible-suction momentum, builds to an 
impressive Newman-sloganeered crescendo that 
surpasses the original version. All of which 
makes On the Box invaluable for Wire heads and 
post-punk aficionados, but there are far better 
points of entry into this resilient group's out- 
standing oeuvre.

Von (One Little Indian) 

Before the new millennial grandeur of Agaetis 
Byrjun and follow-up glacial glyph ( ), Icelandic 
rocket scientists Sigur Ros convened on the 
12th moon of Cygnus X-l for an exorcism.

Realizing his towering influence was needed 
to counteract the devastating effects of 
HIV/AIDS, Nelson Mandela asked the 
Eurythmics' David Stewart to use 46664 - the 
prison number South Africa's apartheid gov- 
ernment tried unsuccessfully for 20 years to 
reduce Mandela to - for a new global initiative 
to counteract the tragedy. Killing more people 
than both World Wars combined, HIV/AIDS is 
history's worst disaster. The pandemic is espe- 
cially brutal in Africa, home to 70% of the 
world's afflicted adults, and 80% of the 
globe's infected children. Stewart asked Joe 
Strummer to write lyrics, which he did before 
his untimely death last year, and with Bono's 
help Stewart finished "46664 (Long Walk to 
Freedom)." Queen's Brian May and Roger 
Taylor joined, and soon a simple number 
became a recording project, and then a sold- 
out concert of 40,000 late last year in South 
Africa. The conceit's subtitle, "The Event," 
may seem bold, but not since Live Aid has 
there been such support and talent for such a 
worthy cause. Concert organizers and South 
African stars were joined by Paul Oakenfold, 
Yusuf Islam (Cat Stevens), Angelique Kidjo, 
Peter Gabriel, Jimmy Cliff, Ms. Dynamite, 
Beyonce, Bob Geldof, Eurythmics, Youssou 
N'Dour, the Corrs, Anastacia, and U2's Edge 
and Bono. To raise awareness and funds, 
46664 has put together an excellent docu- 
ment of this extraordinary concert, available 
on two DVDs or three CDs. Both formats are 



worthy, but the event's gravity translates better 
visually, where the smiles and tears can be 
seen as well as heard. Like most music DVDs, 
there are far too many edits, but extra fea- 
tures (artist interviews, AIDS survivor docu- 
mentaries) and highlights - the Soweto Gospel 
choir singing "Bohemian Rhapsody," a grand 
piano/acoustic guitar rendering of the 
Eurythmics' "Here Comes the Rain," Yusuf 
Islam and Peter Gabriel doing "Wild World" - 
more than make up for it.

mos. Then the screaming begins. The lunatic is 
on the prowl. The howling wind "Leit a Lifi," the 
falling rain of "Dogun" - whatever worlds these 
prog trawlers have discovered, the elemental 
conclusion is distinctly organic.

It's difficult to gauge music that is, by Brian 
Eno's own definition, as "ignorable as it is inter- 
esting." Yet with the proper balance and ear, the 
straddling of ambient music's fine line can be 
the most enriching of all musical experiences. 
Take Ambient 2: The Plateaux of Mirror, Eno's 
1980 collaboration with pianist Harold Budd. 
Budd's deliberate, impressionistic melodies open 
the gate to a world of colors, textures, and 
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images. The moody sound sculptures Eno builds 
by treating and overlaying Budd's piano refract 
the emotion of the original melody, causing a 
prism effect. The result is wet with connotation; 
a panacea for 
a dim day or 
the conduit for 
a floodgate of 
buried sensa- 
tions. It's the 
furthering of 
an aesthetic 
Eno launched 
in 1975, when 
he emerged 
from his glam- 
rock cocoon with the minimalist landmark, 
Discreet Music. The method is madness: A pair 
of simple melodies of different duration fed 
through a customized digital echo system, left 
alone to repeat save for the occasional adjusting 
of timbre. The resultant soft melodic lines fade 
into the background only to reemerge as new 
and wonderful combinations wafting through the 
thick, contemplative air. The oft-discussed 
Ambient 1: Music for Airports (1978) is similar, a 
gentle piano melody decaying into the sunset. 
Angelic voices come into focus, only to softly 
fade and shift. With 1982's Ambient 4: On Land, 
Eno made his most pure ambient album, an 
intermingling of sampled atmospheric field 
recordings and ominous, synthesized drones. 
Ambient 4 is a musical roadmap of locations Eno 
visited, in reality or his subconscious. It was ter- 
rain later expanded on by dark ambient and New 
Age composers such as Robert Rich, Steve 
Roach, and the mighty Zoviet France. A moment 
of silence for Mr Eno!

In November, the Federation of American Scientists revealed the existence of a recent U.S. 
Air Force-paid study of psychic teleportation prepared by true-believing Nevada physicist Eric 
Davis, who wrote that moving oneself from location to location through mind powers is "quite 
real and can be controlled." An Air Force Research Lab spokesman defended his agency's use of 
UFO and spoon-bending reports and Soviet and Chinese studies of psychics, telling USA Today, 
"If we don't turn over stones, we don't know if we have missed something." 



LEAD STORY 

Despite a $7.5 million budget deficit, the 
city of Berkeley, Calif., bought a 40-foot-long 
refrigerated trailer last year for the sole pur- 
pose of storing shopping carts that had been 
commandeered by homeless people for their 
"stuff" but then abandoned. According to a 
November 2004 report in the San Francisco 
Chronicle, the city says the freezer prevents 
vermin infestation while authorities wait (up to 
90 days) for the "owners" to reclaim their 
belongings. Critics of the program said the 
city should just confiscate the shopping carts, 
most of which had been stolen from mer- 
chants in the first place and almost all of 
which are never claimed anyway. 

ELECTION ROUNDUP 

In underreported November election returns: 
Notorious Florida radio shock jock Bubba "the 
Love Sponge" Clem lost his race for Pinellas 
County sheriff, and his Tampa radio competitor 
"Dave the Dwarf" Flood lost for a conserva- 
tion-panel seat (but each got nearly 30 per- 
cent of the vote). The mayor of Arvin, Calif., 
Juan Olivares, was arrested the day before 
polls opened, charged with child molesting. 
(Voters ousted him.) Peter Stevenson, losing 
candidate for Vermont lieutenant governor, 
appeared at the only televised debate with a 
fake arrow through his head and blood on his 
clothes. Bruce Borders won, becoming the 
Indiana General Assembly's only Elvis imper- 
sonator. Losing Pennsylvania congressional 
candidate Arthur Farnsworth, who ran on an 
anti-tax platform, was arrested three days after 
the election for tax evasion. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

In 1998, a New York jury said Kenneth H. 
Payne murdered a man, but the state's high- 
est court set him free in October 2004, with 
no strings attached. The jury had convicted 
him of "depraved indifference" murder (reject- 
ing "intentional" murder), but the Court of 
Appeals said the circumstances of the crime 
better fit the latter rather than the former. 
Noting that state prosecutors have often used 
"depraved indifference" as a crutch for juries 
that might be reluctant to call a murder 
"intentional," the court decided to send dis- 
trict attorneys a message by essentially giving 
Payne a free murder. 

MORE SCENES OF THE SURREAL 

1) According to an October Reuters dis- 
patch, Afghan women are being vigorously 



recruited for the police force even though 
there are still no female uniforms, and the 
crews being trained by the United States wear 
their everyday jewelry, accessories, stockings, 
high heels, and brightly colored head scarves 
(but still appeared to be highly motivated). 
2) The U.S. Forest Service, acting under its 
new policy of directly billing culpable parties 
for firefighting costs, said in October that it 
was preparing to send Ryan Unger, 18, of 
Wenatchee, Wash., an invoice for $10 mil- 
lion for his having started the August fires in 
central Washington. 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

• Public Servant: The school superintend- 
ent of Beverly, Mass., William H. Lupini, 



decided to leave that $130,000-a-year job in 
May and take the $148,000-a-year job as 
school superintendent in Brookline, Mass. 
However, since Brookline's school year did not 
start until July, and since Lupini perhaps felt 
there were no other "school superintendent" 
jobs available covering the interim month of 
June, he applied for $2,332 in unemploy- 
ment compensation for that month, as report- 
ed in the Beverly Citizen newspaper. 

• The Chicago Sun-Times reported in 
November that Illinois officials had decided to 
spend $115,000 in federal money to distrib- 
ute 2.4 million condoms to help reduce sexu- 
ally transmitted diseases among the young, 
but also concluded that the young might need 
special incentives to actually use the con- 
doms. Consequently, bureaucrats decided 



that 900,000 would be in colors (orange, 
green, red, or blue) and that 300,000 others 
would be flavored (orange, lemon, grape, 
cherry) to encourage their use in oral sex. 
State Sen. Steve Rauschenberger objected to 
the distribution of what he called "French 
ticklers" and suggested that all condoms 
should be "army green, utilitarian, low- 
priced." (Update: Gov. Rod Blagojevich subse- 
quently eliminated the colors/flavors option.) 

• Three of the five National Transportation 
Safety Board members criticized a fourth, the 
chairman, in a personal letter obtained by the 
St. Petersburg Times in September. According 
to the letter, Chairman Ellen Engleman 
Conners was getting too political (the board is 
supposedly nonpartisan) and too controlling 
(the board is traditionally quite collegial), and 
the Times reported that members and staffers 
had complained privately that Engleman 
Conners would sometimes call them in 
advance of public meetings to negotiate 
clothing, in order to discourage outfits that 
would clash with her own. 

PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

In October, prominent Albany, N.Y, pedi- 
atric neurologist Phillip Riback was sentenced 
to 48 years in prison after his conviction on 
28 sexual-abuse counts against 12 boys, but 
he continued to insist that his actions were 
simply "misconstrued," disputing testimony 
not only that he touched the boys inappropri- 
ately but that he had them spit on his face 
and into his mouth. Riback's lawyer said his 
client suffers from a disorder that makes 
socializing difficult: "He has a pattern of 
quirky, entertaining behavior as a way of relat- 
ing that simply goes too far." 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

In addition to his poor performance on a 
field sobriety test, the chief evidence that 
Frank Hersha, 28, was driving drunk in 
Manchester, Conn., in October was that 
police spotted him trying to order from the 
drive-thru window of a local restaurant that 
was obviously closed. And in Watertown, 
Mass., a playful Kudzai Kwenda, 23, acciden- 
tally locked handcuffs on his wrist at home in 
October and figured they would know how to 
get them off at the local police station, but 
shortly after his arrival, he was jailed because 
he had apparently forgotten there was an 
arrest warrant out against him.

The Outdoor Art Museum brings some of the most famous works 
of the art world to the little town of Eastland. The collection includes 
images by Picasso, Georgia O'Keefe, Frida Kahlo, and many others 
hanging on the outside of buildings. 

Of course, these paintings are not the originals but large reproductions 
done by local high school students and artists. "It's not meant to be deep," 
says Cathi Ball. "It's meant to be fun and maybe a little educational." 

There are currently 25 art installations around the city, with another 
three in the works. Ball started the project in May 2002 and hopes to 
finish this May after three years of work. The first piece of art was a 15- 
foot-tall oil field tank painted to look like a soup can, with a short biog- 
raphy of Andy Warhol on the back. The red-and-white can stands behind 
the Dairy Queen near the intersection of 1-20 and Main Street. A small 
kiosk next to the art provides maps to the other installations. 

Ball, a former high school art teacher, came up with the idea after a 
group of citizens asked her and her students to do a series of panels to 
mask the abandoned Connally Hotel. The result was 114 feet of street 
scenes to make the decaying building look alive. When the city decided 
to rehabilitate the building they gave her back the panels. 

"I had several sheets of plywood that I needed to find a use for," Ball 
says. At first she thought she would do all of the paintings herself, but 
that proved to be too much even for someone with her energy. 

The high school art club did six of the pieces and another artist has 
helped with several more. A former mayor painted three of the master- 
pieces. "He's not an artist, so I had to sketch the piece out for him," 
Ball says. "It was kind of a paint-by-number thing, but he loved it." 

As you might expect in a community known more for Texas crude 
and ranching, the project got off to a slow start. After the town saw the 
first two or three pieces the enthusiasm grew. "It's been a community 
effort," Ball says. "I think it has exceeded everyone's expectations." 
Every new installation receives a front-page story in the local paper. 

Ball didn't get serious about her art until she was 40 years old. Her 
first art instruction was welding classes at the junior college. She was 
the only art teacher in the county until a foot injury forced her to quit. 
"One of the best Mother's Day gifts I ever got from my daughter was 
some scrap metal. I loved it," she says. 

"We're just trying to make the town a little cuter," Ball says of the proj- 
ect that has attracted visitors off of the interstate highway between Dallas 




and El Paso. She has tried to match the artwork with the hosting business. 
For instance, DaVinci's Mona Lisa is on the side of the Pizza Inn, Kahlo's 
self-portrait is on a Mexican-food restaurant, and a rendition of the pho- 
tograph of Marines raising the flag on Iwo Jima is on the VFW Hall. 

"At first you don't realize how big some of the paintings are," Ball 
says. The reproduction of American Gothic on the Farmers & Merchant 
Bank is an 8-foot square. The installation at the airport is 8 feet by 16 
feet. Trying to mimic masterpieces with house paint provided challeng- 
es. The fumes forced the artists to paint outside or in barns. "When you 
mix two colors of house paint you don't always get the color you think 
you will," she says. 

About 100 miles west of Fort Worth, Eastland is probably best known 
as the home of Old Rip, the horned toad that lived for 31 years in the 
cornerstone of the old county courthouse. The outdoor paintings are not 
the only art in town. The local post office (411 W. Main St.) is also an 
art gallery of sorts. Besides a Depression-era mural, the post office has 
a Stamp Window done by a former postmaster using 11,217 stamps to 
create an unusual design.

Austin Playhouse, through Dec. 18

We've heard the story a thousand times, or feel like we 
have. The sharp, solitary miser. The dead partner wearing the 
chains he forged in life. The poor clerk. His poor clan. The little 
crippled boy as good as gold and better. The three spirits, like 
the magi of old, who come bearing gifts: visions of past, pres- 
ent, and future. The old soul newly born. The prize turkey, the 
raise in salary, and God bless us, every one. We know the tale 
too well, we think, to be taken in by it, much less moved. And 
yet how a 1,001st hearing affects us has everything to do with 
the story's telling and the actor inside the clothes of the miser. 
That may be seen in two rather different versions in our city 
right now, both of which illustrate the power still to be tapped 
from Charles Dickens' ghostly little book. 

The Austin Playhouse production is as modest as the 
dwelling of Bob Cratchit. There is little scenery and no flashy 
effects; Sylvia Tate's costumes and Mark Novick's lighting con- 
tribute setting and mood without being showy. Generally, direc- 
tor Don Toner trusts his actors to create Dickens' London and 
the visions Scrooge encounters in the night, a strategy that, for 
the most part, is effective enough, especially in scenes with 



the Cratchits, where the spare furnishings reinforce how little 
they possess. The sense of familial affection that we get from 
these actors, children and adults, is radiated by the entire 
ensemble - 24 strong - fitting given how central family is to 
the Playhouse's identity. Sadly, the production moves at such a 
gallop that we're rarely allowed to savor it, and the actors have 
precious little time to explore emotion. This is most unfortu- 
nate regarding Tom Parker, whose Scrooge is one worth savor- 
ing. Parker has the flint of which Dickens speaks, a hardness 
and sharpness of feature and tone carved out of the miser's 
callousness and implacability; when angered, his Scrooge is a 
fearsome figure. But Parker's also adept at showing Scrooge's 
alteration. "I went forth last night on compulsion," he tells the 
Ghost of Christmas Present, "and I learnt a lesson which is 
working now." And we saw it; when Scrooge watched his 
younger selves - as a boy alone in a schoolhouse over 
Christmas, then as an ambitious young businessman freezing 
out his one true love - Parker's face slowly, subtly softened, 
like wax under a candle flame. It was the face of a man awak- 
ening to regret, and the finely tuned humanity of it made his 
Scrooge a figure whose redemption was not merely something 
we could believe in but something we desired to see. 

The State Theater Company version has more the feel of 
the story's second spirit: genial of face, sparkling of eye, 
cheery of voice, unconstrained in its demeanor and joyful in 
its air. From the moment the actors sneak onstage and con- 
spiratorially whisper out to us the start of the story, as if shar- 
ing a terrific secret, through that final, inevitable, happy "God 



bless us every one," the show feels like a party, a holiday 
revel. It takes its cue from Neil Bartlett's adaptation, which 
zeros in on the playful spirit of Dickens' language. Rather than 
parrot the author's narration whole, Bartlett will pull out key 
words that embellish Dickens' world and have the cast chant 
them, as "cold, bleak, biting" to describe the weather or 
"squeezing, wrenching, grasping, scraping, clutching" to 
describe Scrooge. Here, the old skinflint has the look of a wild 
hermit: A wild mane of frosty white hair erupts from actor 
David Stahl's skull and tumbles across his shoulders. He is a 
figure of bitter cold, roaring at his clerk, his nephew, and the 
charitable gentlemen who visit him like the North Wind, with- 
out an ounce of warmth in him. But Stahl knows just when to 
thaw him, and director Michelle Polgar gives him the time and 
space to reveal the slow heating of his long-frozen heart. 
Polgar also treats us to visions of sight and sound that make 
this among the most visually sumptuous and affecting ver- 
sions of this oft-staged story ever seen locally: hundreds of 
snowf lakes of light cascading from the sky as Scrooge revisits 
his past, a great circle of night sky dotted with stars as he is 
transported around the world, a giant hulking figure in a mid- 
night black robe with a moon face and gnarled tree-limb 
arms. Richard Winkler's lighting contributes mightily to these 
dreamy images, and the singing of traditional carols, as musi- 
cal directed by Michael McKelvey, adds glories throughout. 
The generosity of spirit from the actors here and from the pro- 
duction overall will leave you cheering, "God bless them, God 
bless them every one." - Robert Faires

Lemony Snicket'6 A Series of 
Unfortunate Events 

D: Brad Silberling; with Jim Carrey, Meryl Streep, Jude Law, Emily Browning, 
Warn Aiken, Kara Hoffman, Shelby Hoffman, Timothy Spall, Billy Connolly, 
Cedric the Entertainer, Luis Guzman, Jennifer Coolidge, Jane Adams, Craig 
Ferguson, Jamie Harris.

"If you are interested in stories with happy endings, you would be 
better off watching some other movie," warns our narrator, Lemony 
Snicket (voiced by Jude Law and seen only in silhouette). "In this 
movie," he continues gravely, "not only is there no happy ending, 
there is no happy beginning and very few happy things in the middle." 
These words are transposed near verbatim from page to screen in 
director Brad Silberling's spirited adaptation of the first three books in 
Daniel Handler's hugely popular Lemony Snicket series. Comparisons 
to Harry Potter, that other recent tsunamic children's series, are 
inevitable; whereas it took the HP movie franchise three tries (and 
a fresh director) to get it right, Silberling bangs it out of the park at 
first bat. Along with screenwriter Robert Gordon (who wisely preserves 
whole chunks of Handler's sly, prune-faced text), Silberling mostly suc- 
ceeds in re-creating the novels' distinct tone of dark, darker, darkest. 



There's no sunnying up the grim premise 
of the Snicket series: It begins with a fire 
that destroys the home and parents of the 
three exceptional Baudelaire children: the 
eldest, Violet (Browning), an inventor; Klaus 
(Aiken), a voracious reader; and Sunny 
(Kara and Shelby Hoffman), a babbling 
infant whose most distinct talent is to chew 
threw just about anything (which makes 
for a few cheeky sight gags; the film also enjoys 
some of its heartier laughs by providing English sub- 
titles to Sunny's seeming gibberish). The children, 
quickly orphaned, are willed over to the sinister 
Count Olaf (Carrey), a wannabe actor with designs 
on the Baudelaire fortune; the film then ambles 
through several of Olaf's attempts to snare their 
inheritance. (Only in the film's final confrontation 
does the script's episodic nature feel hurried and 
half-finished.) As in all Jim Carrey's comic creations, 
the man occasionally pokes through the skin of the 
character(s) - in addition to Count Olaf, Carrey takes 
on the guise of a peg-legged sea captain and a fusty 
reptile expert. Carrey is a bit of a conundrum: He's 
the best and worst thing about Lemony Snicket. 
Creeping around in Olaf's wind-tunnel shock of hair, 
pawing the air with his bird-claw hands, Carrey and 
his physical comedy prowess produce moments of shocking hilarity. 
But this manic flailing for a laugh - a laugh that, more often than not, 
Carrey will nail - also means that Olaf has lost much of his menace. 
He still does extremely bad deeds, but we all know that's Jim Carrey 
under the prosthetic nose. That may bring comfort to younger view- 
ers, but I suspect it will disappoint the books' older fanbase, who'd 
been hoping for a screen villain that didn't mellow the macabreness of 
the book version. (They might also sniff at the film's occasional, pre- 
dictable dip into treacle.) That's the purist argument. The rest of me 
thrilled at Carrey's nutty reinvention of the Count. More conventionally 
cast, but no less impressive, are Browning and Aiken, who anchor the 
film with their big eyes, Dickensian plight, and contemporary pluck. 
The biggest huzzahs, however, must go to production designer Rich 
Heinrichs and art directors John Dexter and Martin Whist, who have 
worked with Tim Burton in the past. With respectful nods to Edward 
Gorey and Charles Addams, the design teams produce one electrify- 
ing locale after another, from a fire-gutted Victorian manse to a sun- 
drenched reptile room to a crazy-angled clifftop house where a simple 
doorknob becomes a very dangerous thing, indeed. There, in the 
visuals, is the real menace, while Count Olaf, defanged, pops in for 
blessed bits of comic relief. - Kimberley Jones

BROTHER TO BROTHER 

D: Rodney Evans; with Anthony Mackie, Roger 
Robinson, Larry Gi Ilia rd Jr., Ray Ford, Aunjanue 
Ellis, Alex Burns. (NR, 94 min.) 

This first dramatic feature by documen- 
tarian Evans is an important film but not 
necessarily a successful one. Though feted 
at festivals (including SXSW, and as the 
winner of a special jury prize at Sundance), 
the film strains to support two storylines 
linked by the character of Bruce Nugent 
(Robinson), a Harlem Renaissance poet 
now living in a homeless shelter staffed 
by young gay collegian Perry (Mackie, who 
was recently seen in She Hate Me). While 
Perry negotiates a shaky relationship with 
a white hipster (Burns) and chafes against 
the homophobia entrenched in African- 
American political activism, he becomes 
fascinated by Nugent, who reveals his 



storied past in flashbacks and memo- 
ries. Sound like a lot going on? It is, and 
more's the pity, for the movie's narrative 
ambition, though laudable, weighs it down 
dramatically. Evans comes alive whenever 
the film flashes back to the scandalous 
"rent parties" and bohemian adventures 
of Nugent's heyday; atmospheric vignettes 
filmed gorgeously in black-and-white reveal 
the publication of Fire!!, and you can 
almost smell Zora Neale Hurston (Ellis) 
smoking as she walks down the street (a 
scandalous habit, associated with prostitu- 
tion). You'd almost wish the movie stayed 
in the past, but for the earnest likability of 
Perry, who's put on hold for long stretches 
of screen time. For their part, the leads 
are magnificent, and Evans demonstrates 
skill in directing them. Character actor 
Robinson lends merry mischief to his por- 
trayal of the aging poet - still spry despite 
his cane, he has a been-there-done-that 
weariness that plays well against Mackie's 
impetuous youth. Ultimately, the two 



threads of the story - the straightforward 
coffeehouse realism (shot digitally) of the 
present-day and the sepia-tinged, misty 
flashbacks - compete to the point where 
it's hard to stay invested in the characters 
as people. They seem more like sandwich 
boards, ideological constructs that talk and 
walk. The subject matter is so intricate and 
thought-provoking that it would be perhaps 
better served by the nonfiction format, or 
at least a more tightly focused feature; 
certainly there's no lack of drama inherent 
in the fierce cultural flowering of 1920s 
Harlem, nor in the double-bind of gayness 
and race. But Evans is so busy building 
explicit connections among the various 
issues he raises that the viewer never gets 
a chance to discover them more organi- 
cally. (For interviews with the director see 
austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2004- 
03-19/screens_feature6.html and austin 
chronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2003-08-08/ 
screens_string_all.html.)

FLIGHT OF THE PHOENIX 

D: John Moore; with Dennis Quaid, Giovanni 
Ribisi, Miranda Otto, Hugh Laurie, Tyrese Gibson, 
J a red Padalecki, Tony Cur ran, Jacob Vargas. 
(PG-13, 114 min.) 

Flight of the Phoenix begins with the kind 
of explosive, nail-gnawing cinematic airplane 
crash pioneered by the 1993 rugby-play- 
ers-cum-culinary-outsiders epic Alive, and 
while this remake of Robert Aldrich's 1965 
adventure film of the same name lacks both 
the hoary tang of the original and late-career 
Jimmy Stewart, it still manages to stick sur- 
prisingly close to its predecessor in both tone 
and tenor. Quaid plays Frank Towns, pilot of 
an aging cargo plane sent to pick up a small 
group of oil-rig workers in Outer Mongolia. On 
their way back to civilization, Towns and co- 
pilot A.J. (Gibson) encounter a monstrously 
large CGI sandstorm straight out of The 
Mummy and unwisely attempt to pilot their 
way over and then through it, which results 
in a disastrous ditching in the Gobi Desert. 
Stranded 300 miles off course with no work- 
ing radio, little chance of rescue, and barely 
enough food (peaches and hearts of palm!) 
and water to last a month, the motley crew 
includes riggers, airmen, and one unknown 
in the form of Ribisi's bespectacled Elliott, 
a pompous aviation engineer who ultimately 
decrees that their only salvation lies in build- 
ing a new plane out of the wreckage of the 
old. Much to my dismay, no one mutters 
the requisite, "That's so crazy it just might 
work!" line, but nearly every other cliche in 
the Boy's Big Book o' Adventure is mined 
for all its worth. (Although, in a welcome 
divergence from tradition, Otto's tough-gal 
character isn't made to hook up with any of 
the strapping and frequently shirtless men- 
folk.) The original 1965 film (held together 
by powerful work from Stewart as Towns and 
Richard Atten borough as his co-pilot) still 
seems like Hitchcock's Lifeboat in the desert, 
but Moore's (Behind Enemy Lines) film feels 
more like a grueling episode of a reality TV 
show - Survivor in the Gobi, maybe, or Worst 
Case Scenario goes Mongol. That has as 
much to do with the film's script, courtesy 
of Edward Burns (The Brothers McMullen) 
and Scott Frank (Minority Report), which 
includes not one but two show-stopping 
"hopes and dreams" speeches, neither one 
of which makes you long for anything but a 
quick demise for those doing the speechify- 
ing. Quaid in particular seems ill-suited to 
his role, sporting far too many cocky grins for 
his own good, while Laurie wanders around 
suitably stiff-lipped, and rapper Sticky Fingaz 
hovers in the background, presumably waiting 
for his film career to take off. Ribisi's Elliott is 
the film's linchpin, however. Sporting a blond 
wig and the sort of shrill vocal mannerisms 
that fairly cry, "Bad nerd!" his character's 
presence in the film is never adequately 
explained, and the excuse given - "He just 
showed up one day" at the hinterlands oil 
station - is perplexing. Moore and company 
don't make much of it and presumably feel 
we shouldn't either, but Ribisi's character is 
so intrinsic to the plotting that the lack of 
background is downright bizarre. It all made 
sense in Aldrich's film, but here, strutting 
about like a metrosexual martinet on a hissy 
jag, it's just unnerving and strange. The whole 
film, in fact, is more than a tad surreal, shot 
through with images of flowing sand dunes

SPANGLISH 

D: James L Brooks; with Adam Sandler, Tea Leoni, 
Paz Vega, Cloris Leachman, Shelbie Bruce, Sarah 
Steele.

Lamentably, if you come to Spanglish 
expecting something like Scenes From the 
Class Struggle in Beverly Hills let it be known 
that director Paul Bartel already aced that 
movie a while back. And if you are looking 
for a comedy like Down and Out in Beverly 
Hills, Paul Mazursky, too, has already been 
there, done that. For an astute comic appre- 
ciation of the culture clashes among the Los 
Angeles minions, almost any movie would 
be better than this misguided effort from the 
usually dependable James L. Brooks. This 
time out, the acclaimed writer-di rector of As 
Good as It Gets, Broadcast News, and Terms 
of Endearment loses his way and can't see 
the forest of L.A. through the individual trees 
of his characters - each of whom stops 
making sense early in the game. If Brooks 
had any insight into the strained relationship 



between the area's privileged Anglo culture 
and its Spanish-speaking service class, it 
was lost long before his script ever found 
its way into the actors' grip. Additionally, 
the film's cryptic performances, mundane 
visual look, and minimal drama make the 
two-hour-plus running length of Spanglish 
seem positively brutal. The key to liking or 
disliking the movie lies with the viewer's 
response to leading lady Deborah Clasky 
(Leoni), who is also another usually reliable 
comic actor. In Spanglish, Leoni exagger- 
ates the extreme hysteria latent in Deborah 
instead of finding the character's humorous 
extremism. Deborah is a buff, self-absorbed 
bundle of nerves, who is in her late 30s 
and has recently lost her job. Now, with 
no other outlet for her tension and identity 
crisis, Deborah keeps her borderline pathol- 
ogy all in the family. She does things like 
buy nice clothing in too-small sizes as an 
incentive for her chubby daughter (Steele) 
to lose weight and cares only about her own 
orgasm when she has afternoon sex with her 
husband to congratulate him on a special 
accomplishment. Sandler plays her husband 
John Clasky, a top chef who chooses to 
devote greater attention to his family than 
his career. John is a gentle, soft-spoken 
man, and there is nothing in the movie that 
can explain whatever attracted Deb and 
John to each other in the first place. They 
are so dissimilar and out of synch that their

We know from the outset that 
her mission has been less than 
successful since the story is nar- 
rated in the form of a Princeton 
college application essay by the 
now 17-year-old Christina (voice 
of Aimee Garcia). It hardly gets 
less Spanglishy than Princeton. 
We are to believe that despite 
their communication obstacles, 
John and Flor relate to each 
other because of their supreme 
dedication to the welfare of 
their children. But to my eyes 
their connection seems more 
based in that universal language 
of the body. It's unclear what 
Brooks is trying to say about 
our melting-pot culture, if any- 
thing. So much attention is 
put into scapegoating Deb that 
it's hard to belive that Brooks 
is the same man who coaxed 
award-winning performances 
from Shirley MacLaine, Debra 
Winger, Holly Hunter, and 
Helen Hunt in previous films 
and is the producing godfather 
to feminist TV icons like Mary 
Richards, Rhoda, Tracey Ullman, 
and Marge Simpson.

Basketbrawl - Can the Players 
Claim Self-Defense? 

Could the players argue self-defense if the NBA fight 
happened in Texas? 

Everyone saw the replays of the most disturbing scene 
in recent sports memory - the brawl between Indiana 
Pacers players and Detroit Pistons fans. The fallout from 
the altercation includes misdemeanor charges of assault 
and battery against five players. Lawyers representing the 
players are claiming their clients are not guilty, in some 
cases because they acted in "self-defense." 

If the same fight broke out in a Texas NBA arena, the 
players could (and almost certainly would) attempt to 
argue self-defense. Assuming the facts were exactly the 
same, I believe only some of the players would have a 
legitimate self-defense argument. 

Under Texas law, a person is justified in using force 
against another when and to the degree he reasonably 
believes the force is immediately necessary to protect 
himself against the other's use or attempted use of 
unlawful force. The force used in self-defense must be 
proportional to the threat (i.e., someone who believes 
they are about to be lightly pushed cannot hit the person 
with a baseball bat and successfully argue self-defense). 

Accordingly, it's unlikely that Ron Artest will be able to 
justify throwing haymakers in the stands simply because 
he was assaulted with a cup of beer. Artest's self-defense 
argument could be feasible when he was later assaulted 
in the stands or confronted on the court by fans. 
Jermaine O'Neal (charged with two counts of assault for 
striking a fan and security officer) wasn't personally pro- 
voked into the stands; however, he could argue that he 
was justified in using force in order to defend his team- 
mates from being assaulted (called "defense of a third 
person"). O'Neal, however, landed a huge right hand 
against a fan who arguably did not pose a direct threat 
to him or others (i.e., O'Neal's knockout punch wasn't 
immediately necessary for protection). Similar logic could 
be applied for the other players involved. 

It will be interesting to see whether the players' claims 
of self-defense are ultimately successful as there is a lot 
of room to debate the facts and circumstances surround- 
ing each player's assault. Read next week's column to 
find out about whether the fans can successfully argue 
self-defense.

He's Got a Hunka-Hunka 
Burning Car 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

My beautiful 1993 Chevy Caprice Classic four- 
door sedan with only 28,000 miles on it - and no 
dents or scratches - is now a pile of junk. While 
parked in front of my home, the engine began to 
smolder, then it burst into flames. Within 10 min- 
utes, the firefighters arrived. They could not open 
the hood, but boy did they wield their axes! They 
almost had fiendish looks in their eyes as they 
swung their axes and demolished the entire front 
half of my car. They finally pried open the hood and 
reached the fire. They said it must have been an 
electrical short. My tears didn't help put out the 
fire. Although I paid $18,000 for the car, my insur- 
ance company paid me just over $9,000. It said 
something about "book value." The Chevy garage 
blamed the fire on a short circuit, but had no other 
comment. Is there any warranty covering such an 
event, and do I have any recourse? - Harold 

TOM: Your warranty, in this case, is called "fire 
insurance," Harold. Unfortunately, that's probably all 
the recourse you have. 

RAY: And remember, you paid $18,000 for the 
car brand new. So getting $9,000 11 years later is 
like winning the lottery, Harold. I'd cash the check 
before the insurance company comes to its senses 
and asks for it back. 

TOM: If you really want to pursue this, if you 
recently had some electrical work done to the car 
you might be able to make a strong circumstantial 
case that those mechanics were responsible. But 
without a direct link like that, it's not easy. 

RAY: Once a car burns to the extent that yours 
did, unless you can get Lt. Columbo in there with 
the forensics squad, there's really no way to tell 
what started burning first. It could have been a fray- 
ing wire that was damaged during an unrelated 
repair. It could have been a wire that got pinched 
during a minor fender bender. 

TOM: It could have been your after-market, auto- 
matic butt massager gone haywire! 

RAY: Whatever the cause, there was a large, unin- 
tended discharge of electricity from the battery, and 
that produced the heat that started the fire. 

TOM: In terms of your settlement, you can look 
up the Black Book value yourself. There's a link to it 
from our Web site, www.cartalk.com. I think you'll 
see you're off the charts. 

RAY: And, to confirm your observation, the firefight- 
ers probably did have a fiendish look in their eyes. 
After all, it's not often that they get to chop up a car 
with their bare hands. I've never tried it, but I plan to 
stop at the hardware store on my way home and buy 
an axe, and then head right to my brother's driveway!

Q. I recently read that vitamin B-12 is 
involved in bone health. What other new 
discoveries are there about vitamin B-12? 

A. The magazine article refers to research 
from the University of California indicating that 
women older than 65 with low serum vitamin B- 
12 levels had a lower bone mineral density than 
did the women with higher BMD. BMD is the 
most common clinical assessment of osteo- 
porosis risk. 

The incidence of osteoporosis, which leads to 
unexpected bone fractures, will probably 
increase in coming years as the population 
ages. Prevention of health problems such as 
osteoporosis is much less expensive than treat- 
ment of the resulting bone fractures, which may 
also mean a radical change in lifestyle for an 
elderly person. Because dietary risk factors can 
be changed, it is particularly important to find 
every potentially helpful nutrient that might be 
employed to prevent osteoporosis and the other 
afflictions of old age. 

Vitamin B-12 deficiency is more common 
among elderly people because they have 
diminished stomach acid. The cells in the 
stomach, called parietal cells, that secrete 
stomach acid also secrete the protein (intrin- 
sic factor) that is necessary for absorption of 
vitamin B-12 from food. In addition, dimin- 
ished stomach acid means absorption of all 
minerals from food is hindered, and it takes 
more than just calcium supplements to 
assure continued bone health as one ages. It 
is increasingly clear that a number of nutri- 
ents and food factors interact to promote 
bone health. 

Vitamin B-12 is famous for producing red 
blood cells and maintaining a healthy nervous 
system. There are a number of other benefits to 
maintaining adequate vitamin B-12 status as 
we age. Along with vitamin A supplements, vita- 
min B-12 is very good for maintaining normal 
vision and preventing cataracts, another hazard 
of aging. 

Studies of post-menopausal women suggest 
that low vitamin B-12 levels in the blood may 
be associated with an increased risk for breast 
cancer. In men, studies suggest that vitamin B- 
12 supplements may improve sperm counts and 
sperm mobility. 

Recent studies have shown that poor vitamin 
B-12 and folate status may be associated with 
age-related hearing loss. 

Obvious symptoms of vitamin B-12 defi- 
ciency may take more than five years to 
appear, even after body reserves have been 
depleted, so it is best to assure adequate 
vitamin B-12 intake when you are younger 
and not wait until symptoms appear. The best 
food sources of vitamin B-12 are liver and 
other animal protein sources, such as eggs 
and dairy products. A strict vegetarian diet 
(vegan) increases the risk of vitamin B-12 
deficiency. If you choose to use a supple- 
ment, vitamin B-12 in the form of methyl- 
cobalamin or hydroxocobalamin seems to 
work better than the first available form of 
vitamin B-12, cyanocobalamin, possibly 
because the cyanide portion is toxic, even 
though present in extremely small amounts.

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Holiday Tips for HIVers 

The holiday season is upon us, and we are all likely to indulge in unfamiliar food and 
drink and perhaps even travel a bit. For those with HIV, some simple precautions can keep 
the season from becoming "The Nightmare Before Christmas!" 

• Don't forget to take your meds! Erratic or disrupted schedules - typical both with par- 
tying and traveling - are among the biggest contributors to missed doses. 

• If you travel by airline and have lots of prescriptions, carry three days of medications (or 
a filled meds-minder box) with you, and pack the rest in your checked luggage. That way, 
if you and your luggage get separated, you will have enough to get by until either your 
luggage is delivered or you can get an emergency prescription. Trying to take lots and lots 
of pills in your carry-on, however, could be dicey in the current atmosphere at airports. 

• Don't overdo it! That especially applies to alcohol - it doesn't go well with most med- 
ications, and your liver is already under enough fire just trying to process the meds. Same 
for party drugs. Their use is also the biggest predictor that you will miss doses. 

For immune-compromised people - HIV-positive folks with a T4/CD4 count under 
200-300 - some special attention is needed for staying well. 

• Watch what you eat - there are lots of nasty bugs out there. No raw oysters, steak tar- 
tar (raw beef), or raw fish (sushi/sashimi or ceviche). If you go to Mexico or farther south, 
don't eat raw fruits or vegetables unless they've been peeled. And bottled water only! 

• If you're going away, it's always a good idea to know something about services where 
you're headed, in the event of an emergency. Your physician can refer you to a local doc, 
and ASA (458-AIDS) can provide info on service agencies. The more delicate your health, 
the more important this could be. 

• Get your rest and take it easy. Remember: The holidays are supposed to be fun, not a 
stress-filled chore. 

Take care of yourself - and make your holidays be cheerful and light!
